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PREFACE 


The seven months from the beginning of October, 
1683, to the end of April, 1684, the records of which are 
calendared in this volume, were a period of peculiar 
moment in English history ; for they saw the climax of 
that policy of absolutism and repression which, in- 
augurated by the dissolution of the Oxford Parliament 
in March, 1681, had become intensified as a result of 
the recent revelation of the plot to assassinate the 
King and his brother and of the association of Whig 
magnates to enforce the summoning of Parliament 
and the consequent passage of the Exclusion Bill. 
It may therefore be well, without attempting any 
detailed narrative of events, to direct attention to some 
of the more significant documents here summarised. 

The minutes of the examinations before the Privy 
Council of the men arrested in consequence of Josiah 
Keeling’s discoveries, and the informations and deposi- 
tions related thereto, which formed an outstanding feature 
of the preceding volume of the calendar, are, though 
with diminishing frequency, continued. If a great part 
of the work of elucidation and retribution had already 
been accomplished, there was a good deal that still 
remained todo.* The Earl of Essex had died in the Tower 
by his own hand, but Laurence Braddon and Hugh Speke 
were under arrest on a charge of suborning witnesses 
to prove that he had been murdered +; the latter being

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very much dissatisfied with his treatment at the hands 
of Thomas Saywell, the messenger in whose custody 
he had been placed, and Saywell in his turn complaining 
that Speke had refused to pay his fees and lodging 
(pp. 24, 29, 75). Lord Russell, Colonel Walcot, William 
Hone and John Rous had gone to the scaffold in July, 
and Captain Blague or Blagge, accused of having under- 
taken an assault on the Tower from the river, had been 
tried and acquitted; but Algernon Sidney and John 
Hampden still awaited their trials, the Scots prisoners 
had not yet been dealt with, and many suspects, notably 
Lord Grey of Warke, Sir Thomas Armstrong, Sir John 
Cochrane, Robert Ferguson and Richard Goodenough, 
were not only at liberty but out of reach beyond the 
sea. A long and detailed account of the movements 
and way of life of these men in Holland and at Cleve, 
and of conversations with Grey and Cochrane which 
throw valuable light on the progress of the conspiracy, 
was given to Sir Leoline Jenkins by Ezekiel Everest, a 
custom-house officer of Chichester, who, having helped 
Grey to escape and accompanied him abroad, had on 
promise of a pardon (p. 136) returned to England and 
turned King’s evidence (pp. 222—228). Other informers— 
Robert West, Colonel Rumsey and Thomas Lea (whose 
informations appear on pp. 77 and 234)—were being kept 
in custody in the hope of further revelations ; Thomas 
Sheppard, the Hamburg merchant whose house had been 
a centre of the plotting, and who had been given a provi- 
sional pardon in August (previous vol., pp. 331, 337), was 
examined concerning the Scots conspirators on December 
23 (p. 163); and Lord Howard of Escrick, who had been 
a member of Monmouth’s Council of Six but, preferring 
his own safety to loyalty to his former colleagues, had 
given evidence on which the verdicts against Russell 
and Sidney were mainly based, was pardoned towards 
the end of the year (p. 129). 

Monmouth’s movements since the discovery of the 
plot had been a mystery. At one time it was believed 
that, finding himself named in the proclamation for 
the apprehension of the conspirators, he had made 
his esc pe with Lord Grey (vol. xxiv, p. 376). He 
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was variously reported to be in Scotland, at Chester, 
near Lichfield, in London, and at Toddington in Bedford- 
shire, the home of Lady Wentworth, whose daughter, 
Lady Henrietta Wentworth, was his mistress. He 
appears, in fact, to have been mostly at Toddington ; 
but on October 15 he was said to be “ still most certainly 
in London” (p. 36) and on or about that date, at the 
instigation of Halifax, who had discovered his where- 
abouts, he wrote his father a letter in which he disclaimed 
all part in the plot, begged pardon for past indiscretions 
and besought an interview. This letter was forwarded 
to the King by the Duchess of Monmouth, who added her 
own appeal to her husband’s (p. 35). Charles returned 
a favourable answer and ten days later accorded his son 
a secret interview at a house in the City, where “ he 
received him with an air of displeasure, but the displeasure 
of a parent who seeks the reformation of his child. He 
reproved the Duke for following counsels which must 
lead to his ruin; spoke with severity of the character 
of his associates, and left him with some gracious expres- 
sions, but still in uncertainty as to the result.” * A 
second interview proved likewise inconclusive, for while 
the King’s strong natural affection inclined him to 
leniency, the Duke of York was less easy to satisfy : 
he was anxious to force Monmouth to make full confession 
of all that he knew of the conspiracy. 

Monmouth was therefore persuaded to write another 
letter, humbler in tone than the first (p. 90); or rather 
to sign it, for it is probable that the letter was actually 
composed by Halifax, who acted as counsel to both. 
parties, and intermediary between them, throughout 
these negotiations.t This letter was dated November 15, 
and on the 22nd, after an extraordinary meeting of the 
Council, a memorandum, drawn up by the King himself, 
was sent to the Duke, informing him that if he desired

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mercy he must render himself to the Secretary, resolving 
to tell all he knew and resigning himself entirely to the 
King’s pleasure (p. 103). Two days later he accordingly 
surrendered and on the same evening (pp. 108, 109) * 
was admitted to the presence of his father and uncle, 
to whom he made a complete submission and acknow- 
ledgement of his guilt. He denied any cognizance 
of the assassination plot, but his admissions were very 
damaging to his old associates. After this interview 
he was committed to the custody of a serjeant-at-arms 
(p. 107) and at the same time the Attorney General was 
instructed to stay the proceedings which were pending 
against him in order to his outlawry (p. 108). On 
November 26 a comprehensive warrant for his pardon 
was issued (p. 109). On the 30th the Bishop of Bath 
and Wells, the loyal Peter Mews, wrote to Jenkins from 
Bridgwater: “‘The Duke of Monmouth’s submission 
was received with great satisfaction and we all hope a 
full discovery of the plot and consequently a disappoint- 
ment of all treasonable designs will be the effect of it ” 
(p. 124). 

The publication of an account of his submission in 
the Gazette, however, was regarded by Monmouth both 
as a breach of faith—a view in which he was supported 
by Burnet—and as a misrepresentation of what he had 
said (pp. 123, 124, 137). He complained of it both 
to the King and to others, Jenkins wrote to Arran, as 
being highly injurious to him. 


“The King told him it was not so and so much 
must be published or nothing, wherein his Majesty 
thought he acquiesced, but the Duke of Monmouth’s 
friends blazed abroad so much of his denying the 
matter said to be owned in that print that his Majesty 
thought it necessary to have something by way of 
contradiction to those surmises and averments 
under the Duke’s own hand that might satisfy 
good men and do right to the Duke of Monmouth, 


if he had a mind to be vindicated.

Monmouth retired to Moor Park, his house in Hertford- 
shire. “‘Some people will have him to be readmitted 
to Court very suddenly,” Jenkins told Arran. “I do 
not see their reasons, for as long as he sticks to one party 
and his Majesty to another, I do not see on what terms 
he may be received into favour” (p. 170). It appears 
that, persuaded by the Duchess, he made a_ belated 
offer to sign some such paper as his father had desired ; 
but the King, weary of his vacillations, “resolved to 
proceed with him in another way ” and ordered a subpena 
to be served on him to give evidence at the trial of John 
Hampden.* Early in 1684 the Duke absconded to 
Flanders, whither he was reported to have shipped a 
considerable number of horses (pp. 326, 329-333, 391, 
392), and thence proceeded to Holland. 

Meanwhile, in November, Algernon Sidney had been 
brought to his trial and condemned to death. As in 
the case of Lord Russell, it was largely on the evidence 
of Lord Howard of Escrick that he was convicted. He

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petitioned for remission of sentence, pointing out that 
little advantage was to be gained by its execution 
‘“‘on a man that by the course of nature is come near 
the last period of his life’’ (p. 125); but although there 
were rumours that his prayer was to be granted (p. 123), 
on December 7 the veteran Republican was beheaded 
on Tower Hill (p. 137). Like Russell he was spared the 
more terrible part of the judgment pronounced against 
him. 

The charge against John Hampden, who also petitioned 
vainly for a pardon (p. 69), was for lack of witnesses 
(p. 263) reduced, for the time being, from high treason 
to misdemeanour, and there is hardly a reference to his 
trial in the present volume. The case of James Holloway, 
on the other hand, occupies a good deal of space. An 
enterprising West India merchant, Holloway, while 
disapproving of the assassination plot, had become 
involved in preparations for a rising at Bristol, under- 
taking to secure that factious city for the anti-Court 
party. Summoned to answer a charge of high treason, 
and failing to appear, he was made an outlaw. He 
managed to escape by way of France to Nevis, where 
his business interests lay, but was there betrayed by his 
own factor, arrested at the order of Sir William Stapleton, 
Governor of the Leeward Islands, and sent to England 
in irons. With him came a mass of documents, including 
a statement of his reasons for concerning himself in a 
design to oppose Popery and arbitrary government 
(pp. 238-241). During his voyage in the Vzargin 
pink he occupied himself in writing rhymed epistles to 
friends (pp. 365, 375) and an elaborate analysis, which 
he proposed to deliver to the King, of the state of public 
opinion which had led to the plots (pp. 366-370). Arrived 
in England he was on April 10 examined by the Privy 
Council and committed to Newgate, where he was allowed 
pen and ink “in order to a narrative”’ (p. 376). On 
the following day he appeared once more before the 
Council and his account of the conspiracy * was read 
(p. 379). On April 21 he was brought before the King’s

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Bench and having, in the hope of a pardon, refused to 
stand his trial, was ordered to be executed in accordance 
with his original conviction. He was therefore hanged 
and quartered at Tyburn on April 30, and his members 
were sent to Bristol to be exhibited on the gates there. 

Another concern of the Government during these 
months was to deal with the Scotsmen charged with 
preparing an insurrection in their country to coincide 
with the rising in England. Sir John Cochrane and 
Roger Ferguson—the Plotter par excellence—had escaped 
abroad; those who had been taken—the two Campbells 
of Cessnock, the two Muirs of Rowallan, John Craufurd 
of Craufurdland, William Fairlie of Bruntsfield, Alexander 
Monro of Bearcrofts, William Spence, Robert Murray 
of Tibbermore, John Hepburn the preacher, William 
Carstares and Robert Baillie of Jerviswood—it was 
decided, after their examinations by the Council, to send 
to Scotland for trial (pp. 49, 65-67).* In the course of 
their examinations at Edinburgh Spence and Carstares, 
who was later to become so prominent in the affairs of 
Church and State as to be nicknamed the “ cardinal,” 
were put to the torture; but Baillie of Jerviswood was 
the only one of the prisoners who eventually suffered 
the death penalty.t A new warrant for the torture of 
Alexander Gordon of Earlstoun, who on October 25 had 
been reprieved until the second Friday in December 
(p. 59), was signed on November 15 (p. 92); and on 
December 13 the Scots Council recommended his further 
reprieve until the end of January on the ground that 
during and since his examinations he had been “in a 
real distemper of mind” but that he was now composed 
and might furnish fresh information of value (p. 149). 
In the event he remained a prisoner until the Revolu- 
tion. 

Apart from these known or suspected leaders the host 
of Scots pedlars plying their trade in England were kept 
under careful scrutiny as potential plotters or inter-

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mediaries (pp. 58, 67, 76, 95, 260). The Grand Jury at 
the Middlesex Quarter Sessions presented that all such 
as were found travelling without licence should be treated 
as vagrants (p. 211) and several were whipped and sent 
back to their own country. Against this treatment 
certain Scots inhabitants of London and Westminster 
presented a petition to the Duke of York, but the Middle- 
sex Justices, while admitting “ English and Scotch 
subjects to have a like privilege without distinction to 
exercise their occupations in England,” maintained 
that the men brought before them as vagabonds had 
refused to take the oaths of allegiance and supremacy 
(p. 296), which the Lord Mayor had lately been enjoined 
to take care should be tendered to all Scotsmen lodging 
within his jurisdiction who were under suspicion or 
could not give a good account of themselves (pp. 208, 221). 
The Justices added that divers of those whom they had 
punished had, as they had reason to believe, been carriers 
of intelligence in relation to the late conspiracy and 
that greater numbers of Scots pedlars and petty chapmen 
had lately appeared in England than had formerly come 
(p. 296). 

Efforts were also being made to obtain conclusive 
evidence against Aaron Smith—after the Revolution to 
become Solicitor to the Treasury and Public Prosecutor, 
till he was dismissed for malversation—whose mysterious 
journey to the North at the beginning of 1683 was justly 
believed to have been undertaken with treasonable 
intent (pp. 146, 260); and the hand of the Government 
was strengthened by the revival of the Border Commission 
(pp. 160, 161, 231) and the creation of a Secret Committee 
to assist in the management of the affairs of Scotland 
(p. 111). The forfeited estates of Argyll were the subject 
of several warrants during these months (pp. 18, 113, 123, 
297, 298). 

While particular measures were being taken against 
those who had been concerned in the plots, or were 
believed or suspected to have been concerned in them, 
the general assault on the liberty of the subject and his 
conscience was being vigorously prosecuted. The Acts 
affecting Dissenters were enforced with greater rigour,

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special attention being paid to “ the morose and obstinate 
sect of the Quakers” (p. 61). Over 1,100 Quaker 
prisoners petitioned for relief in October (p. 59), and there 
were 1,300 in various prisons at the beginning of the 
following year. ‘‘ Great havoc and spoil is made of our 
goods by the informers,” they complained, “ so that some 
have all their goods taken away and have not a bed or 
chair left but are fain to lie on straw this cold frosty 
weather ”’ (p. 197). <A little later there were sixteen in 
Northampton gaol for not paying their tithes and eighteen 
for refusing the oath of allegiance (p. 345), and many 
were confined at Chelmsford, Ipswich and Bury St. 
Edmunds (p. 357). The King being informed that some 
London jurymen were showing themselves “for the 
Ignoramus side in the matter of conventicles,’” Lord 
Chief Justice Jeffreys, who in February went on the 
Western circuit, was desired to “lay his own hand to 
the carrying through the work of the present sessions ”’ 
(p. 149). The presentments of the Middlesex Grand 
Jury in October had, however, as on previous occasions, 
been a model of loyalty (pp. 30, 31). 

A curious example of the apprehensions of tyrannous 
usage under which the common people laboured is afforded 
by the rumours which spread through Gloucestershire, 
Oxfordshire and Northamptonshire that the King in- 
tended to seize all unmarked cattle. It was alleged, and 
probably with truth, that these rumours were put in 
circulation by the disaffected; but they evidently 
gained easy credence (pp. 50, 64, 74). 

The municipal franchises were being systematically 
attacked. On October 3, in conclusion of the proceedings 
which have been recorded in earlier volumes of this 
calendar, judgment was entered against the corporation 
of London and the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs took the 
oaths and received their commissions under the new 
dispensation (pp. 10, 11). New charters were granted 
to towns which, warned by the example of London, had 
voluntarily surrendered their old privileges ; while against 
others, which showed themselves less compliant, proceed- 
ings were taken by Quo warranto. In either case the 
result was the same: to assure to the Crown a right of 
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veto on the choice of officers and a consequent control 
of local politics. During the seven months with which 
this volume is concerned the Government was dealing 
with, or considering, the fates of the following towns : 
Banbury, Bedford, Berwick-on-Tweed, Bridgwater, 
Bristol, Buckingham, Bury St. Edmunds, Canterbury, 
Chester, Coventry, Derby, Evesham, Ipswich, Leominster, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, Newport (Isle of Wight), Oke- 
hampton, Oxford, Poole, Sandwich, Shaftesbury, South- 
ampton, Stratford-on-Avon, Sudbury, Wallingford, Wells, 
Great Yarmouth and York. The great majority of 
these made voluntary surrenders, though Wells was 
only persuaded by its Mayor to do so “with great 
difficulty” (p. 35); but against Berwick, Chester,* 
Leominster, Oxford, Poole and Yarmouth, in all which 
places faction was strong, writs of Quo warranto were 
issued. The incorporation of Poole was opposed by the 
Justices and Grand Jury of Dorset, who, in their petition 
to the King on the subject, stated that the town had 
“never afforded persons fit to put the laws in execution 
within it, which has always been a sanctuary to debtors 
and criminals. By the long settling of a Nonconformist 
preacher in their church, who has kept alive in them their 
old rebellious principles, the inhabitants are so universally 
corrupted that it will be impossible to find loyal men to 
support a corporation therein ’”’ (p. 215). Southampton 
pleaded poverty to obtain a new charter without the 
customary fees. ‘‘ It has been a rich place,” the Mayor 
told Jenkins, ‘‘ but is now quite the contrary. The late 
rebellion despoiled the chamber of all public moneys, 
in the plague 1,700 inhabitants died, the Dutch war 
robbed them of almost all their ships and lastly the Act 
of prohibition rendered all their looms useless, by which 
many families were supported that are now become 
burdensome” (p. 106; cf. pp. 100, 107, 151, 159). 

The case of Oxford is particularly interesting because 
it entailed a dispute between the city and the university. 
The latter feared the curtailment of their privileges, 
particularly as to the night watch (or walk), the control

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of which was deemed essential to the safeguarding of 
undergraduate morals. They also apprehended that 
the holding of fairs on the grounds proposed by the 
corporation would be detrimental to the amenities and 
the quiet of the colleges, and that the suggested increase 
in the number of Aldermen would give the city an undue 
predominance at quarter and petty sessions. The con- 
tentions of the corporation were supported by Lord 
Abingdon, the Lord Lieutenant of the county, but the 
university had a powerful friend in Secretary Jenkins, 
who had once been Principal of Jesus College (see index, 
p. 477).* 

Another question which was exercising the university 
authorities at this time was that of their printing privilege, 
which was nearly due for renewal, and of the attack which 
was being made on it by the King’s printers, who had 
prepared a bill in Chancery against those of the university 
and were sparing “ no cost nor diligence to retrieve their 
monopoly ” (pp. 335, 344, 364). 

The Livery Companies of London were subjected 
to much the same treatment as the towns had been. 
Those rich and powerful bodies proved very submissive. 
In April, 1684, the Goldsmiths, the Drapers, the Cloth- 
workers, the Barber Surgeons, the Coopers and the 
Glaziers all surrendered their charters and prayed their 
renewal on the King’s terms (pp. 379-399 passim).t 
Against the Stationers, many of whom had incurred the 
displeasure and some of them the vengeance of the 
Government by the publication of obnoxious pamphlets, 
proceedings on a Quo warranto had already been in- 
stituted. The company petitioned that these should be 
stayed and that their charter should be confirmed to 
them with such modifications as would give the Crown 
a right of veto on the election of all officers and, by 
granting a virtual monopoly to a corporation whose 
loyalty was thus guaranteed, would render the printing

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of seditious literature impossible (p. 334). ‘‘A more 
abject apology than the peroration’’ of this petition 
“it would,” writes Mr. George Kitchin, “‘ be impossible 
to conceive.” * In referring the petition to the con- 
sideration of the Attorney General Jenkins suggested, 
among other points, that “the companies be subject to 
the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen as they were in 
the most regular times. 


“If I may add anything of myself I conceive it 
will be worth your considering whether it be not for 
his Majesty’s service that a fuller power and interest 
should be given to the Lord Mayor and that court 
in the business of the inferior corporations and 
especially in the restraining of the liberty taken by 
each company to bring what persons or numbers they 
please on their livery and afterwards bringing them 
to vote as freely as any Alderman in all public 


elections ” (p. 360). 


When the Stationers’ charter was eventually confirmed 
its additional clauses included both the Secretary’s 
suggestion and the main propositions of the petition 
(p. 388). . 

Roger L’Estrange had had other views as to the 
management of the company. ‘“ The short way to keep 
them in order,” he had written to Jenkins, “‘ will be this. 
His Majesty may be pleased to appoint a standing officer 
of his own to superintend the company in such manner 
and with such limitations as shall be found reasonable... 


‘* T do not propose this upon any prospect of recom- 
mending myself to that office, though I have a patent 
already of twenty years’ standing which constitutes 
me the sole overseer of the press, and his Majesty 
knows it was never so clear as while I was supported 
in the execution of that duty. It is no vanity for 
a gentleman to pretend to any extraordinary 
faculty in an employment of that quality, and there- 
fore (being sure that the King is now betrayed and

as certain that he shall never be betrayed by me) 
I take the freedom to speak my fears that it will be 
hard to find another hand that can do it. . . . And 
when I shall have set the wheel a-going I shall as 
readily submit that any man else may reap the 
credit and the fruit of my endeavours.’’* 


Although this offer was not accepted, L’ Estrange 
continued to prosecute with unremitting vigour the 
campaign against the Whig pamphleteers and journalists 
which he had made his main business in life; and about 
which much information will be found in earlier volumes 
of this calendar. The Press Act had expired in 1679, 
but the freedom thus gained for literature and its pur- 
veyors had been more apparent than real. ‘ The law 
directs us no guides as in the time of licensing,” com- 
plained Richard Chiswell, the printer, who was in trouble 
for having published Samuel Johnson’s notorious Julian 
the Apostate (p. 213). L’Estrange made full use of the 
powers granted to him by his patent—he was, indeed, 
as much a spy as a censor—and, largely owing to his 
activities, the trades of bookseller and printer, let alone 
that of author, were, during this time of reaction and 
suspicion, extremely dangerous ones. Thus at the 
Guildhall sessions in January, 1684, Thomas Benskin 
was fined for printing the Domestic Intelligence, Judith 
Jones, “a hawker that serves the Amsterdam coffee- 
house,” was fined for selling The irregular Account of 
swearing the two pretended Sheriffs, Francis Smith the 
younger and his sister Eleanor traversed their indictments 
until the following sessions, and Jane Curtis, the wife of 
Langley Curtis, publisher of the Whig Mercury, who 
was a prisoner in Newgate, was discharged of being bound 
to good behaviour, having already been fined (p. 214). 
In March “ old Frank ”’ Smith, that inveterate dissemina- 
tor of seditious literature, was seized on a warrant pro- 
cured by L’Estrange (p. 304). Meanwhile L’Estrange’s 
own Observator, in which he chastised the enemy and 
championed the Government, had been presented as 
a libel by Robert Stephens, the messenger for the Press,

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between whom and the overseer there was a bitter feud 
(p. 42). But Stephens, accused by L’Estrange of 
abetting the disloyal writers and booksellers, and of 
taking bribes from them (pp. 42, 43), was one of those 
whom the purge of the Stationers’ Company put out of 
~employment. In connection with these records of the 
fortunes of the printing-press mention may be made of 
an illuminating account of the writers of newsletters, 
given by one of their number, William Cotton, who was 
under arrest (pp. 22, 51-54). 

A few other points of interest may also be briefly 
indicated. The winter of 1683-4 was one of the severest 
on record. Of its rigours, as well as of the festivities 
for which the freezing of the Thames was made the 
occasion, there is a well-known description in John 
Evelyn’s diary. ‘‘ Few people,” the Duke of York told 
his son-in-law, “‘ have escaped without feeling some way 
or other the effects which commonly attend such sharp 
winters as this has been. The Duchess was let blood 
this day for a sore throat and it has been very fatal to 
several of the men of quality here, for no less than four 
English peers are dead within this fortnight besides 
several considerable gentlemen and many young women ”’ 
(p. 216). The King was concerned to alleviate the 
sufferings wf his humbler subjects. He caused payments 
for relief to be made out of the Treasury and directed 
that alms should be collected from the charitable in 
the City and diocese of London, the deanery of West- 
minster and the dioceses of Canterbury, Winchester 
and Rochester (pp. 199, 257), and that what was left of 
the moneys collected for the poor of Colchester “in the 
great year of sickness’ should be distributed “ amongst 
indigent families there and such as cannot by reason of 
this extreme hard weather work at their usual employ- 
ments” (p. 258). Money was given for the relief of 
the prisoners in the common side of the King’s Bench 
prison, and the Marshal, Henry Glover, was subsequently 
accused of distributing it among persons who came out 
of the Rules on purpose to receive it (p. 391). Nor was 
this the only dereliction of duty of which Glover was 
found guilty (pp. 396, 397). 
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Other matters or institutions of charity in which the 
King interested himself at this time were: the case of 
the City orphans, who, their estates having by the 
custom of the City been seized into the Chamber, and 
the Chamber having nothing wherewith to pay them, 
were like to be left destitute (p. 110); the payment of 
one shilling in the pound for the use of the Royal Hospital 
to be made by commissioned officers and governors of 
ports or garrisons surrendering or purchasing commands 
(p. 326); the erection and constitution of a hospital for 
seamen in the Tower Hamlets (pp. 360, 361), and the 
incorporation and appointment of Governors of the 
hospital for soldiers of the Irish army which was building 
on lands given by the King at Kilmainham (pp. 98, 101). 

An interesting warrant relating to the office of Master 
of the Revels in Ireland appears on p. 121. In March, 
1684, the King made a new order to secure the due 
performance of the exercises for the degree of Master of 
Arts at Cambridge (p. 331). The survey of England and 
Wales “in a more particular manner than was ever 
hitherto attempted,” which John Adams of the Inner 
Temple had undertaken and partially completed—he had 
published a map of England in 1677—was recommended 
to the encouragement and assistance of all whom it might 
concern (pp. 276, 278). A proposition by Cornelius 
Vermuyden, perhaps the son of the celebrated engineer 
of that name, for bringing fresh water to Portsmouth was 
referred to the Committee of Trade (pp. 340, 353) ; while 
a grant of the springs falling into the double dock at 
Chatham was made to Richard Pope and Thomas Langley 
with power to convey the water to Chatham, Rochester 
and Strood, to the benefit of towns and dock alike 
(pp. 350, 361). 

Foreign affairs make a very small figure in this volume. 
There are only two newsletters (pp. 391, 396). A pro- 
clamation renewing the former orders (those of 1668) 
for the freedom and security of English ports during the 
time of hostility between foreign princes was published 
on March 12 (p. 323) and sent to Ireland, with certain 
modifications, a month later (p. 383). The evacuation 
of Tangier was concluded, and various letters and 
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warrants relate to the demolition of the works and to 
the return of the troops and other inhabitants to England 
and the disposal of them on their arrival (see index, 
p- 499). Lord Dartmouth’s commission as manager 
of this undertaking was determined on April 17 (p. 388). 
In April, 1684, the Crown lost a loyal and industrious 
servant by the resignation of Sir Leoline Jenkins from the 
office of Secretary of State. He had been in ill health 
for some time, and so far back as November had described 
himself as “a poor shrub going by age and diseases to 
be dug up by the roots” (p. 101). Indeed, he had little 
more than a year longer to live. He was succeeded by 
Sidney Godolphin and the change necessitated a new 
Commission of the Treasury, which was issued on April 14 
(p. 382). On the same day was issued a new Commission 
of the Admiralty, occasioned by the death of Lord 
Brouncker, whose place was taken by John, Lord 
Vaughan, afterwards third Earl of Carbery (p. 383).

The information on oath of Ralph Ewens of Donnyatt, 
physician. Referring to the conversation of George Speke 
with Anne Walrond to the same effect as her information 
calendared in previous volume, p. 431.—About 24 years ago 
at Horton Green, Ilminster, George Speke told the informant 
that the bishops were popishly affected and betrayers of their 
country and particularly abused the Bishop of Bath and 
Wells. The informant said the King will surely stand by his 
bishops and protect episcopacy. Speke answered, Nobody will 
stand by the King. The informant said the episcopal party 
would. Speke immediately replied, In four days I will raise 
men enough to drive them all to the devil and by God we'll

pull them down. The informant said, Is the devil in you 
to talk thus? Are you become a Presbyterian? Speke 
then said the Presbyterians are the honestest men and the 
preservers of the country’s right.

The information on oath of John Hunt of North Luffenham.

He thought it of dangerous consequence and 
abhorred it. As for the exclusion of the Duke, he knows 
nothing of that and does not remember any hands that were 
to the same combination. . 

The examination on oath of Samuel Hunt. About 3 years 
ago his son took a paper out of his hand, before he read it. 
He knows nothing of the contents, but supposes it to be the 
votes of the House of Commons and knows not who brought 
it to him or had it away, but since recollects he received it from 
Wilson, a Nonconformist minister. (He did not confess 
this till after two or three days further consideration.) 

The examination on oath of John Weaver of North Luffenham. 
He never saw any written paper importing an association 
and never heard any thing till very lately relating to the 
paper delivered by Wilson to Hunt. 

The examination on oath of Samuel Wilson. He believes he 
delivered to Samuel Hunt a paper importing an association 
of the people of England for the defence of the King and the 

Protestant religion and that to the best of his remembrance 
the Duke of York was not therein mentioned. He did not 
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receive it from Mr. Weaver and does not remember from whom 
he received tt. He had it within this fortnight and burnt it, 
having found it and apprehending it might be misinterpreted, 
of found in his custody. There was no hand to it nor any 
endeavours by himself or anybody else he knows to procure 
hands thereto. (This Wilson is a Nonconformist minister 
and lives with Mr. Weaver. Mr. Savage that first gave the 
information adheres to it.)

Secretary Jenkins to the Sheriffs of Bristol. I laid your letter 
of yesterday immediately on receipt of it before his Majesty, 
who expressed a sense of the loss he had of a dutiful subject and 
that that loyal city had of a very worthy magistrate. He has 
commanded me to recommend to you the care of the public peace 
and of the good order of the city, as also to have recourse to the 
Duke of Beaufort for his advice and directions that you may be 
as successful and unanimous in choosing another Mayor to his 
Majesty’s approbation as you were in choosing Mr. Oliffe. It is 
his Majesty’s advice that nothing be done in haste, much less 
in heat and animosity, but that you would leave him time enough 
to consider how far it will be necessary for him to interpose in 
the next election to the end that it may be orderly and that 
there may be no emulation or stirring in it, but that all may concur 
in the choice of such a person as shall promote the service of the 
King and the good of the city. [S.P. Dom., Entry Book 64,

Robert West to Secretary Jenkins. Goodenough named Gale, 
a brasier, to be one of the assassinates and said he was a near 
neighbour of Keeling’s.

Edmond Warcupp to Secretary Jenkins. The late prevaricating 
proceedings of the City of London in reference to their charter 
influence this city as I fear it will most other corporations, for 
yesterday they elected officers and great opposition was made 
to the election of loyal, well-affected men. Yet by the prudence 
of Alderman Walker, the new Mayor, and the new Bailiffs they 
chose Mr. Stacey and Mr. Carter for Chamberlains and Mr. 
Taylour, Mr. Davis and Mr. New for Common Councilmen, who 
all will be very acceptable to the Earl of Abingdon. Mr. Baker 
and Mr. Pratt were forced to employ their utmost endeavours 
to compass the election, Alderman Wright, Pawlyn and some 
others who must be reformed, stickling hard for others of 
different persuasions. Then the Mayor caused his Majesty’s 
letter to be read about constituting Mr. Baker Town Clerk in 
the vacancy, at which rose up the whole fry of opposers for 
continuance as it was and used indecent language against Baker 
and Pratt and would have put off the choice on pretence that 
Mr. Prince was therein named as exercising the office of Town 
Clerk, when it was Kibblewhite that executed it, but the Mace- 
bearer, the proper officer to collect the voices, reported that with 
his own voice Baker had the majority by two. The contrary 
party enraged fell on Pratt most violently for partiality in collect- 
ing the voices, though he was on oath and his report had been 
the constant rule, which the new Mayor declaring for truth, they 
were forced to acquiesce, and Mr. Baker drew up the Act estab- 
lishing him according to the King’s letter, their former Clerk,

The Earl of Sunderland to Lord Brooke. The King is very 
well satisfied with your care in promoting his interest in the 
country, which he doubts not you will continue. The gentlemen 
of Coventry have been here with their petition, which was pre- 
sented this afternoon and received very graciously, and, though 
the Attorney General be of opinion that they have not taken the 
right method of proceeding, yet he doubts not but he may be 
able to act very safely on that bottom. Mr. Prescot has also 
been with me about the charter of Warwick, whom I have 
recommended to Mr. Attorney for his directions, who promises 
that both the charters shall be despatched with all imaginable 
expedition. I have reminded the King of his promise to you 
at Windsor to make Mr. Fielding Steward of Coventry, who very 
well remembers it and accordingly intends him for that employ- 
ment. He also approves of Sir Thomas Price and Richard 
Verney to be added to the lieutenancy as you propose, and I 
shall send them commissions with the deputations to the rest of 
the Deputy Lieutenants before the King goes to Newmarket, 
where he intends to be next Saturday. I am very sorry to be 
disappointed in my intention of waiting on you before this in 
Warwickshire, which I shall promise to myself as soon as I have 
an opportunity. 

I cannot but add my most humble thanks for your favours of 
the 23rd and 27th. [S.P. Dom., Entry Book 56, p. 79.] 
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Secretary Jenkins to the Duke of Beaufort. The news of the 
Mayor of Bristol’s death was brought hither by the express last 
night. (Giving the substance of his letter of the previous day 
to the Sheriffs calendared ante, p. 3.) Sir Robert Yeamans 
advises that last year’s Mayor be chosen again; Mr. Rumsey 
writes as if his Majesty’s interest were in no danger by this 
interest, but I acquaint them this night that the King leaves all 
to your judgment and care. So he declared to-night in the 
presence of my lords, who all recommended that course as the 
best and safest. He commanded me to let you know he refers 
this business entirely to your prudence and conduct. If there 
be need of a letter hence, you shall have it most readily, as soon as 
you advise of the person and of the motives that render him 
recommendable. [S.P. Dom., Entry Book 64, p. 113.] 


Secretary Jenkins to Sir Robert Yeomans. I am sorry for 
your loss of a worthy magistrate and the more it is in some sort 
a loss to his Majesty, who, on hearing of your opinion for a 
successor, would not determine any thing for the present but 
would leave that affair to the judgment and care of the Duke of 
Beaufort. I doubt not you will use your credit and authority 
there to follow his advice and directions. ([Jbid. p. 114.] 


Secretary Jenkins to the Earl of Abingdon. I have known 
Nicholas Oram for several years and never heard or observed but 
what was well of him. I have from others a large testimony 
not only of his well doing but also of his suffering much for his 
adherence to the King’s cause. He desires my letter to you 
that you would help him to the Macebearer’s place of Oxford, 
the present holder having, they say, done much to affront the 
government when that humour was reigning. [Ibid.] 


Secretary Jenkins to Mr. Rumsey. His Majesty, on the first 
news of the Mayor of Bristol’s death, referred the care of having 
a good man to succeed him to the Duke of Beaufort. On my 
acquainting him with some letters and papers, yours among the 
rest, he altered nothing of his first resolution, so I can do nothing 
more agreeable to his mind than to desire you to dispose yourself 
and all your friends to follow the Duke’s advice and direction.

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Secretary Jenkins to the Duke of Newcastle. Your last letter 
gave me the opportunity to represent to his Majesty how your 
presence at Nottingham dispersed or rather prevented those 
cabals (it may be tumults) that would otherwise have endeavoured 
to disturb the election, but to let him know how like yourself you 
shined in your orb I was able to inform him from very good 
hands of the lords, baronets and knights that attended you besides 
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forty squires and gentlemen, whose names are not yet come to 
me.

Rachel, wife of Robert Baillie, to the King. Petition for the 
release of her husband on bail, he having been imprisoned 14 
weeks and his health so impaired that his life is in danger, so 
that he cannot rise, much less go, without fainting. [8.P. Dom., 
Car.

Sir John Churchill to Secretary Jenkins. On the much lamented 
death of our Mayor all powers excepting life and death are 
by the charter vested in me as Recorder. I therefore came hither 
and asserted my power capable with any six or three Aldermen 
to administer the government, and yesterday opened our quarter 
sessions and by the assent of the Aldermen have sent our letter 
to the Duke of Beaufort, signifying our full resignation to the 
King’s nominating whom he pleases to be our Mayor, wherein 
myself with the concurrence of the Duke’s opinion not to suffer 
any nomination here, which would have caused great heats and 
debates and besides would have been some derogation to that 
submission by their address, which, I conceive, concludes them 
ever therefrom, thought fit most industriously to pursue, which 
has taken its full effect. I have taken care to empower the 
Sheriffs to do their duties to support the public peace, which they 
have power to do with the approbation of the Aldermen who are 
Justices here, notwithstanding the Mayor’s decease, and our 
Sheriffs are such loyal and understanding men that I know not 
any further expedient necessary for preservance of the peace and 
government till the King nominate a Mayor. Albeit my affairs 
require me to be at London next week at the opening of the 
Chancery, if you think it necessary that I stay here I must not 
think of my own occasions. [Jbid. No. 51.] 


Nathaniel Driver and Edmund Arundell, Sheriffs, to Secretary 
Jenkins. Thanking him for his letter and giving the same account 
as in the last letter.

Sir William Portman to Secretary Jenkins. On receipt of 
your letter I hastened to Chard, where I found by Johnson, 
the new Mayor, that the words were spoken by Studdyer (not 
Studgeon) to his brother George Johnson, now lodging at the 
Bell in Friday Street, London. He is well known to Mr. Gwyn. 
I had the original of the enclosed heartily sworn to by Brasbridge. 

Knowing with what indefatigable industry the Fanatics ever 
secured an interest by getting people into public places, especially 
of profit, of which Friend’s endeavours for Studdyer seem an 
instance, I should let you know that William Baker of Taunton, 
lately deceased, was alnager for the town and these parts, 
which led him to a constant converse and correspondence with 
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all substantial traders in the West. He was probably as far 
engaged in the plot as any of Taunton could be and I am told 
another is likely to succeed him little worse than himself. I 
hear that under the Duchess of Richmond’s grant John Ellis, 
Francis Soan and John Hayes, all of London, have the disposal 
of those places. If they be persuaded to put in men of sound 
principles everywhere, it will much conduce to the peace and 
quiet of the kingdom. As for Taunton, if they will give me leave, 
I will recommend a diligent and honest man, for whor1 I will be 
responsible. 

I have been again to Friend’s house, where I found in his own 
lodging chamber, where he usually entertained his friends, a 
press capable of holding more arms than mentioned in the paper, 
but his house and shop have been in another’s possession ever 
since 25 Oct., 1680. [2 pages. Ibid. No. 53.] 


Archibald Menzies to Lady Kildares, at the Golden Ball in 
Bloomsbury Market. I have been fortunate by being amongst 
such civil company. We have one common stock, of which I am 
the keeper, the English gentleman is caterer and the Dutch 
provides good lodgings. It is a cruel dear road and will stand us 
15s. a piece by the coach. Thomas Menzies is not come here so 
you must write to him from Harwich. I will write to J. Menzies. 
I am afraid to be stopped to-night at Harwich, for he is a strict 
fellow, but I shall see if I can sham him. We all stick together 
till we come for Rotterdam. ([Jbid. No. 54.] 


The same to the same. Madam, I am heartily sorry I was forced 
to leave this country and much more that I was obliged to leave 
my wife in such a poor condition. Her life has been very 
miserable since I knew her, but I could make it no better. I 
have advised her to petition the Scotch Privy Council for an 
aliment, which I think for all their hard measures to me they may 
grant, and I believe she must seek after it before my father grant 
it. I am sorry he should have dealt so unfatherly with me. 
My wife knows what danger I was in at London when she came 
there and how poor I went to seek my fortune in the world. 
Some may imagine I might have spent less, but, if any consider 
my circumstances and my disappointments as to the business of 
East Jersey and the sham put on me by the Quakers and my 
father as to West Jersey, how I was disappointed both as to my 
German voyage and lately by my American, I have not been so 
bad a manager. I have abundantly satisfied any concerned in 
me that the wars should have been my last resolution and, 
seeing I must not starve, I must follow the wars and gain my 6d. 
a day. Your daughter can further inform you and I am mighty 
glad to have seen her before I went, for I fear we shall not meet 
in haste. Pray, if possible, let me know what method my father 
resolves to take to convey his estate. I believe he will pretend he 
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dare not leave it to me, but let him not pretend that fancy, for 
I am not out of hopes yet to make my peace with the public 
and, had it not been for fear of a prison for a civil debt, I had given 
it a trial. I never did any thing that merited such a severe 
punishment and shall endeavour wherever I go to be a good 
Christian and a good subject. (Both letters are written on the 
same paper but the Harwich one before the Colchester one.)

Interrogatories to and answers of Robert Millar on a letter of 
the Earl of Moray dated the 6th, Whitehall. 

1. The letter is written by William Spence, his oe some 
time servant to the late Earl Marischal. 

2. By Sir Da. Car. he thinks Sir Daniell Carmichael is meant, 
because Spence was once his servant. Does not know who is 
meant by D. H. 

3. Knows not the person to whom the letter was to be addressed 
to him from London. 

4. He received the letter of 10 Aug. from the post office and 
knows not who got it from Spence and gave it in to the post 
office in London. 

5. The last letter he received from him was that of 10 Aug. and 
he received no other from Spence since his imprisonment. 

6. By the person the writer calls his friend, he judges Lady 
Argyle is meant. 

7. He knows no other means or attempt used by Lady Argyle, 
Spence’s friend, than what is mentioned in her two holograph 
letters produced. 

8. Spence’s mother’s name is Margaret Millar, living at St. 
Andrew’s, the deponent’s aunt. Spence’s brother's name 
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ts Thomas, who was servitor to James Spence, deceased, 
writer, who last June or July went to Orkney about some 
business of his father’s, but where he is now he knows not. 
(Names of Spence’s four sisters.) 

9. By the friend without whose direction he is to speak to none 
on account of the writer 1s meant Lady Argyle. 

10. The paper sent to him was that enclosed from Spence of 
10 Aug., being an information of his case and imprisonment. 
He knows no consultation upon it and Lady Argyle never 
told him of any further advice on it than what is contained 
in her two letters. 

11. He knows not who is meant by that cousin spoke of except 
it be David Spence, merchant in Edinburgh, who several 
times asked the deponent for him. 

12. He knows nothing of that other part mentioned in the letter, 
as he never received any other paper from Spence than that 
of 10 Aug., in which was enclosed a letter, which he sent to 
Lady Argyle, and the said state of his case. 

13. By the person the author was with, when he and the de- 
ponent made the last journey, is meant Lady Argyle. 

14. He never since Spence’s imprisonment wrote to him, nor 
knows any body in London to whom his friends in Scotland 
direct any letters for him, only he directed a letter since his 
imprisonment from his sister Mary to Jean Forrett, late 
servatrix to Lady Argyle, under the name of Jean Hamilton, 
which contained nothing but thanks to her for her care of Mr. 
Spence. 

15. He knows no means used for Spence’s release but what is 
above mentioned except a letter written by the deponent to 
Mistress Kellingtoune, servatrix to the Lord Advocate’s 
lady, to mind the Lord Advocate and his lady of what they 
had promised Lady Argyle to do in favour of Spence. 

Sir Daniell Carmichael being called before the Council and the 
said letter shown him declared that William Spence was his 
servant for a year about seven or eight years ago, but that he had 
since had no correspondence with him and knows not who is 
meant by D. H. in the letter, to whom it is desired a character 
should be given to the said Spence. [3} pages. Ibid. No. 861.] 


[ William Spence] to Robert Millar and in his absence to his wife 
at Edinburgh. William Spence being so close kept in prison 
that none is admitted to him, cannot get the necessary account 
sent to his friends, only he says his circumstances are hard 
enough, though it’s like many dear to Jesus Christ and far 
worthier may be is harder. Albeit his affliction be grievous, 
he hopes it means his eternal good, so it is his duty to submit 
and in the mean time prays earnestly and desires the assistance 
of the prayers of his friends and that God would teach the duty 
of the present lot that he may be kept from sinful repinings or 
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immoderate anxiety after liberty or leaning too much to the 
help of man or his friends. He is much troubled to overcome 
such temptations. He blesses God he is not so much dis- 
couraged as at first he feared he might be. He entreats his 
friends, especially his mother, not to beanxious. Heis conscious 
of no fault against the King or any else, albeit for the present it 
be on suspicion he be in the knowledge of designs against his 
Majesty, he is altogether ignorant of any such thing and 
directly or indirectly did he ever any thing against his Majesty, 
yet he acknowledges G'od’s justice in afflicting him for the 
sins of his past life wherein he has in many ways dis- 
honoured God. He prays that you may be earnest with 
God in his behalf that he may be strengthened of God and 
comforted. 


You will, I know, be desirous to know how I am since I came 


here. I have had my health and what is necessary, only 
denied any to come see me. The truth is I know none in 
or about this place I could expect, except by what people 
would do out of kindness to strangers and that is not admitted. 
Mrs. Jean Forrett was once with me, before strict orders were 
given, but was not afterwards admitted, but has been at the 
trouble to do for me what she could and presented a petition 
to his Majesty’s own hand to free me of irons and I know 
not what else, which was denied, and I hear she is now out of 
town and I know none that I would have to come to me of my 
friends or relations except by the direction of the person for 
whom the enclosed is. My cousin will tell where it shall be 
sent and you may peruse it and close it, and I would have 
the long papers copied with another hand and it destroyed for 
the person with whom I was when you and I last met, before 
we took journey together, and, since it 1s duty to use the lawful 
means, I have been reflecting on the help I could expect from 
my good and best friends, which I know will be what they can. 
The Countess of Erroll was kind to my dear father now in 
heaven and so was Lady Largo and several times expressed 
it both by word and letters. It’s like they would do what 
favour they could, but I have been doubting whether I should 
trouble them. However if my best friends, I mean the person 
to whom the enclosed is, think fit, I shall be content my sister or 
any other fit person they shall appoint speak of it. I would not 
have the confidence to think there are any persons of honour to 
solicit for me, if I were in the least guilty of any crime, but let 
nothing be done without that person’s direction of whom only 
I expect what will be comfortable. They are wise and my real 
wellwishers. I cannot tell you how to let me know if you 
get this, for none will come to me except it be procured by a 
petition and I am admitted to employ none. Ask the person for 
whom the enclosed is, if it be fit to advise the case with lawyers, 
which I could wish were done, if they allow. Let not the 
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paper be made known to any, but to whom that person sees 


meet go with it yourself. 

Postscript. Haxpect not to hear again from me unless liberty 
be given to friends to come to me. Let my best friend see or 
know what I write. Some say I am to be sent with the others 
of our countrymen to Scotland ; so said the King. 

On the back. I am denied pen, paper and ink and it’s by 
great accident and a great favour I have them. Mrs. Jean 
Forrett has been very kind. I ought to be thankful. When 
I am at liberty, I'll mind it and what any are pleased to do 
for me. The long paper was written a day or two after my 
commitment, but I could not get it conveyed out. [2 pages. 
Ibid. No. 86 11.] Enclosed, 

Mr. Spence’s case. Tuesday, 26 June, Major Holmes was 
apprehended with a great many letters from Holland and 
all the keys and ciphers of them found in his house and on 
him. He was committed the 29th to the Gatehouse. This 
Holmes is reported to have mentioned Mr. Butler at the 
Pewterpot in Leadenhall Street, where the 27th Spence was 
apprehended. They say he had no papers by him save a 
little note book and a memorandum book and a note of books 
he was thinking to buy and a memorandum of little things 
he was to inquire after with a letter to one Gray, which, they 
say, can infer nothing against him.

My heart felt what he was suffering 
as much as any alive, for I both love and respect that person 
and, were it fit for me, would go far to do him any good, but 
I hope God will not only preserve him but bring him through 
this trouble. I spoke to Lady Erroll for him, but I think it 
not amiss his sister Mary spoke to her and Lady Largo 
and tell her all that belongs to him remembers their kindness 
to their father and that even he expects they will do him what 
good is in their power. I was very much for Mary’s going 
to England. I wish she could go yet and that your affairs 
would allow you. I shall not desire it absolutely but, since 
you go once a year, I should be in your debt for 5001. so you 
would go and assist him and take Mary with you, and she, 
being a woman and a sister, might venture where it were not 
fit for you to go. I would write with her to some and you 
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would be able to advise her and do things she could not. I 
spoke to the Advocate ere he went and he and his lady pro- 
mised to do me all the service they could and her woman 
Carrington promised to mind them, so the sooner any go, 
the better. Let your cousin Mary know of all you have sent 
to me and advise with her lady, who, I am sure, will not hinder 
her going and, I doubt not, will assist her, and I think so 
should all that concern him for whom he is innocently suffering. 
Only because he served him, he is suspected. I would have 
you send the enclosed by some sure hand to Fife to my Sophia. 
If you will speak to George Mackenzie to his man to send any 
of my son’s servants to you that’s going to Fife, he will do it.

I have now weekly the Tuesday Haarlem and the Thursdays and 
Saturdays together by Friday’s post, the two Amsterdams, two 
Brussells and one Paris and from Amsterdam two small papers of 
printed private news and all this of one at the post house post 
free for 101. a year, most of which I will leave if Casteleyn be 
punctual with me. May may have my letters with our Gazette 
and what other pamphlets come out worth sending for 101. a 
year.

George Wild to Secretary Jenkins. Transmitting the enclosed 
account of the arms taken, and also enclosing an examination 
concerning the arms in Shrewsbury Castle-—Whether any have 
been embezzled I know not, but the Bridgenorth gunsmiths 
said it was reported musket barrels were to be had there for 2s. a 
barrel. (Giving an account of the arms and ammunition belong- 
ing to the militia kept in the Castle.) The 6th between 11 and 12 
at night we had a very great earthquake, which frighted us all 
so much that we took the children out of their beds, but it lasted 
not long and did no hurt.

Presentment of the Middlesex Grand Jury. We present our 
hearty thanks to your chairman Sir W. Smith for his most 
prudent advice in his charge, which we shall observe and are of 
opinion that if followed throughout the kingdom it would in time 
effect a lasting peace both in Church and State. We present as 
our opinion that his Majesty be desired to direct the Bishop of 
this diocese to take an account of all the schoolmasters and school- 
mistresses in this county and that none be suffered to teach but 
those licensed and that none be licensed but such as receive the 
Sacrament according to the Church of England and that they be 
enjoined to teach the Catechism of the said Church and no other 
and that the schools be frequently visited. Without this be done, 
we cannot hope for a thorough reformation. We desire the 
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concurrence of the bench and that his Majesty may be acquainted 
with this our presentment. 

We are further of opinion that suffering vagrants and idle 
persons to beg about the streets and doors, by which they observe 
what people are in houses and so may give notice to thieves, is 
the great occasion of burglaries, which are of late so frequent. 
We desire that this court would take some effectual course to 
prevent such begging and that watches may be duly kept. 

We likewise present according to the advice given us in charge 
that the oath of allegiance ought to be taken and stewards of the 
leet be enjoined to give it to all above eighteen years of age, and 
that, in case they fail, they may be presented for it and that the 
oath may be explained as it was in the charge, viz., that dis- 
obedience to the King and the laws or to plot against the King 
and the government or know of any such plot and not discover 
it is a breach of that oath.

A few days afterwards, the proclamation coming to Rotter- 
dam, Wade departed, as the informant heard for Amsterdam. 
John Rowe, another of the conspirators, was at Rotterdam 
last August. The substance of the discourse the informant 
had with him was that Rowe denied he was engaged in the 
conspiracy, but said he was sent away for fear he might be 
made a witness by Col. Romsey, who, he believed, had such 
a design, for he had supplied him with money and necessaries 
in London and at his coming off he had 50 guineas given 
him by an unknown hand and a promise of a further supply 
when he arrived at Amsterdam. For his greater security 
he had changed his name to Jones. The informant believes 
Rowe is still in or about Amsterdam.

This way of pro- 
ceeding scares all the officers, who are only comforted that they 
are in the hands of a gracious prince, and may perhaps raise 
somewhat that may disturb the quiet and orderly proceeding 
of affairs.

Whoever gave the information may be justly suspected to have 
done it out of no kindness to the Marquess or Mr. Murray, who, 
it is notoriously known, waited on the Marquess all the time he 
was at Scarborough spa and was known to and conversed 
publicly with several there, and, since the Marquess came to 
Bolton, Murray accompanies persons of quality that come to 
wait on the Marquess, till the Marquess be ready, and he seemed 
so little to lurk that he was at our great horse fair and horse 
races here about a month since, where he conversed with divers 
persons of quality from Durham, Northumberland, Westmor- 
land, Cumberland, Lancashire and most parts of Yorkshire and 
some Scotchmen, amongst whom was Major Murray of the 
King’s Guards there. It’s here conceived he is not privy, 
much less consenting, to the late plot, which, I hope, will not be 
made out against him, being a nephew of Mungo Murray known 
as a faithful servant to the late King, till whose blood-shedding 
be duly revenged it may be too justly feared that the remainder 
of the old leaven will sour if not corrupt a party to continue a 
disturbance of our peace, if not destruction of our King. I 
wish, if Mr. Murray be any way guilty, he may suffer full punish- 
ment, but in these parts we conceive Humphrey Wharton and 
Robert, his son, should ere this have been sent for. They live 
at Gillingwood. They have been sticklers in promoting petitions 
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for a parliament and for hindering all they could from signing 
the abhorrence, Humphrey being a parliament man when that 
was contrived and Robert, before last Michaelmas twelvemonth, 
a little before the rising was to be, went to buy horses at our 
fairs and bought six and said they were for the Duke of Mon- 
mouth. This Robert stayed at London, I am informed, from 
that time till the plot was discovered and wrote to his friends 
here of his frequent supping with the Duke of Monmouth 
and his friend, Sir Thomas Armstrong, so we here are confident 
that, if any in these parts were privy to that plot, these Whartons 
were, because of their subtle and secret contrivances to prevent 
forfeiting their estates if convicted, for which purpose they 
entered statutes to some in great sums and say the lands they 
live on are theirs, and they take acquittances from the collectors 
of the hearth money in others’ names, though only these 
Whartons live in the house and let the grounds and receive the 
rents and keep courts in theirown name. It was observed that, 
when Robert came down, after the plot was discovered, he came 
so privately that his coming home was not known for a good 
time after and his stay was so uncertain that all conceived he 
feared to be sent for. They were well out of these parts. They 
say themselves they have about 1,0001. per annum. It might 
be better employed. If there be any considerable information 
against Murray, I wish I had the substance of it, for perhaps 
parts of it may reach these Whartons.

was pistolled for it at Ludgate, etc., and the many horrid practices 
whereto I am through Lord Paget’s and Sir Roger Hill’s igno- 
minious imprisonment rendered obnoxious, and that these un- 
paralleled practices may now be manifested by undeniable 
proof. If you, as I hope, have found those parcels of papers his 
Majesty commanded me to discover where they lay concealed 
and can decipher them and several letters and instruments in 
certain conspirators’ own handwritings, the premisses, I doubt not, 
are sufficiently strengthened. I beg to be called before you or 
the King and Council and doubt not to give that satisfaction as 
may sufficiently demonstrate and discover such matters as will 
conduce to his Majesty’s security and service.

This alarm has struck such 
a consternation amongst the farmers that yesterday, though the 
Lord’s Day, I hear many have marked their cattle. I have 
endeavoured to undeceive my neighbours, telling them ’twas a 
Fanatic alarm to alienate the hearts of the subjects, that ’twas 
dangerous to report it and idle to credit it. [lbid. No. 136.] 


Tyr (?) Stephens to Edward Jevon, at Mr. Turbill’s chamber in 
the Temple. I desire you to take care that what I here com- 
municate may come to the knowledge of Sir L. Jenkins. Last 
week there was a more than ordinary flocking together of the 
schismatic and disaffected party in these parts and more especially 
at Mr. Palmer’s of Oneleap, whose principles you are not ignorant 
of. There was Mr. Moorewood of Derbyshire, who married his 
sister and who brought with him Clarke, formerly of Little 
Bowdon, who has now changed his black clothes for grey, which 
renders him much the more suspicious. He was a chaplain in 
the army and is one of the most dangerous persons I know of. 
With him was Jennings, Mr. Pheasant’s chaplain and at Hub- 
bard’s of Rearsby. At the same time Woodhouse out of Shrop- 
shire and Clement Needham, both of whom are now come up 
to town, met with several others, and they are persons very fit 
to be inquired after. Woodhouse was a creature of Lord Shaftes- 
bury’s and the man that brought, as is supposed, Mr. Charlton 
into his present circumstances, and Needham was a captain in 
the army and is reported to have written a book (never published) 
in justification of the King’s murder and is in all probability one 
of those old officers who were to have headed the party in London. 
I know not where they lodge, but probably they may be easily 
found out. Palmer’s house is now the receptacle for all the 
disaffected in these parts, and its situation and privacy make it 
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more convenient for the ill purposes they meet about, and with- 
out some special directions to the Lord Lieutenant or Lord 
Beaumont, who is nearer, will never be seized. Last Saturday 
Lord Stamford with several others of the said gang had a great 
meeting at Leicester and, I hear, is using endeavours to promote 
one for burgess there that may be serviceable to that interest. 
At the last search of his house for arms they found but few, but in 
my return from London I met one related to him well acquainted 
with the house, who assured me he had a great many arms of 
all sorts laid in a passage betwixt two great ovens, a place very 
fit to keep them in, which might be easily found out if another 
search be made. These frequent meetings at Palmer’s and else- 
where hereabouts give more than ordinary suspicion of some 
new design. Pray let this be known and, if the letter be required, 
keep a copy, which I have not now leisure to do. If you have 
not means by any acquaintance of yours to offer this, pray go to 
Sir Thomas Duppa’s lodgings or Col. Philipps’ and with my 
service desire, if they think fit, it may be communicated to Sir 
L. Jenkins. [Nearly 2 pages. Ibid. No. 137.] 


Thomas Atterbury to Secretary Jenkins. I have brought 
down Cotton that I took twelve days ago, he desiring not to be 
examined till his Majesty came to town. He has promised me 
to be ingenuous. I gave him pen, ink and paper to set down 
things as they came into his mind. [Jbid. No. 138.] 


William Cotton to the King. Petition, acknowledging he has 
often offended and asking pardon, because he did not do it 
designedly but for want of understanding and for bread for his 
wife and children, till he could get other employment.—The men 
I had my intelligence from were as follows. If we had not 
foreign news to begin with (about the time Mr. Atterbury had 
the first warrant against me) I came in the morning to Mr. 
Ancy (?) or Mr. Nettervill and, if I had any of them, we began 
with that and what I had at Change made an addition. Then 
about 3 we had a letter from two men in St. Paul’s Churchyard, 
Pike and Bill, and about 8 or 9 often Mr. Hancock’s and con- 
stantly for a considerable time Gouge’s a bookseller’s in Fleet 
Street. 

But last spring, when I was in the City, those that wrote the 
letters got most of it, unless at a chance I had a little from 
Nettervill. I understood they had it partly out of Pike’s and 
Robertson’s letters and sometimes from Mr. Combes. But now 
I cannot possibly fix a whole paper ever written by me or 
those that wrote for me or even a particular paragraph, so that 
I can make oath I had it of such a person. If the Secretary have 
any of my letters that can help me to remember where I had it, 
I shall give a faithful account to the best of my knowledge. 
Understanding that your Majesty expected great things of me 
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and knowing myself so incapable to serve you, I thought it my 
only way to stay till you came home and beg for your compassion 
on me and my helpless family. One thing indeed I have to tell 
you for which I crave your pardon. [Jbid. No. 139.] 


William Cotton to the King. Since I wrote the other paper, I 
thought it best to write this also, though what I have to tell is 
only that about 2} years ago a parcel of papers was left at my 
house one evening by the penny post, which, I think, were a 
dozen of those called Fitzharris’ Libel and another dozen of an 
answer to your Majesty’s declaration, but what was in them I 
cannot tell, for I just looked into them and next morning went 
to the Amsterdam coffee-house and elsewhere and they were 
gone presently. I did not understand till afterwards they were 
of dangerous consequence. Nobody ever came to ask me for a 
penny for them, for I suppose the noise, that any found with 
any of them was like to suffer, hindered them. This was one 
thing that made me keep out of the way, and the main thing 
that made me desirous to stay till you came home, that I might 
speak of it first to you. One did ask me what I could say to 
Fitzharris’ libel but unadvisedly I answered nothing. I have 
been told that some came in against me in reference to the last 
plot, but as to that I challenge all the world, and declare that I 
never heard any say anything or saw any thing written that 
amounted to any design against your Majesty. [Ibid. No. 140.] 


William Cotton to the King and the Privy Council. Through 
my own folly in not wording my last paper as I should, I was 
misunderstood, for I did not hold correspondence with those 
men myself for the news, but procured it by other hands from 
them and gave so much for it as it cost them, and one coffee-man 
had Mr. Hancock’s letter again in an hour, after I had taken out 
what I wanted, so I am not obliged in the least to excuse, for I 
am not beholden one penny to any of them. If I had every copy 
by me that ever I had of them, I would freely deliver them up, 
but I think I may do more service than if I had them. I believe 
I can lay open as much or more of this intrigue as any man in 
London. 

I will propound several ways to Mr. Atterbury to have copies 
procured of these men; to have their authors discovered and 
their practices wholly suppressed. I have discovered more of 
the intrigues of it to him already than I dare say he could have 
found out in a year. In another paper I have spoken to every 
one of these writers. 

As to the papers for which warrants have been against me, I 
know but of three. The first being so long ago, I can give no 
account where I had it. The next was that concerning Mackgraffe. 
Part of it I had from Nettervill and part from a person I cannot 
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remember. The third was something concerning Justice War- 
cupp, but I was not at home when it was done, nor did I see the 
copy of it till four or five days after it was writ. If commanded 
I will give Mr. Atterbury an account of what I shall be ordered 
to take notice of. 

As to the printed papers I mentioned Mr. Smith, whom Mr. 
Atterbury knows, may give some light in the matter. I do not 
believe he sent them, but he might know who did. [2 pages.

Account by William Cotton of news writers. Hancock has 
great intelligence both from Court and Council and therefore I 
believe some considerable person furnishes him. He often has 
very private things and whatever is considerable, whether public 
or private, he has it with the first. I believe he has a great many 
customers, for when I wrote he often brought above thirty letters 
to the post, and I believe he has many of the chief that I wrote 
to. He has considerable prices for his letters, some 41., some 51., 
some 6/. a year, and I have often heard he has boasted it was 
worth (I am sure 1001. a year) I think 1501. 

Combes has great intelligence and often what is private and 
his letters are in great request in the country. He writes in a 
good style and I believe it is his chief livelihood, for his coffee 
trade is almost lost. He must have some considerable informa- 
tion from Court, for he has not gone much abroad himself for 
some time. He has as good prices as Hancock and, I believe, a 
considerable number of customers. 

Gay writes only into the country, but, I suppose, has a con- 
siderable quantity. He has great intelligence and often what is 
private and has great prices. He once said in my hearing he 
had 161. or 20]. a year out of one county. 

Blackhall sends some few into the country but serves coffee- 
houses in town and now serves them with the Haarlem Courant 
translated. He had formerly news from Scotland. 

Robinson uses to write to several coffee-houses and a considerable 
quantity into the country, above twenty a post. He generally 
gives as good an account, especially in term time, as any, but not 
so much private news. He has good prices. He was, if I 
mistake not, bred to the law. 

Pike and Bill used to go partners in parliament time and serve 
abundance of coffee-houses. I believe they do at this time for I 
lately heard that, notwithstanding the coffee men were com- 
manded last summer to take in no more written news, yet it is 
at several places to be seen again, as Tome’s coffee-house in 
Birchin Lane and several others, and this Pike used to serve 
him. 

Pawlstead old and young send some also into both town and 
country. 

Cleypole sends a few into the country but generally depends 
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on others for his news, for he will not take any pains, but will 
word things well if not in drink. 

Monckreive, a coffee man in Newgate Street, sends pretty 
many into the country. He usually takes in Hancock’s and 
Robinson’s letters and makes his out of them. He told some of 
my acquaintance he gave Hancock 3s. 6d. for his letter. 

Some others belonging to the Post Office strike greater strokes 
in this business than any of these. Sautell is one of them and 
Leeson another. These two send greater quantities than any of 
the forementioned, but I have given Mr. Atterbury a large 
account of them in another paper. Several others in that office, 
whose names I have not, drive, I am informed, the same trade. 

There are a few others who are inconsiderable, but, for aught 
I know, many scores of clerks are employed by the said persons.

We send 
the following representation of the state of Southwark, with 
relation particularly to the change that a late vigorous execution 
of the laws against Dissenters has wrought. Whereas formerly 
the faction was numerous, bold and insolent in giving disturbance 
to his Majesty’s affairs, now these good effects have already been 
wrought. First, several of the more honest and well-meaning 
Dissenters from a dread of the penal laws seem to have been 
brought to a serious consideration of the constitution of our 
Church and are reduced to a thorough and, we believe, sincere 
conformity and we cannot doubt they will in future be firm to 
the King and government. Many, who heretofore adhered to 
the faction under the pretext of religion but really on design of 
promoting a trade with them, having now yielded an outward 
conformity are brought into disgrace with the bigoted Dissenters, 
and so probably will be induced to join in public matters with 
the loyal interest, though but to avoid being deemed men of no 
principles at all. 

On those not yet brought to any conformity it has had a two- 
fold operation. The more virulent and pernicious have been 
forced to leave their trades and habitations and loyal men are 
come in their room ; the more tractable and modest have been 
awed into a more dutiful behaviour in all other things and seem 
forward to give all assurances that they will not mix with the 
factions in public affairs. Of this latter sort are Francis Prescott, 
Jacob Spooner and Thomas Lampett, for whom we entreat a 
Cessat processus, not to be absolute but till further order, to try 
their sincerity.

We beg they may be relieved by a Supersedeas, whereby 
we believe that the whole party of Quakers here may be brought, 
if not to promote his Majesty’s interest in all public affairs, at 
least: to a sullen neutrality.

But last 
Saturday I received a letter of 30 Oct. from Sir John Egerton 
at Chipping Norton relating that there is a great noise about 
that place that persons are sent down to seize all cattle that are 


_ not earmarked, which makes a great disturbance and, he fears, 


may be of ill consequences, and believes it designedly and that 
they take it from town to town and it’s not known who brings 
it and the people fall immediately to cut off their cattle’s ears, 
so readily are they deluded and possessed with fears of arbitrary 
power and of their liberties and properties being invaded. At 
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first it appeared a pleasant, ridiculous story but on further 
thoughts it seems reasonable to believe this brat is produced 
of a factious race, and may be improved to their particular service, 
for no man can be possessed with the truth of this report but 
will believe it’s intended arbitrarily and wrongfully to seize 
them or at least it’s very severe to put the owner on proof of their 
property by particular marks. I offer for your consideration 
that, if his Majesty call a parliament, which is now expected 
and hoped for by that factious party who are privately making 
an interest, before the people are fully satisfied of the untruth 
of this report, that faction would not take advantage of this 
report and be active to possess people prepared by this false 
news with jealousies and fears of arbitrary power and that their 
rights liberties and properties will be invaded and therefore it 
will not be safe for them to choose the King’s friends but those 
that in the late parliament stood up for them and defended their 
rights. This use, I am afraid, will be made of it, and I beg 
you further to consider whether it may not have the same ill 
consequences as the report in Queen Elizabeth’s days of her 
raising the value of the coin that was the hindering of all markets, 
fairs and trade in cattle, which, if I mistake not, obliged her to 
issue her proclamation to satisfy her subjects that she intended 
no such thing. I am afraid this report will have such an effect, 
for who will bring their cattle to the markets or will buy them, 
if they are afraid they will be seized, unless at a great under value, 
which some, that are buyers, will take advantage of. I submit 
whether it would not be of service to have some encouragement 
given to those that shall detect the enemies that sow these tares 
and some course taken to undeceive the subjects and, if it could 
be made out it came from the factious party, it will enrage the 
abused people against them and make them cautious how far 
in future they give credit to them. I beseech you to acquaint 
his Majesty with what I heard from Sir John Egerton and what 
further you think fit. Here in Northamptonshire the same report 
begins to spread, and, if my going down is serviceable, though 
my indisposition makes me unfit for a journey, I will gladly 
do it and I doubt not but in a few days to satisfy the whole 
county.

I told them some time afterwards they could do nothing without 
the Duke of Monmouth, and they answered they would have a 
government as they pleased when the sword was in their hand. 
Eades said they need not want men, if they could once make a 
beginning. Several times afterwards I met Eades and Pacthell, 
who told me Eades was very honest and willing. Some time 
after I was sworn against, I met them both and Eades called 
me by the name [of] Williamson and hoped I was honest. Pack- 
thell and he spoke privately together and when they returned 
they asked me if I had not been with Secretary Jenkins. I 
told them, no. They answered they were informed I had and, 
if they were assured, I should not go out alive. Pacthell drew 
out a Dutch knife and threatened me, and Eades said, if it were 
so, I deserved not to live. I protested I knew nothing of it 
and called for Mr. Rouse to justify that I had not been out of 
his company, and the man that Eades fetched from the coffee- 
house, as I suppose, said he had found Keeling in several lies 
about the business, and so it went off with my promise that I 
would never discover any man. In discourse with Pacthell 
and Eades touching the King and the Duke of York, Pacthell 
said they would have no more of the blood, they had too much 
of them already.

Edward Nosworthy, junior, that served for this borough in the 
late parliament, has for several years been forming a party here 
to secure both burgess-ships and has been so successful that he has 
got eight of the capital burgesses, being twelve besides the Mayor, 
to hisown party. By these this place is wholly swayed. Amongst 
them they keep the mayoralty and from year to year debar the 
loyal magistrates whose turn it is and give this reason for it, viz., 
lest, if a parliament should be called, we should put Nosworthy by 
and elect one of a more loyal family, or as they term it a courtier. 
Four of them have been in actual rebellion and one a sequestrator. 
To endear himself the more, Nosworthy desired to be admitted 
and they have sworn him a capital burgess, though living sixty 
miles distant and without electing and swearing him first into 
the 24 inferior burgesses, as the charter positively directs. 

One would have thought eight out of thirteen pretty fair, yet 
our gentlemen would not rest there. About three weeks before 
Allhollanday, the time we elect our Mayor, they were very active 
to bring in more confiding men into the places of such of their 
party as they feared to be mercenary and thought themselves not 
sufficiently assured. Money was offered to one of them to resign, 
which he accepted and a new magistrate was elected in his room. 
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To another they offered besides money to deliver him up an 
obligation he is under to the corporation, which he refusing they 
voted him out and elected another. To another loyal magistrate, 
who lay on his death bed, they offered a parcel of guineas to 
resign, which he honestly refused. and, he being since dead, they 
have their desire and saved their guineas. In bringing in these 
new magistrates and fillmg up some vacancies amongst the 24 
inferior burgesses they overshot themselves so far as to elect 
fourteen capital burgesses and 25 inferior burgesses, but being 
made sensible of their error they forebore to swear these 
supernumeraries. 

All things being now ready our good patriot comes to town 
on 31 Oct., the eve of our election, and was welcomed with an 
extraordinary ringing of bells, where having seen the election 
carried to his mind, feasted the chief of his party and, as is said, 
appointed who shall succeed in the mayoralty the next two years 
(he is, it seems, for succession here though against it in Parlia- 
ment) he returned home on the 3rd. His party sing his praises 
and affirm that no Protestant or good Christian will ever be 
against him. Our Deputy Lieutenants are of a contrary judgment, 
who have not thought him fit to be entrusted with arms, nor has 
he been thought fit to be continued in the commission of the 
peace. 

The humour of late was not more hot and fierce in the City 
than in this little town; never was poor thing more pitifully 
distorted and abused than our charter has been. Some julep 
is wanting to allay their heat. No dose like that which wrought 
so successfully on your citizens. The Attorney General would 
prove our best physician and a writ of Q[wo] W[arranto] our most 
sovereign medicine. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 434, No. 46.] 


Robert Cambell to Secretary Jenkins. I was taken prisoner 
at Rye and my vessel seized and plundered of all I had, and myself 
carried to Dover Castle where I remain prisoner in great want 
of food and clothing. I crave a speedy trial and not to lie in a 
starving and languishing condition.

James Harris to Mr. Glover. It is hardly worthy my inquiry, 
whether you have sent me here underground as your voluntary 
act or at the instigation of my grandest adversary, John 
Atherton, a very near relation to John Atherton, deservedly 
named in the proclamation. I have an examined copy of each 
of my letters to you from 14 June, which with your own trans-

Two or three of the first lines I look on as canting to make it seem 
as if it concerned some merchants’ accounts and so is that at the 
bottom, which, if it signify anything, seems but to direct him to 
whom it is written to repair to B for further information, and 
that on the back concerning two books and a third seems but to 
signify he had now received the two letters he thought had been 
intercepted and that a third letter, which he calls the blue book, 
is come safe. What he adds of B’s knowing how to write to him 
seems either to intimate that B has a cipher to correspond with 
him or else a direction to this person to furnish him with one. 
As to the body of the letter I am yet at a loss what to make of it.

A narrative of the sufferings of the late Viscount Fanshawe, 
Mr. Fanshawe’s father. From the beginning of the Long 
Parliament he opposed their actings, which were injurious 
to the Crown, and after a year and a half resorted to the 
King to York and took up arms for him at Nottingham and 
continued with him till the present King went into the West, 
where he remained with him till he commanded him to go to 
Jersey and thence to Sir Peter Osborne at Castle Cornet in 
Guernsey then besieged. After giving his now Majesty an 
account thereof he went to France and thence to England a 
little time before the late King’s death, after which he com- 
pounded for his estate, which on his going to York was 
seized by the Parliament, and he lost his office to the value 
of 1,500/. per annum entirely till the restoration and his 
two houses very well furnished were plundered of all their 
furniture. During the usurpation he on all occasions 
endeavoured his Majesty’s service to his very great hazard, 
though Cromwell was his relation and offered him his own 
conditions. Particularly in Sir G. Booth’s rising he was 
carried before Bradshaw and two of his sons were imprisoned 
and another plunder made of his house.

James Mellish, Mayor, and Dr. John Speed and Capt. James 
Crosse to Secretary Jenkins.

An ancient and loyal corporation, they are now necessitated only 
to approve of the example of their neighbours who have sur- 
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rendered their charters, but are not able to follow them by reason 
of the great poverty of the chamber, for at a Common Council 
the 7th instant it was generally agreed to be very fit to be done, 
but, when they examined the charge, they found themselves 
wholly disabled, the charter consisting of eight skins, the fees 
whereof, we are informed, amount to a great sum beyond their 
power.

The public revenues are 
incredibly sunk, particularly the duty on sweet wines, which hereto- 
fore yielded 2001. per annum, now scarce brings in 6l., by which 
the corporation is under great difficulties to discharge the burdens 
on the chamber, and the great rent of 67/. per annum to the King 
as also repairing the walls, bulwarks, quays and seabanks and 
providing ammunition. His Majesty’s progenitors remitted 
1501. per annum of the old rent when the trade of the port was 
far greater and the burden much less. They beg you to represent 
their condition to his Majesty that the cause of their tardiness 
may be known to be want of money not of loyalty.

Mr. Hamilton and James Russal are 
the leaders on either side and they are inveterate enemies, writing 
and speaking one against another with bitterness, and I cannot 
yet know any solid ground therefor. Russal has printed a book 
containing their testimonies given in Fife by a society there. 
This book pleases no man I know of unless it be himself and the 
society there. There are also some differences here between the 
ministers, but I cannot give a perfect account of them.

Asked if he was acquainted with John Redshaw and when he 
last saw him and what discourse he had with him and if Redshaw 
did not speak with him about Redshaw’s or any other paper and 
if Redshaw did not last May threaten to discover some design 
of rising or what discourse passed between them and what advice 
he gave Redshaw touching his arms, he says he was acquainted 
with Redshaw but had no discourse with him these five months. 
Last May at his own shop he was in his company and neither 
then nor at any other time was there.any discourse of taking up 
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arms or of a rising or of any paper signed or to be signed to that 
purpose. He believes he told Redshaw that he had his arms at 
Heaton’s at Elswick House and that Redshaw might secure his 
arms there too. He knows not of any design of rising or taking 
up arms against the government.

About last May 
at Newcastle discoursing with Samuel Chicken about a paper 
Hepburne was said to have drawn several men to sign in order, as 
was reported, to have risen in arms against the government, 
Chicken replied, We must be forced to rise against the government.

He replied, 
No, but, if you will not take it, I will tear it. We asked him if 
it were his own handwriting and he replied Yes. 

And so pulled off his hat and coat and doublet and gave them 
to his servants and said, I am ready to die, I will give you no 
further trouble, and then gave three guineas to the executioner. 
The executioner seemed to grumble as if it were too little, then he 
bid his man give him a guinea or two more, which he did, and then 
he kneeled down while you might tell 20 and then laid down on the 
block and execution was done at one blow, only some skin with a 
knife the executioner took off, and so took up his head and showed 
it round the scaffold, which was hung with mourning and the 
floor also covered with black and a black coffin. [Nearly 2 
pages.

Secretary Jenkins to the Lord Deputy. You expect an exact 
relation of this last scene of the Duke of Monmouth. You have it 
as to the speculative part by an incomparable hand, so that 
nothing remains for me but to account somewhat of his steps in 
matter of fact. 

The Duke of Monmouth made a satisfactory acknowledgement 
of his crime, when he was first admitted into his Majesty’s presence 
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and the Duke’s. This the King declared in Council and ordered 
the minutes of what he had so declared (having first viewed them 
himself and corrected them) to be put into the Gazette. 

This print the Duke of Monmouth complained of to the King 
and others as highly injurious to him. The King told him it was 
not so and so much must be published or nothing, wherein his 
Majesty thought he acquiesced, but the Duke of Monmouth’s 
friends blazed abroad so much of his denying the matter said to 
be owned in that print that his Majesty thought it necessary to 
have something by way of contradiction to those surmises and 
averments under the Duke’s own hand that might satisfy good 
men and do right to the Duke of Monmouth, if he had a mind to 
be vindicated. 

The Duke of Monmouth wrote a letter of his own hand to 
the King, but it was so warily drawn up and there appeared so 
little of an ingenious confession in it that the King thought fit 
wholly to reject it, and caused a draft letter to be drawn up 
according to his own sense, in which there was no harsher word 
nor any thing that did in a manner pinch, but this, “ That the 
Duke lamented his having had so great a share in the conspiracy,” 
that of being conscious to the intended assassination not being 
charged on him, but the draft clearing him of it in express words. 
This draft the Duke took from the King, writ over with his own 
hand, subscribed it and sent it to the King. 

But next morning he pressed the King earnestly to have the 
letter back. The King wished him to consider well what he was 
doing, but, he persisting, his Majesty gave him the letter back and 
received the draft. Whereupon he was forbid the Court and the 
King’s presence and so the affair stands. [2 pages. S.P.

Was not at the house of Kay or 
Harris. Knows not Ferguson nor Bolter. Was twice at the 
bookseller’s, to deliver him a catalogue of books from Gambler.

Having had some little conversation 
with Sir John Cochrane, both of them sometimes lamented the 
delays in paying in the money and said that, although the said 
10,0001. were paid in, they, namely Sir John Cochrane and Mr. 
Monroe, feared it would be too little. The deponent, being asked 
to explain what he thought was meant by the words “ to capacitate 
him to begin the business,” said he understood by business an 
insurrection in Scotland.

The information of James Steuart. The beginning of last 
October we went in over the harbour mouth at Rotterdam 
from Scotland laden with coals and other Newcastle goods. 
Our ship was lost on the wreck of another ship in the entry of the 
river and we loaded a lighter from the Brill with her rigging and 
what else we could find. Being master of the said ship I went four, 
five or six times between the Brilland Rotterdam. All my business 
was to save what I could of the ship or loading. The time from 
my first coming in was a month or a few days more. After clear- 
ing with the owners I was forced to stay about twenty days more 
by an arrest on some money in my hands belonging to another 
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owner. I then agreed with Mr. Newton for my passage to London 
but stayed at Rotterdam eight or ten days more, the wind being 
contrary. During this time I came into the company of John 
Hay, a Scotch gentleman, who, I was informed, had left the 
country after the Bothwell Bridge rebellion, and had lived in 
these countries ever since. He asked when I intended to go to 
England. I told him my clothes were shipped, but I knew not 
whether to go or not, because I had no acquaintance in London 
and had never been there. He told me he was newly come from 
Poland and designed and desired to write to some friends there, 
who on his desire would do all they could to help me to a voyage. 
I thought a letter of recommendation might be very useful ina 
strange place, but I declare that I never had any acquaintance 
with those men to whom I was directed or ever saw them, except 
that once in Flanders Heaves, who went then by the name of 
Kae, came on board our ship then in harbour on the report, as 
he said, that we were Scotsmen, but presently went ashore with 
my brother-in-law, who was then master of the ship which I have 
now lost. I never saw nor know by other men Ferguson nor any 
of that kind of people. The reason I was not so ingenuous as to 
those letters as I ought to have been, was when I went to deliver 
them the stationer would not tell me where the man was, but told 
me he did not use there and the other sent it back to me, which 
made me apprehensive of those they were directed to. I thought 
if they be men that dare not be seen, carrying letters to them will 
certainly be dangerous, so I concluded it was best for my own 
safety to conceal them as long as I could, which was a great fault 
in me, yet I did it very ignorantly and promise never to be found 
in the like again. [1} pages. Ibid. No. 80.] 


Abstract of the speech of William Williams, Recorder of Chester, 
at the setting of the Mayor’s watch. The watches and homages 
then paid were evidences of regalities anciently vested in the 
city. These had for some years from prudent advice been 
pretermitted. The last Mayor indeed kept a continual watch, 
and the city safe from foreign invasions and conspiracies at home, 
and laudably surrendered his office, but not the city. 

The city was a city by prescription and ancienter than records, 
and the head of the most ancient and noblest county palatine. 
(Recites the charters and liberties first granted by Ranulph, 
fourth Earl of Chester, and confirmed by several Kings and by 
Queen Elizabeth.) In 14 Hen. VIII a Quo warranto was brought 
against the city, but the plea of their said charters and grants 
prevailed. Now the city lies under the same question of a Quo 
warranto, but shall they be afraid of the writ, being fortified with 
more charters and laws than their predecessors and having that 
precedent of 14 Hen. VIII? Shall Chester be afraid to meet the 
King in his own court and defend its just right ? (Quotation 
from Magna Carta that cities should have their laws and customs 
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unviolated and encomium of Magna Carta.) It were better the 
charter were lost by judgment than surrender, because they had 
the advantage of writs of error, etc. A surrender would be self 
homicide. The King could not restore their rights and privileges 
without the help of parliament and, if the charter were gone, 
they must submit to the perhaps of a doubtful commission 
reversible at will and pleasure. He repeated the oath of a free- 
man leaving out “‘ obedient and profitable to the King,” and with 
particular emphasis the part concerning maintaining the privileges 
and liberties of the city. Though there were of the body some 
home-spun dissenters of frantic and fanatic brain, who conspired 
the betraying the charter by surrender or default, for his part he 
could not, durst not, consent to it. He amplified the fatal con- 
sequences of surrender. When the King and city called him to it, 
he would surrender what he had amongst them, but to the city.

We here took Owen to be the 
brother not of a doctor of Physick but of Dr. Owen, the bell- 
wether of Independents, the great cajoler of Cromwell and Dean of 
Christ Church, but I have no certainty of this and do not well 
know what to determine, having never heard of a Dr. Owen, a 
physician, nor of a Col. Owen of that party that was considerable, 
before this man was laid hold on at Minehead. 

The Duke of Monmouth is hitherto at Moor Park. Some people 
will have him to be re-admitted to Court very suddenly. I do 
not see their reasons, for as long as he sticks to one party and his 
Majesty to another, I do not see on what terms he may be received 
into favour. [S.P. Ireland, Car. II. 341, p. 158.] 


Francis Bastinck to Secretary Jenkins. I received yours and 
sent the enclosed letter in a vessel on purpose to the President of 
Calais. I have had no perfect account till to-day of the rencontre 
between the two French shallops and one English. The English 
vessel was said to be employed by Mr. Nevill, the Searcher’s 
deputy, to look out for French shallops that made a trade to 
fetch wool from hence and carry it to France. To prevent this 
unlawful practice we have here several sloops commissioned to 
seize at sea these vessels and goods, which this Robert Stanton 
undertook to do without commission or deputation from any, 
and has brought up several parcels of wool here, which he has 
taken at sea bound for Calais, and sent for the Searcher’s deputy 
to seize the wool, paying him his proportion according to agree- 
ment. 
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Last Wednesday sennight this English shallop was adrift off 
Hythe commanded by Robert Stanton, with nine Englishmen all 
of this place, when two shallops of Calais, manned with eleven men 
apiece, hailed them and bade them strike for the King of France. 
On their refusal they put both ships’ crews into one shallop and 
fired into the English shallop several muskets. The English fired 
again and the French made away for their own coast, the English 
pursuing them two thirds of the way over and, when they came 
up with the French shallop, they fired two volleys of small shot 
into the English, killed one man and wounded the master and 
two more men and then boarded her, killed another man outright 
and wounded another with the butt ends of their muskets and 
carried the vessel for Calais. When she was brought in there 
another man died of his wounds, so three men were killed, the 
master is yet at Calais dangerously wounded and another is sent 
over hither in the same condition. The rest are well. 

This account I had to-day from one of the seamen that was in 
the action and came lately from Calais, where this vessel lately 
belonged, and she was brought in hither taken transporting wool 
by one of the sloops appointed by his Majesty for that purpose 
and afterwards sold to the said Robert Stanton. [Nearly 2 pages. 
S.P. Dom., Car. IT. 359, p. 147.] 


The Earl of Yarmouth to Secretary Jenkins. The Grand Jury 
of the corporation of Yarmouth at their quarter sessions have with 
the concurrence of the court drawn up the enclosed address and 
desired me to take care it be speedily presented to the King, 
which I desire you to do the first convenient opportunity.

If his Majesty would make him 
captain of the little fort by the pier, though the salary be not 
above 20]. a year, "twill be very grateful to the town and to 
me.

I believe by the 
description they both give that he that went by the name of 
Clarke could be no other than the famous Aaron Smith you 
mention, of whose progress the Provost of Jedburgh must know 
much.

The examination on oath of David Sherwood of Newcastle, 
innkeeper. About February last a gentleman named Clarke 
came with his man and two horses to his house, with whom 
he had no discourse but concerning Carolina and other 
transient discourse about the adjacent parts but not of any 
thing concerning his Majesty or the government. He lodged 
with him but one night and one of his horses failing he 
produced him John Bell of the said town with a horse to 
conduct him to Jedburgh, and recommended him to Andrew 
Ansley, then Provost there, to Thomas Steill, bailiff to the 
Marquess of Douglas, and Adam Rothiford, all of or near 
Jedburgh.

said goods, they paying him such consideration as his Majesty 
shall think fit.

Answer of Mr. Grenville. The 242 packets of French linen 
seized at Plymouth were tried at the assizes at Exeter in Lent 
1679-80 betwixt Robert Slater, plaintiff, for the King, and Samuel 
Weekes, defendant, and a verdict passed for the King, and they 
were condemned as imported contrary to the Poll Act, and 
judgment on a writ of error was entered in Hilary term 1681-2 
for them to be burnt. The linens lying so long were much 
damaged, but lately on Mr. Grenville’s paying the duties they 
were delivered out by the custom house officers. They were 
likewise offered to the petitioners, Capt. Alford disclaiming having 
any concern therein. Mr. Grenville having waited near a month 
for their answer, they now, finding the linens disposed of, offer 
their clamorous petition against him. They now owning a pro- 
priety in the goods, which for four years they never did, he hopes 
they will answer his Majesty’s law costs for their fobb defendant, 
Weekes, who cannot be heard of. The loss of their goods or the 
condemning them according to law could be no hindrance to their 
trade or any prejudice to the customs, the inhabitants of Lyme 
being sufficiently known to his Majesty to be of dangerous and 
rebellious principles, the pretending owners being the most 
remarkable Dissenters thereof. They allege the ship to have been 
driven in by stress of weather, plain and positive proof on the 
trial being to the contrary. The charge of the trial on his 
Majesty’s behalf and defending the errors afterwards cannot 
amount to 200/., query how, unless by sinister means, the 
petitioners could expend near 1,000/. [Jbid. No. 120.] 











[1683.] Sicilia (Cecilia), wife of John Bradley, messenger, to the King. 
Petition stating that for her husband’s cruelty and adultery a 
divorce was granted her by the Arches Court, 21 Nov., 1676, and 
he was condemned to pay her 65/. per annum, that notwithstanding 
the orders on her divers petitions (for one see Privy Council 
Register, Vol. LXIX, p. 191), he shelters himself in his Majesty’s 
palace and service and evades the payment of her alimony and 
expenses, the arrears whereof are above 500/., to her utter ruin, 
that he has a clear estate of above 5001. per annum, and for con- 
tempt of the laws has forfeited several sums by non-payment of 
the moneys adjudged to her, and praying a grant of the said 
forfeitures, that he may be thereby compelled to abide by the 
sentence. With note dated 15 June, that Sir Richard Lloyd 
says the fact is true. [Jbid. No. 121.] 





The case of John Bradley. He married about 1650 Cecilia, 
who, being infected with fanaticism during his absence in the 
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King’s service, rifled his house and carried away all his goods and 
all his writings to the value of above 800/. The Lord Chief 
Justice of the King’s Bench told her she had robbed her husband 
and made her bring the writings into court, but he never got back 
his goods. She soon after sued him for a separation for cruelty 
and adultery, when her allegations appeared frivolous and she 
was ordered to go home, but he consented to a divorce and to 
251. per annumalimony. About five years ago there was a recon- 
ciliation and she came home, where she was near two years, and 
Bradley gave a bond to pay her 201. a year for her life. About 
three years ago she rifled his house again, she commenced a suit in 
the said court for the same causes and Bradley’s time being wholly 
taken up in the King’s service he was condemned to pay 5l. a 
month alimony besides costs and the said 201. per annum and 61. 
per annum allegacy [sic]. Though she proved an estate of 500/. 
per annum, she never took off the ground rents of over 200/. per 
annum, all being short leases of old houses, nor the fall of rents, 
so that on an honest valuation as a durable estate it is not worth 
more than 1501. per annum. For not paying the said costs and 
alimony he was excommunicated and imprisoned for more than a 
year, and his appeal was dismissed for being out of time. He has 
paid her the 201. per annum, and permitted her to receive the 
6l. per annum. He is willing to take her home or to secure her 
the said 261. per annum and 501. per annum during her life and 
has lately proffered her a lease of 1001. per annum of about twenty 
yearstorun. [Ibid. Vo. 122.] 


Elizabeth, widow of William Clements, late carpenter of the 
Reserve, Capt. Priestman commander, to the King. Petition for 
an order to the said captain, now commander of the Bonadventure 
(commission to him 22 May, 1683), to restore the nine bars of gold 
and other the riches which werein her husband’s chest when he died 
about twelve months ago, which he pretends were given him by her 
husband and bids her to go to law for them. [Ibid. No. 123.] 


Martha Cogan, the only surviving child of Sir Andrew Cogan, 
bart., deceased, to Secretary Jenkins. Petition praying him to 
move Lord Rochester on her behalf to prevent her perishing in a 
gaol. Her petition to the Lords of the Treasury above a year 
ago has received no answer notwithstanding the endeavours of 
herself and her friends and though Sir Christopher Musgrave 
has made out all the allegations therein. She has since been 
twice arrested by her creditors and is now under bail. (Ibid. 
No. 124.] 


Sir Philip Constable, Roger and George Meynell, Peter Middle- 
ton, Francis Tunstall, Thomas Appleby and James Thorneton to 
the King. Petition for a pardon for their premunires, which make 
them liable to perpetual imprisonment and the forfeiture of their 
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estates real and personal. Being inhabitants of the North 
Riding, pursuant to a commission to the Justices there they were 
summoned about four years ago as Popish Recusants and for 
refusal to take the oaths of allegiance and supremacy were 
committed to York Castle and are since convicted of premunire. 
Their fathers and some of themselves faithfully served the late 
King during the rebellion and were totally ruined. [Jbid. No. 125.] 


Eleven Roman Catholics (whose names are given), prisoners in 
St. Edmond’s Bury gaol, to the King. Petition for an order for 
their discharge. They have been prisoners for about three years 
on account of their religion and refusing the oath of supremacy 
and are no longer able to support themselves in the prison. [Jbid. 
No. 126.] 


Langley Curtis, prisoner in Newgate, to Secretary Jenkins. 
Petition stating that he was called in question in or about 1679 
for a pamphlet published from his shop, but was discharged by the 
Privy Council on his submission and entering into a bond of 2001. 
never to offend in like manner, yet, though he had faithfully 
observed the said condition, the bond was put in suit against him 
in 1682, but that suit was ended by his friends’ mediation and on 
his paying the charges he was promised that the bond should be 
delivered up, but notwithstanding Robert Stevens has sued him 
on the bond, which keeps him in prison to his ruin, and praying 
an order for the delivery of the bond and his discharge from the 
said suit. [Jbid. No. 127.] 


Jenkin Davis, extraordinary tidewaiter in the port of Bristol, 
to the Lords of the Treasury. Petition stating that he has served 
for six years and that about two months since their lordships on 
his petition directed he should be admitted a tidewaiter in fee on 
the first vacancy and that a vacancy has since happened and 
Sir William Poole, collector of the said port (appointed 23 Oct., 
1682), has since employed him as a waiter in fee till he can 
obtain their warrant in order to a deputation, and therefore 
praying a warrant to the Commissioners of the Customs for their 
deputation as usually granted. [Jbid. No. 128.] 


Thomas Deane, chirurgeon, to Secretary Jenkins. Petition 
for his recommendation to the place of surgeon to Prince George’s 
family, having had encouragement from Sir Benjamin Bathurst 
and Mr. Graham, two of the commissioners for the management of 
his Highness’ domestic affairs. [Jbid. No. 129.] 


Sir Richard Ellsworth, gentleman of the Privy Chamber in 
ordinary, to the King. Petition for a reference to the Duke of 
Ormonde and the Marquess of Halifax, Lord Privy Seal (appointed 
Oct., 1682), to inspect his life and services, that he may be 
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received into his Majesty’s bounty. He ventured his life and 
fortune for the restoration and has since promoted the advance of 
the customs and wine licences, though others, having his Majesty’s 
ear, have reaped the harvest of his endeavours. [Jbid. No. 130.] 


Capt. John Gwyn to the King. Petition for the continuance 
of his guard pay as a pension to him for the rest of his life or till he 
shall find out something in his Majesty’s gift for his subsistence. 
These perverse times have discouraged him from craving his 
Majesty’s pleasure on the manuscript he presented to him at 
Windsor and now he daily declines in strength and cannot mount 
or dismount without anguish. Has served 42 years at home and 
abroad. [lbid. No. 131.] 


Mary Harvey to Secretary Jenkins. Petition for admission to 
her husband, now in Mr. Atterbury’s custody for what crime she 
knows not, that she may administer to him the things proper for 
him in his illness, he on every cold being at death’s door with the 
colic and strangury. [Ibid. No. 132.] 


Henry Howard to the King. Petition for suspending the 
signing of an order directed to be drawn up by the Secretary of 
War for superseding a former order for stopping a third part of a 
day’s pay from the officers and soldiers, which will be to the 
petitioner’s ruin, until his case is heard by three or four appointed 
by his Majesty. [Jbid. No. 133.] 


John Jenison of Newark, M.A. (1679), of Christ’s College, Cam- 
bridge, to the King. Petition for a mandate to the Master and 
Fellows of that College to admit him Fellow on the first vacancy. 
His late father being a receiver for Nottinghamshire and having 
not long since lost 1,000/. in returns of money into the Exchequer, 
the petitioner, being his younger son and one of his executors, 
is thereby much lessened in his portion. He is above seven years’ 
standing in Christ’s College and his petition some time ago for a 
mandate for a fellowship there was referred to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, to whom he has produced the testimonials of the 
college and by his Grace’s directions the Master’s speciai recom- 
mendation. [Jbid. No. 134.] 


Anthony Lamb, deputy searcher of the port of Newcastle. 
Petition to be made a tide surveyor there. Last May he seized 
Gordon and Aking with a rebellious commission and other seditious

one as kettle-drum and the other as drummer in ordinary and 
relieved her and her three children so that she never applied for a 
pension, but he has now a wife and three children and his salary 
for one of his places is to be paid to Mrs. Vanbright, whose 
husband was lately drowned, who has no children and was married 
only a year, and that unless she is ordered an equal moiety of the 
said salary she will be in a deplorable condition, and therefore 
praying an order to the Lords of the Treasury to that effect.

misguided the Lord Keeper, and therefore praying for the above

While others are pre- 
senting his Majesty with New Year’s gifts, I am contriving how to 
present myself, not as a gift for the New Year only, but for life.

Extracts from the registry of the Admiralty of Calais. 

Gaspar Molien, former Mayor and Judge Consul of that town, 
and Laurence Tacque, widow of Thomas Poittell, shipmaster, 
stated by their petition of the 3rd instant that the former was 
owner of one half and the latter of one quarter of a shallop 
called L’Anguille, the other quarter belonging to Robert 
Stanton, an Englishman then in that town, who was manager 
of her and rendered accounts of her earnings, that by his 
last account seven or eight months before 191. English money 
was due from him, and that he had since made three voyages 
for wool of which he had rendered no accounts, that about six 
months before he went off with her to England with design 
to defraud the petitioners and appropriate their shares in 
the shallop, and that, finding her that day in that port as their 
own property, being creditors on Stanton’s fourth share for 
the said 191. and for the earnings of the three voyages, which 
exceeded the value of Stanton’s share, they prayed that Stanton 
might be summoned to attend the next day to take the choice the 
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petitioners offered him, either to let him have the three quarters 
of the said shallop for 7501., or to let them have his share for 
2501., deducting therefrom the 191. and the profits of the said 
voyages for wool, which were due to the petitioners. 

By another petition they prayed redress against the said Stanton’ 
widow. 

At the hearing the widow’s attorney denied that anything was 
due from Stanton while he had the management of the 
shallop up to the time of her capture by the English, the 
expenses having exceeded the receipts, and that 191. was due 
to the petitioners on a settled account and, as to the choice 
they offered, he declared it should not be accepted, inasmuch as 
the said shallop belonged to him absolutely, having been bought 
by him from the English, when they seized it when laden with 
wool for that said Molien, as appears by the contract, and 
therefore prayed that the petition might be dismissed with 
costs. The other parties replied that Stanton himself loaded 
the shallop with wool and then gave information to the English 
officers in order to defraud the said Molien and Pottel. 
Ordered that the vessel remain under arrest. [44 pages.

I have not 
only spent what I had, but hazarded my life in this concern. I 
therefore beseech you to represent my sad condition to the King, 
hoping that he will order me 50/. out of the 5001. to be paid me 
for procuring my liberty.

William Helwys, Mayor, to Secretary Jenkins. My indisposi- 
tion, increased by the inclemency of the season, has been the 
cause of my delay in acknowledging your letter with the enclosed 
order concerning Mr. Davy, our now Steward. The contents 
were at a Common Council some few days after communicated 
to the body of the city, where they unanimously elected Robert 
Davy to be Steward as was hinted in yours of 28 Nov. last, and 
he was sworn, we presuming to construe his Majesty’s approba- 
tion of him by the fair character given him in the letter. But, 
if it shall appear to you requisite to acquaint his Majesty with our 
ready compliance and for him to signify his allowance or dis- 
allowance of this election, you will increase our obligations. My- 
self and Alderman Bendish, a Justice of this city, have been both 
arrested in an action of debt for 500/. out of the Court of Common 
Pleas at the suit of John Browne, who is wholly unknown to 
either of us. We cannot imagine any ground, unless for not 
doing impossibilities, the common vogue being it is for not being 
qualified to execute our offices by producing certificates of our 
receiving the Sacrament at the next quarter sessions after our 
taking our places, as the Act directs. We have had no sessions 
for this city and county since 24 April, 1682, nor shall have any 
till the 14th, but we received the Sacrament within the time 
limited by that statute and intend next Monday to exhibit our 
certificates to the court and qualify ourselves and all the members 
of the body of this city. We submit it to your prudence whether 
to acquaint his Majesty herewith or not. [Ibid. No. 25.]

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hope that will do us no harm, if the University will stand to the 
said order of Council. I do not know whether it be advisable to 
insist on King Charles I’s charter, for, besides it was obtained by a 
spirit ascendant, that is not so (the more the pity) at this time. 
The recital of 39 Hen. III varies something from the original, 
as will appear by a comparison of it with that of King Charles I, 
which intends an explication of it. I would be glad to see the 
night watch vested in the University by express words of a charter 
to themselves, as it is declared to be in the four Aldermen and 
eight assistants for the benefit of the University, as it is declared 
to be in the said charter of Hen. III. I know we may answer that 
the setting of a watch is incident to a corporation, 1, by common 
law, 2, by the Statute of Westminster 1, c. 9, 3, by the Statute of 
Winchester, which is 13 Edw. I, c. 4, but all this the town may 
plead as well as we. It will be a favour to me to let me know Dr. 
Wallis’ sense on this point for, if a concurrence of jurisdiction be 
admitted, we are lost. 

Another thing I perceive by Mr. Warcupp is, that the thing 
will be laboured to be passed over in silence and, as the town has 
not surrendered their watch, so it will be contended that we should 
not pretend to have any clause of salvo, where the controversy 
is not mentioned, especially when the charter is to be given at their 
suit. I wish Dr. Wallis or some member of the University, such 
as Dr. Levet, would be at leisure to attend this business, since 
much of our future peace depends on it. Whether they come or 
not, I shall endeavour to acquit myself to the utmost of my power 
of my duty to the University, and shall be very glad to approve 
myself a faithful servant to the governors of it, especially to 
your lordship.

Since it has happened 
otherwise I am heartily sorry and, if it were to do again, I should 
by no means be drawn into it. I was always resolved to give a 
clear account of all I knew or did in it, and, when I was called, 
did so with all readiness and truth. I am ready to make any 
further acknowledgment of my sorrow you shall think fit. 
To clear myself of any suspicion of being concerned further with 
Mr. Johnson, I confirm what I declared to you and the other 
lords of the Council that, when I understood the first book had 
given offence, I utterly refused the offer of the second and have 
not seen it in manuscript or printed to this day. 

I shall add that, however things may have been improved to 
my prejudice by any of my profession, as commonly there are 
emulations amongst men of the same trade, I am a hearty lover 
of the King and government and conformity to the Church of 
England as by law established is my avowed principle and has 
ever been so. If his Majesty has conceived any displeasure 
against me on account of this matter, I pray you to be a mediator 
for his pardon, by informing him that I am ready to give all 
possible assurance of my sincere duty and loyalty to him and 
obedience to his government. [14 pages, Ibid, No. 41.] 
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Henry Brabant to Secretary Jenkins. I got Sheriff (Sherwood) 
and Bell set forward yesterday. They have my letter to Sir 
Nathaniel Johnson desiring him to conduct them to you.

Roger L’Estrange to Secretary Jenkins. Understanding by 
Sir Roger Norwich that Hunt sent his libels to Northampton as 
by direction from Mr. Lovell of Gray’s Inn, and that the thing is 
proved upon Lovell, it appears under Hunt’s own hand that he 
corresponds with Lovell, who knows where he is. Beyond dispute 
Hunt is privy to the conspiracy and Lovell knows where to find 
him. If this may be a ground sufficient for searching Lovell’s 
chamber, ’tis probable his papers may make some further dis- 
covery. Nothing is removed as yet, unless by order to his 
chamber-keeper, for he is out of town himself and expected next 
Monday. [Jlbid. No. 51.] 


The Bishop of Oxford to Secretary Jenkins. The persons you 
mentioned in your last letter, Doctors Wallis and Levett, now 
come up to attend you. Before they went I thought it not amiss 
to let Lord Abingdon know that on the occasion of the city’s 
renewing their charter we were sending up several of our body to 
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take care that nothing might be done to the prejudice of the 
University, but that we did not desire to take anything from them, 
only to get secured the night watch, which was the common 
interest of the University and city. I further told him that 
misunderstandings and jealousies created most of the troubles 
in the world and that, if we blindly endeavoured to oppose them 
and they us, expense of time and money would be occasioned 
and animosities raised between the two bodies hurtful to both. 
Therefore I proposed that those who managed the concern of the 
city might know that the securing of the night walk was all we 
desired and that they would amicably meet with our friends 
to try if mutual satisfaction could be given. By his answer I 
find that the city think they have a promise of having their 
charter renewed absolutely and have expectations of additional 
privileges and favours. This seems very strange, his Majesty, 
as I am informed, having promised at Windsor on our first applica- 
tion that nothing should be done ¢ill the University was heard, 
and indeed any subject is used to have liberty to put in a caveat 
against a grant that he fears will hurt him and to be admitted to 
plead for himself. Whatever becomes of our night walk, the 
support of the University’s virtue and the city’s peace, it will be 
very hard if new privileges be given the city in prejudice to the 
University without our being allowed to speak for ourselves. 
We, I hope, shall serve the Crown, though nothing be done for us. 
I wish they may do so, though everything be done for them. 

Postscript.—lf his Majesty shall not confirm his father’s 
grant nor reinforce his grandfather’s and his own order, because 
this matter is not in the city’s surrender, if he shall let his nomina- 
tion of officers, which is certainly surrendered, be out of a number 
of men proposed by the Chancellor of the University, we shall be 
competently secured and I believe that the city, rather than admit 
of this, would be glad to have King Charles’ charter in terms 
renewed to us. [2} pages. Ibid. No. 52.]

Secretary Jenkins to the Lord Mayor. His Majesty having 
had an account that the several wardmote inquests of the City 
had made their returns of all lodgers in their respective wards 
and being desirous that all good use be made of those returns 
has commanded me to write to you to send for the Aldermen and 
to deliver to each the returns brought in by his wardmote inquest, 
and require each of them in his Majesty’s name to inform them- 
selves by the best means they can and particularly by the help 
of such officers and inhabitants as are most trusty and knowing 
of the quality, condition, employment, and course of life of every 
one of the said ledgers, particularly who they have among them 
of the Scottish nation or Nonconformist preachers or other 
disaffected persons. His further pleasure is that, where any 
Scotchmen or others known or suspected to be disaffected are 
found among the lodgers, they be forthwith apprehended and 
care taken for their examination, and that all persons unknown 
and who can give no good account of themselves be brought before 
two Justices and, if they refuse to take the oaths of allegiance and 
supremacy, be proceeded against as the laws direct. Lastly, 
it is his pleasure that, if any of these lodgers be Nonconformist 
preachers, they and all other Nonconformist preachers inhabiting 
in London and the liberties thereof be prosecuted on the Oxford 
Act.

William Longwood, collector, and Tristram Webb, waiter and 
searcher, to Secretary Jenkins. Being informed that Mr. Bowen, a 
Justice for Suffolk, by the instigation of George Warren of South- 
wold, an excommunicated person, Joseph Sheeres and Edward 
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Hall, has accused us to you for neglect of our duty, being officers of 
the Customs at Southwold, we beg you to hear what we have to say 
for ourselves. We have the certificate of Sir John Rous, Major 
Allen, Justice Glover and Esquire Knyvett and four ministers 
as to our loyalty and diligence and that Warren and Sheeres 
are persons of ill life and conversation and disaffected. Hall is a 
felon by exporting wool, for which he being by us detected and 
his boat seized and condemned is the cause of his coming in 
against us. The person that put them on this is William 
Weddle, an officer of the Customs at Lowestoft, who endeavoured 
to corrupt Thomas Glover, an officer in the same port, which he 
refusing and saying he would not act any thing to prejudice the 
King’s interest, Weddle replied, Damn the King’s interest. This 
is declared on oath by James Smith, rector of Lound in Suffolk. 
The town of Southwold is a very factious place having two 
Bailiffs, Benjamin Firth and Philip Parsons. We carrying 
James Archer and Henry Harle before the latter, who went to 
make oath about 15 cwt. of wool exported in one Thomas Archer’s 
vessel and carried on board by the said Edward Hall, he refused 
to take their affidavit and drew a dark affidavit himself, to prevent 
us prosecuting the offenders, which affidavits he keeps and would 
not deliver them to us. The said Archer’s vessel we have likewise 
seized and condemned in the Court of Exchequer. 

These are the informers against us, which we hope you will take 
into consideration, and not think anything amiss of us, we having 
endeavoured to secure his Majesty’s interest and having paid 
into the Exchequer within a year 2691. 19s. 114d. for goods seized, 
which is more than has been paid from that port these ten years. 
If you think fit to send a messenger for the said Parsons for 
detaining the said affidavits, we believe it would be much to his 
Majesty’s advantage, the Bailiffs being unwilling to assist us in 
any thing for his Majesty’s service, they being traders and making 
it their business to defraud the Customs. . They likewise suffer 
unlawful conventicles to be held by Manning, a Nonconformist 
minister, twice a week there, of which they have been acquainted, 
yet they did not suppress them, but rather encourage them, 
and they also suffered Smith, a Nonconformist, to preach in the 
church. The said Parsons’ wife dying about July last, he buried 
her without a minister or the burial read according to the Church 
of England, which is the general custom of that town. The 
certificates and affidavits are before the Commissioners of the 
Customs.

The depositions of Ezekiel Everest taken before Secretary 
Jenkins. On Thursday 28 June, about 8 a.m., William Smith, 
Lord Grey’s huntsman, came and told him that Lord Grey had 
been taken up for high treason and escaped and was come to 
Up Park, his house, where he was hid in the midst of a great wood, 
he being sent by Lord Grey to desire the informant to get a 
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vessel ready to transport Lord Grey beyond sea. Immediately 
after receiving this message he spoke with a wooden-legged master 
of a vessel to set a friend of his over but did not tell him who it 
was, appointing to take him and his friends on board next day at 
11 a.m. at a place called the mine house, near the mouth of 
Chichester harbour. He went to Up Park that night, where he 
found Lord Grey in the midst of a great wood in his park, where 
he had nobody with him save the soldier that had run away with 
him from the Tower. Lord Grey made all the protestations in 
the world of being free from what was sworn against him, so that 
the deponent thought him really guiltless that time and conveyed 
him, Lady Henrietta Berkeley, Mr. Turner her husband (sic), the 
said soldier and two servants to the said mine house. They all lay 
in a wood near the water side till their embarking next day, Friday, 
between 12and 1. The informant believes that the wooden-legged 
master knew not whom he was to carry till he saw Lord Grey on 
board and thinks he knew of no proclamation. They were at sea 
till Monday night, when they arrived in Flushing harbour, whence 
they went in the ship’s boat to Middleburg, where they lay in an 
inn on the market place, and there Lady Henrietta being very sick 
with her voyage Lord Grey stayed till Wednesday morning and 
then went for Rotterdam with Mr. Turner and the soldier, leaving 
the informant to take care of her. Lord Grey had some directions 
from the master of the vessel to Mr. Washington, a merchant at 
Rotterdam, who lives on the new haven and formerly lodged the 
Karl of Shaftesbury, as the informant has heard say. Washington 
kindly entertained Lord Grey, though unknown to him, for about 
three weeks, the time that Lady Henrietta stayed ill with the 
deponent at Middleburg. She and the deponent then came to 
Lord Grey at Rotterdam, but the day after their arrival Lord 
Grey, Mr. Turner and the deponent went by waggons to Cleve, 
where they had letters of recommendation from Washington to 
Mynheer Harmanus de Bressaw, who received them all very 
kindly. All the persons they saw or knew at Cleve were Sir John 
Cochrane, his son, one that went by the name of Robert Cooke, 
whose right name the informant knows not, a Scotchman and 
Sir Thomas Armstrong, who all arrived about the middle of 
August and the informant left some of them there last November, 
Sir Thomas only being of Lord Grey’s company, for there was no 
good correspondence between Lord Grey and Sir John Cochrane 
and his friends when together at Cleve, by reason of Lady 
Henrietta being entertained by Lord Grey. While the informant 
was at Cleve the end of October or beginning of November, the 
Karl of Argyle with another Scotch lord, whose name he knows 
not, and several other Scotchmen, and one Smith and his wife 
with Lock, a tobacconist of London, came to Cleve to Sir John 
Cochrane, where they stayed two or three days and then returned 
to Holland. Smith and his wife and Lock with some part of 
the company went to Utrecht, where they are now. Lord Argyle 
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and the other Scotch lord, being both very poor and having but 
one man between them, retired to some other part of Holland, 
where the informant knows not. Smith and his wife, as the 
informant has heard say, were the persons that entertained 
Lord Argyle after his escape. The two Goodenoughs were both 
at Cleve last November, the time the informant came away, 
with Sir John Cochrane, but are since come to Utrecht, where 
they are now, as the informant believes. While the informant 
was at Cleve, Row of Bristol came thither from Amsterdam, 
having a guide or in truth a guard with him. Row called the 
night he lay at Cleve at Lord Grey’s lodgings, where he told the 
informant he had 30 guineas given him at Amsterdam by an 
unknown hand and had letters of credit to Cologne for what money 
he should want. He had a guide, as he called him, sent with him 
and was going to Nelthrope and Wade, who were with old Ludlow 
in Switzerland. About the end of this discourse Lord Grey 
coming in asked him several questions, as, who had given him 
money ? How he got out of London? etc. Row answered, 
he had 60 guineas given him in London, a good horse was pro- 
vided ready for him (he said he thought by Trenchard) and that 
he had directions given him for the West, where to take shipping, 
etc., but did not tell where he lay in the West. He said he had been 
maintained these two years by Romsey, who had paid for the 
clothes on his back and had several times given him two and three 
guineas and told him they were sent him by Lord Grey and several 
other lords, whom he did not name, though at the same time 
Lord Grey denied he had ever sent Row any guineas by Romsey. 
Row said measures were taken for killing the King and the Duke 
and that Romsey was for killing the Duke of Monmouth also 
and for leaving none of the branch alive, Romsey adding, as he 
said, that the Duke of Monmouth hated them all in his heart, 
and therefore he looked on him to be a man as dangerous as any 
of them to their interest (meaning the Commonwealth interest as 
the informant judged). Though Sir Thomas Armstrong and 
others were then at Cleve, none of them saw or spoke with Row, 
save Lord Grey and the informant. Next day Row parted in a 
waggon for Cologne on his way to Switzerland. Before the time 
that Lord Grey acknowledged himself concerned in the plot the 
informant heard but few words from him relating to the public 
and these were mostly severe reflections on the Duke. The only 
person the deponent knows that kept correspondence with Lord 
Grey is Henry Ireton, a kinsman of his. The chief persons that 
conveyed money to Lord Grey since his escape, as the informant 
believes, are Lady Grey, his wife, and Ralph Grey, his brother, 
who the end of July or beginning of August returned him 3001. 
by a bill drawn on Israel Hayes, merchant of Amsterdam, son 
of Alderman Hayes of London, as the informant understands. 
Also 150/. was returned to Lord Grey from John Archer, a mer- 
chant of London, about the end of October or beginning of 
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November, and 150/. by the said Israel Hayes last November and 
150/. in December. John Archer sent several boxes of cloth 
and other things to Lord Grey directed for Mr. Washington, though 
the informant thinks he knew not who they were for. He knows 
of no more money returned to Lord Grey. The end of July or 
beginning of August Lord Grey and the deponent after coming to 
Cleve lay near a fortnight in one room and discoursed every night 
and one night Lord Grey owned that, notwithstanding what he 
had denied before the Council, he had been at the two meetings 
at Sheppard’s and that the last time Sir T. Armstrong and himself 
went together and called at John Trenchard’s chamber in the 
Temple, who was to go to that meeting with them, but he was 
taken ill that night so did not go. They stayed some time at 
Trenchard’s chamber, and discoursed how affairs stood in the 
West, whereon Trenchard told them they were ready at an hour’s 
warning in the West, that he would warrant to the number of two 
or three thousand horse and foot in a night’s time and that he was 
sure they would gather there like a snowball. Lord Grey told 
him also that he and Armstrong went from Trenchard’s chamber 
to Sheppard’s, where were likewise the Duke of Monmouth, 
Lord Russell, Col. Romsey, Ferguson and Sheppard, with some 
more whom the deponent cannot remember. A declaration was 
then read drawn by Ferguson who designed it for inciting men’s 
minds to the intended insurrection. It began by declaring for a 
free parliament or otherwise to end it in the day of God in battle. 
Lord Grey further told him that nine or ten pieces of cannon that 
Ferguson had got carriages made for, were in Wapping, provided 
for the insurrection, that several Scotch gentlemen were come up 
to London out of Scotland on the same account, and that it was 
laid in Scotland as well as here and that several of these persons 
were to be transported to Holland in Sheppard’s yacht and thence 
were to go to Scotland with the arms the Earl of Argyle had 
bespoke, which were ready to the number of 15 or 16 thousand, 
as the informant has been credibly told by others in Holland. 
Lord Grey added that the utmost day appointed for putting this 
in execution was 25 July, and that it was ordered that every man 
should be at his post privately at home expecting the beginning 
of the insurrection as the same time in Scotland. It was likewise 
designed, as Lord Grey told the deponent, that the Duke of 
Monmouth should come privately to Up Park the beginning of 
July under pretence of buck hunting with Lord Grey, and was 
to be ready there, as soon as the news came from Scotland, to 
post away to Taunton with fifty or sixty friends and servants on 
horse-back, that being the place they first designed him to show 
himself at. 

In August, about a week after Sir John Cochrane’s arrival at 
Cleve, the informant went walking with him, his son and Robert 
Cooke to a place about a quarter of a mile from the town, 
where a discourse arose between Sir John and the informant,

Sir John having become acquainted with him by coming every 
day to wait on Lord Grey, not knowing that Lady Henrietta 
was any other than Lady Grey, which afterwards ended the 
friendship between them. He told Sir John that he had heard 
blame was laid on the Scotch as having been too backward in 
the rising. Sir John told him that no such thing could be imputed 
to the Scotch, for he and several Scotch gentlemen that were 
come to London had several times spoken with Lord Russell, 
the Duke of Monmouth and the rest and pressed them to put things 
in speedy execution, telling them that the Scotch were ready at 
an hour’s warning and that they only stayed in town expecting 
the money to be returned into Holland that was to pay for the 
arms bespoke by Argyle and his friends. Sir John further told 
him that the Duke of Monmouth had been very backward and had 
used such expressions as these to him, as how could it be expected 
he should draw his sword against his Majesty, it was unnatural 
for him to do it, etc., which made Sir John tell him he must 
resolve speedily on one thing or another. This Sir John told the 
informant, adding that they were sure of Scotland and did not 
question they would be masters of it in 24 hours whenever they 
began, for they wanted nothing besides horses, which they were 
to be supplied with from Northumberland. The deponent asked 
what pretences the Scotch gentlemen had for coming up to London. 
Sir John answered that as for himself and all that were anything 
considerable their pretence was about buying land in Carolina 
and in order to that blind they had been many times with the 
owners of that island. He and his son and Robert Cooke were 
to be transported to Holland in Sheppard’s yacht with some 
more Scotch gentlemen, some of whom had been since taken, to 
get ready the arms bespoke by Argyle and his friends, and then 
they were to go for Scotland with all expedition. He said also 
that the Highlands were all at Argyle’s back and he was sure 
he could have 10,000 men there as soon as. he stepped ashore and 
that all the King’s forces were not above 18 or 20 hundred strong 
in Scotland and of them he was sure the third part were their 
friends. Sir John added that he had had intimate correspondence 
with Sheppard, whom once they thought to be as honest a man as 
any in the world and never believed he would have been the 
betrayer of honest men. Sir John and the informant falling 
into another discourse concerning Argyle’s trial in Scotland, 
he gave the informant an account of it with all the bitter reflec- 
tions possible on the public ministers there and told him that the 
justness of his cause was to be seen in print and he would help the 
informant to the reading of it, which he did by borrowing it of 
Mr. Steward, who did not disown being the author. It was 
entitled The Trial of the Earl of Argyle with a manuscript joined 
to it that reflected on the whole proceedings at his trial and was 
the same, as the informant supposes, with that which his Majesty 
caused to be burnt, when they were taken coming from Holland. 
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The said Steward, being at Cleve the end of August or beginning of 
September, was desired by Lord Grey to draw a memorial to 
the Duke of Brandenburg in the name of the Duke of Monmouth, 
Lord Grey and Sir T. Armstrong (though not with the Duke of 
Monmouth’s knowledge, as the informant supposes) to the effect 
that whereas they and several others had been forced to absent 
themselves from England on account of the late pretended 
conspiracy and not doubting that his Highness was well acquainted 
with the affairs of England for several years past and knowing him 
to be a firm protector of the Protestant religion, they addressed 
them to him for leave to stay within his territories. The said 
Steward, Sir John Cochrane, and most of the fugitives abroad, 
when they heard of the Earl of Essex having cut his throat in 
the Tower, used all their endeavours then and ever since to per- 
suade all people on that side that he had been murdered by some 
belonging to the Court. 

When the informant came from Holland he left Sir John 
Cochrane and Robert Cooke on New Year’s Day (N.S.) at Nime- 
guen, where he thinks they are privately at this time, Sir John’s 
son being sent to the University of Utrecht some time before. 
He believes Sir John is very well furnished with money by his 
returns from Scotland, but by whom he knows not. He believes 
that the two Goodenoughs are at Utrecht and very poor, and that 
John Ayliff, Norton, Smith and his wife, Lock and Steward are 
all there also and in good condition, and that Sir Patience Ward 
is there likewise and goes not near the fugitives. Ferguson is at 
Amsterdam, but very poor. His correspondents are, Thomas 
Dare, who formerly lived at Taunton, Israel Hayes of Amsterdam, 
Mynheer de Bloom, another merchant, and Mynheer Henry 
Hynbrooke, and either of these four, he thinks, can always 
tell where Ferguson is. The informant believes that Argyle 
with the other Scotch lord and Lord Melvin (Melville) are in 
Holland but knows not where. He has heard Lord Grey own 
that, when he was taken by the serjeant-at-arms and was going 
out of Whitehall, he met Marshall, then Sir T. Armstrong’s 
servant, who told him he had been sent by his master to inquire 
how things went. He answered that his own business was done 
and wished Marshall to tell them that, if they had any care of 
their lives, they should make their escape with all speed, for 
Sheppard was come in, and that was the last kindness he should 
be able to do them in this world. At another time he heard Lord 
Grey own that he, Lord Russell and the rest once thought Sheppard 
to have been the only honest man in London to be entrusted with 
a bank of money in his hands, whenever they should raise it for 
carrying on their designs. He was the least suspected to come in 
for an evidence. The end of August or beginning of September 
Lord Grey and Sir T. Armstrong went from Cleve to Amsterdam, 
where they stayed four or five days if not longer. When Lord Grey 
returned to Cleve, the informant heard him say that at Amsterdam 
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he had seen seven or eight of the fugitives, namely Ferguson, 
Ayliffe, Norton, the two Goodenoughs, Thomas Dare with others 
the informant has forgot. Some of them told Lord Grey and 
Sir Thomas that Row of Bristol was then in town, but they all 
thought it not convenient that Lord Grey and Sir Thomas should 
seehim. They told them that Row’s money he had been furnished 
with in London was almost gone and that he gave out as if he 
intended for England and told them he could swear against all 
the prisoners in the Tower, and that, if they did not take some 
speedy care of him, he would certainly be gone, whereon it was 
agreed they should raise 30 guineas to give him, of which Lord 
Grey and Sir Thomas gave 10 apiece, the rest contributing to 
make up the other ten, which were given to Row and persuasions 
were used that he should go for Switzerland and further promises 
were made him. Lord Grey likewise told the informant that a 
man that spoke the language was sent with Row to guard and 
bring him safe to Switzerland. The informant saw them on 
their way to Cologne, where Row owned his being taken care for, 
though by whom he knew not. 

The informant is sure that neither Lord Grey nor Sir Thomas 
will venture to come into England unless Sheppard and Romsey 
are both taken off, because they owned to him that these two 
knew enough to take away their lives and that, when these two 
were dead, they could come into England without danger. He 
has heard Lord Grey and Sir Thomas talk together of having 
these two persons killed, but no certain resolution was taken for 
doing it, as the informant understood. Lord Grey, on reading 
Lord Russell’s speech, said he was sorry Lord Russell should so 
far forget himself as to say he had been but once at Sheppard’s, 
for to the best of his memory he thought he had been there at 
both meetings. At the several meetings of hunting the informant 
was conversant with the Duke of Monmouth, Lord Grey and all 
the rest of the hunting company. For the last three meetings 
he often dined with them, but never was made privy to any 
design, but observed that their meetings made them popular and 
believes that, whatever designs they had on foot at that time, 
they trusted to their friends in those parts without giving them 
any particular account of them.—Giving the names under which 
Lord Grey and the others were then passing. (Date given in the 
heading as 19 Jan., in the jurat as the 20th.)

George Hilton to Secretary Jenkins. I am arrested through 
the contrivance of the conventiclers on fobb actions by reason of 
my endeavours to suppress them and have often been so served 
by them to my great damage, their chief design being to hinder 
my further prosecution of them. I shall bail their actions next 
Wednesday and intend on my enlargement to petition his Majesty 
for protection against all such fobb concerns for the future. In 
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the interim I am reduced to great straits for moneys to clear my 
prison fees and expenses during my confinement, amounting to 
near 10/. If you be so kind as to credit me with what you shall 
think fit towards defraying it, I will take speedy care to repay it.

forty or more meeting-houses, and also driven from their 
dwellings, made conform or put in prison forty or more teachers, 
all of whom are now convicted, beseeching a grant of a deputa- 
tion empowering them to depute fit persons to put the laws in 
execution, and an order on the security of the said convictions 
of what sum his Majesty pleases, and promising within two 
months after such assistance and deputation to put down, 
make conform or imprison as aforesaid. (Probably a paper 
of 1682 or 1683.) [Ibid. No. 55 1.] 


Ezekiel Everest to Secretary Jenkins. I received a letter this 
morning from Chichester informing me that the Mayor and 
Samuel Carleton, the constable, having some information of my 
being in England, have lately made a very strict search for me 
and have searched all the houses of the disaffected in Chichester 
for me. It has occasioned many discourses there, but none 
knows what to say or think. I am further informed that those 
people have still very good thoughts of me. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 
436, No. 56.] 


Stephen Timewell to Secretary Jenkins. Since our demolishing 
the public meeting-house here I have taken nine private con- 
venticles and made records thereof and have levied the penalty 
of the Act on some and intend to do the like on the rest, so that 
now I do not hear of any Dissenters here. Mr. Friend, late taken 
upon suspicion of the plot, is convicted before me of being at a 
conventicle the very next Sunday after his coming home here. 
I took Mr. Trenchard’s wife at a conventicle some time since 
held at the late public meeting-house here. When the late plot 
broke out, our Dissenters were very much dejected, but, as soon 
as there was news of the Duke of Monmouth being received into 
favour, they became strangely impudent and at our coffee-house 
in a public newsletter (before it was certainly known to us that 
the Duke had surrendered) ’twas written that he had surrendered 
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but was not to be an evidence, and, since Mr. Trenchard was 
bailed, divers of our town have been with him in flocks and he has 
declared to them he will stand for a burgess of our town, whenever 
his Majesty calls a parliament, and the Dissenters here are very 
industrious already making votes. I doubt we shall prevent their 
intentions. [Ibid. No. 57.] 


Sir George Mackenzie, Lord Advocate, to the Earl of Middleton. 
I have raised a criminal action against Murray of Broughton and 
therefore it is expected according to our law and the principles 
of common justice he will be secured by the Duke of Ormonde, 
Lord Deputy of Ireland, or at least find security to present himself 
here. This we would do for their kingdom and, being all subjects 
of one king, it is necessary for preserving his authority that we 
keep this correspondence. If his Grace requires it, you will get 
an order from the King. [Ibid. No. 58.] 


The information on oath of Shadrach Fox of London, iron- 
master. For about the last five years he had frequent occasions 
to be at Newcastle, where he observed Richard Viner, a merchant 
who usually traded to and from Holland, to import divers 
pistols and swords and Viner told him the like was done and also 
fuzees in other voyages which he saw not. Viner lodged at the 
house of Anthony Lamb, deputy searcher in that port, who, 
the deponent believes, often saw and knew of the importation of 
such arms and received them in his own house. Viner took great 
care that the said arms should not be exposed to public sale or 
view but secretly conveyed into the hands of notorious fanatics. 
(Giving the names of some of them.) The deponent had occasion 
for a potter out of Liége, to serve him in the trade of pot-making, 
and employed Viner to get one for him, which he did, and on his 
return from Liége declared some time before Lord Shaftesbury’s 
trial that it was a plot contrived against him, and the deponent 
believes he kept correspondence with Lord Shaftesbury, being 
told by Viner of a letter he sent him assuring him he could do 
him good service. Also Viner had in writing The Speech of a 
noble Peer, and extolled it as a piece of great worth. Viner often 
told the deponent that Popery was bringing in by the great ones 
at Court, and it was high time for the Protestants to look about 
them, and that he would do his endeavour that all true Protestants 
should be warned against it, and, the deponent prevailing with him 
for three case of pistols, he declared, if he thought him Popishly 
affected, he should not have have them for 40/1. The deponent 
believes that Viner makes little difference ’twixt a Papist and a 
Churchman, for he always accounted them all enemies to his 
true Protestants. ‘The deponent was informed that Hetherington, 
now in the Fleet, owing some moneys to Mr. Harvey of Clapham 
whilst he was in the King’s Bench, delivered him or ordered 
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where he should receive sixteen case of screwed pistols for his 
security, which Harvey accepted. [Jbid. No. 59.]

dom to another, as also appointing the said commissioners or any 
two or more of them, of whom one is to be of Scotland and 
the other of England born, to inquire from time to time, according 
to the laws and customs of the places wherein the offences were 
committed, of all unlawful assemblies, depredations, imprison- 
ments, murders, manslaughters, burglaries, ravishments, firing 
of houses and other oppressions committed within any of the said 
places by whomsoever committed and to determine all the said 
premises, the clerk to the commissioners of Scotland to be 
deputed by the Justice Clerk, and this commission to be sealed 
as well under the great seal of Scotland as under the great seal of 
England.

George Montague to the King. Petition for a pardon. About 
8 p.m., 2 Jan. last, the petitioner with a Mr. Molineua, 
Mrs. Fisher and her two daughters were walking in the street, 
he and the two daughters being foremost and Mr. Molineux 
and Mrs. Fisher about 50 yards behind. Then some quarrel 
arose between Molineux and the person killed by Molineux 
as he believes, but he did not see or hear any thing, being so 
far distant, till he heard the cry of murder. Thereon he 
with the two daughters went back to the person wounded, 
who, Molineux being fled, charged the petitioner, being in the 
like habit with the first, and thereon the petitioner was seized 
but after bailed, but he surrendered himself and put himself 
on his trial and hoped that Mrs. Fisher and her daughters 
would all testify for him. But the two daughters, being also 


indicted for the same fact in the same indictment, though ~ 


acquitted, he was thereby deprived of their testimony, and 
Mrs. Fisher, for fear as the petitioner believes, absented 
herself, and he was found guilty of the murder of this person 
whom he never knew nor had anything to do with. [Ibid.

The affidavit of Elizabeth, wife of Samuel Fisher. The 2nd 
instant she and her two daughters supped at the house of Isaac 
Molineux in New Green Street, St. Martin’s in the Fields, 
where was Mr. Montague. After supper Mr. Montague 
and her two daughters leading him went home towards the 
deponent’s house and Mr. Molineux leading her followed 
them. Ona sudden Molineux stopped (two men then passing 
by) and went away from her after the two men as she supposes, 
but soon after, before she got to her house, she heard two 
persons passing by say there was a murder.

Molineux, as in the last affidavit.) She did not appear 
to give evidence at the Old Bailey, because she was then sick in 
bed and could not go out but with danger to her life.

I could not refuse him, 
whom I have known for some years to have behaved very zealously 
and actively for the King’s service, and by the good character

Secretary Jenkins to the Mayor of Newcastle-under-Lyme. 
Some months since an instrument under the seal of your borough 
was presented to his Majesty wherein the then Mayor and 
corporation certified their choice on the death of Daniel Watson, 
late Steward of the borough, of John Turton of Alderways to be 
Steward and besought his approbation of the said election according 
to the power reserved in the charter, which his Majesty did not 
think fit to do, but his Majesty, having received ample testimony 
of the loyalty and ability of Peter Broughton of the Middle 
Temple, recommends him to you as fit for that office and, if you 
elect him to be Steward in the room of the said Daniel Watson, 
he will readily approve of that election.

May Richard Goodenough inquired of me whom we had in our 
parts for a fit manager of a division.

He desired me to acquaint him with the 
design and I told him the whole matter, which he willingly 
consented to. Then I told Goodenough and they met and dis- 
coursed about the matter. Afterwards Bateman told me I must 
have a care and speak at a great distance and that he was willing 
to assist, if he could see a cloud as big as a man’s hand. After- 
wards I called on him by his appointment to go and speak 
with Goodenough but, being early, he went to speak with a sea 
captain somewhere about the Haymarket and thence to see the 
Duke’s coachman. Bateman took several turns about the Duke’s 
stables with me and inquired of the grooms about the Duke’s 
horses and they satisfied him that the Duke had several horses 
kept in the country. Thence we went to the Duke’s in Soho 
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Square and Bateman was told that his gentleman was dressing 
him. Thence we went to the King’s Head tavern near that place 
and Bateman told me I should see the Duke and that he was 
honest and willing. A little time after Williams, the Duke’s 
gentleman, came and gave us breakfast. As we went thence, 
Bateman told me that the Duke had told him he was glad he 
came acquainted with those Protestant lords and assured me the 
Duke was very right for the Protestant interest and that we need 
not mistrust him. We afterwards called to see Goodenough 
but were too late and went to the Young Devil tavern and had 
further discourse about the business of seizing the King, the Duke 
of York, the City, the Tower, the Savoy, Whitehall, etc., and he 
told me his sense was that it must be all done together and 
assured me that the Duke of Monmouth had several horses in 
the country for the purpose and that his servants were generally 
right. [14 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 436, No. 61.] 


Account of the proceedings at Poole on the Quo warranto. 
It having been presented by two grand juries of Dorset that the 
corporation of Poole and especially their being a county was a 
nuisance to co. Dorset and, by reason of their being totally 
disaffected, dangerous to the government, and the gentlemen of 
Dorset having drawn up several heads of evidence of the forfeiture 
of their charter, which the Attorney General considered were 
good causes of forfeiture, his Majesty was moved by the Lord 
Keeper last Trinity term that a Quo warranto might go against 
them and they were served with it before the end of the term. 
The beginning of the long vacation the people of Poole applied 
to divers Dorset gentlemen to intercede for them but they refused. 
Towards the end of the vacation Mr. Skutt of London coming to 
Poole they applied to him, who in consideration of their settling 
a dispute between the town and a nephew of his and, as it is 
said, on their promise of choosing him a member of parliament 
undertook the business and got them to make an address filled 
with false protestations of loyalty but without a word of sub- 
mitting their charter. Skutt being assured this would not be 
received drew and sent them a new address which was sealed 
with their common seal and presented to the King and some 
directions were given to the Attorney General to send down an 
instrument for surrendering the offices of trust in the corporation 
in order to make a regulation in the same manner as was pro- 
posed for London. This instrument has lain before them near 
two months and is not yet sealed. In the meanwhile the gentle- 
men of Dorset, knowing nothing of these transactions, prepared 
their evidence for going to trial on the Quo warranto and now, 
finding that things have been misrepresented to his Majesty, 
and knowing that the proposed regulation will be of no avail for his 
service because there are not honest men enough in the town for 
magistrates and officers or, if there were, there is no loyal party 
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to stand by them, have petitioned that his Majesty would com- 
mand the Attorney General to proceed on the Quo warranto or, if 
the town will surrender their charter and his Majesty make them 
again a corporation, that it may be with no more privileges than 
will be for his Majesty’s service and particularly that they may be 
no more a county. ([Ibid. No. 62.]

Warrant to Capt. Ventris Cullombine, captain of a foot company 
in Sir Henry Belasyse’s regiment in the service of the States of 
Holland under the command of the Prince of Orange, authorizing 
him to cause drums to be beaten in and about the city of London 
and other parts of England for raising 200 volunteers for recruiting 
the said regiment, provided that notice be first given to the Lord 
Mayor of that city before the same be done therein. [S.P. Dom., 
Entry Book 164, p. 103.] 


Henry Savile to Secretary Jenkins. I moved his Majesty in 
favour of the bearer, Mr. Joynes. The King remembered his 
seasonable piece of service and told me he would speak with you 
about a reward for him but, mistrusting his memory, I beg you 
to mind him of it. He is the man who discovered to me at Paris 
the villainy of Morales, a Portuguese, who was contriving an 
accusation against the Queen at the time the parliaments were 
so much disposed to hearken to such stuff, and certainly without 
him a very scurvy false plot had come on the stage against her 
Majesty. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 436, No. 63.] 


The information of John Mendham of Thetford. 8 March, 1680 
[-1], after Mr. William Harbord was elected for Thetford, he at his 
house at Covent Garden endeavoured to procure the informant 
to be of his party and declared he was engaged with as many of 
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the two Houses and persons of quality as were worth 500,0001. 
a year, who were all resolved to stand by one another and to go 
well-armed to Oxford, where he believed they should have a 
skirmish with the King and his guards, for they were resolved 
now to know what the King would be at and, if they were forced 
to buy their liberties and religion of him, they would have better 
security than his word, for he had broken it so often that they 
would not take it for a groat. As to the Exclusion Bill, he 
foresaw it would not do their work, if it passed, and therefore 
they were resolved to seize the King and make him sign a warrant 
to take off the Duke of York, for that, if ever he should come to be 
King, he himself was sure to be hanged, and that the Duke was 
the right heir to the Crown, but it was better for him to suffer than 
a great part of the kingdom. 

About June, 1681, Harbord showed the informant a double- 
barrelled gun and said he would speak to Mr. Cozens, a gunsmith, 
to make him some more, for they were now resolved to go thorough 
stick and that he should soon see him at the head of a regiment, 
and that it was best for the informant to join them, for he himself 
was able to do more for him than the King could. 

About 24 Dec., 1681, Harbord declared that he saw plainly that 
the King and his Council intended nothing but the ruin of the 
kingdom. 

Harbord has often urged the informant to procure the govern- 
ment of the corporation into his hands and to choose him Recorder 
and said they designed to get all or the greatest part of the corpora- 
tions into their power ; and then let the King call a parliament 
when he pleased, they should be ready for him. He has often 
declared to the informant that, if the King stood by his declaration 
that he would govern by law, then they would do well enough with 
him, for, so long as they could hold Sheriffs of London, they 
could have juries to do their business, and also that, if the 
informant set on foot any address to the King from the corporation 
of Thetford, he should be called to question for it in the next 
parliament, for he believed Lord Paston would be thrown out of 
the House for countenancing the Norwich address. 

Mr. Mendham can also prove by others that Mr. Harbord 
declared at one time they should not do their business till they 
got most of the bishops hanged, and at another that he said he 
was sure that, if ever the Duke of York came to be King, he (the 
said Harbord) should be hanged, at another that he declared 
that they must make a bargain with the King for their liberties 
and religion and at another that the King could not hold out 
long and Mr. Necessity would shortly knock at Whitehall gate 
and then they would mumble him. [Over 1} pages. S.P. Dom., 
Car. II. 436, No. 64.]

Sir William Stapleton to Secretary Jenkins. The contents 
of your letter of 17th Sept. last relating to the pirates com- 
plained of by the French Ambassador shall be, as much as in me 
lies, obeyed, but, as he gives no names of ship, commander or men, 
it will be hard to discover any of them. Too many of them are 
received and protected by the Governor of St. Thomas, Adolphus 
Esmit, as you may see more at large by the letters and depositions 
sent to the Lords Committee, and the French Ambassador men- 
tions nothing of the T'rompeuse, Jean Hamlyn commander, a 
French ship and all Frenchmen on board her, that plundered 
eleven English ships and tortured and murdered many of the 
King’s subjects. (Then follows the passage printed in State Trials, 
Vol. IX, col. 437, about his securing and sending home James 
Holloway.) In the meantime I send a copy of his letters and of a 
paper setting forth some reasons for his being concerned. The 
originals he has owned to me to be his hand. I thought it best to 
send them, when he goes, by Mr. Blackburn, clerk and Fellow of 
Christ Church, Oxford, they being of little use till he goes home, 
where you will find a dash over the material words or lines. 
Pray show the copies and originals to his Royal Highness, he 
being therein impudently traduced, besides intolerable reflections 
on his Majesty and government. I will take a bond from the 
master for Holloway’s delivery to a Secretary of State or the 
order of one of the Privy Council or to the governor or chief 
magistrate where the ship shall first arrive. Please acquaint his 
Majesty herewith and that William Wade, grocer in Bristol, 
brother to Nathaniel Wade mentioned in the list, be secured before 
it is known that Holloway is in custody, because both their evi- 
dences may do some service as Holloway informs. If the descrip- 
tion of these conspirators were sent to governors abroad, I do 
not question but some of them may be secured in the plantations. 

Posiscript.—Pray make an apology to the Lords Committee, 
if it be a fault not to impart the premises to them, for I thought 
it dut of their province and that they might not meet time enough 
to secure the party. I have had since three more names given 
me by Holloway, who were of a smaller cabal of conspiracy 
in Bristol, viz., Samuel Jacob, apothecary, Thomas Tyler, mercer, 
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and Benjamin Adlam, sugar-baker. [2 pages. Ibid. No. 66.]

Account of why and how far Holloway was concerned in a 


design to oppose Popery and arbitrary government. First, 
how he came to be concerned. Ever since he knew anything 
of trade his public spirit induced him more to the nation’s 
interest than his own. Having some knowledge in the linen 
trade and finding it might be easily brought to perfection in 
England he in ’78 for some time attended the last session 
of the Long Parliament, making what interest he could to 
get an Act passed for its encouragement. What he proposed 
was taking with both Houses and at Court also, all seeing 
somewhat of advantage to themselves in it, by which he gained 
great acquaintance with lords, commons, courtiers and others, 
from some of whom he had accounts how things went concerning 
the Popish plot and other affairs, and then had better thoughts 
of our master than since, but greater business prevented his 
designs. That parliament being dissolved and another 
called, he attended that also and all that have been since, 
but they had such great concerns in hand that he could get 
nothing done, yet was persuaded to wait in hopes of an oppor- 
tunity. He thus gained more and more acquaintance and 
came to know more how things were managed for the Popish 
interest and that, whatever was promised of good, nothing would 
be performed. In short he heard and saw so much that with 
others he was easily convinced that there was nothing but 
ruin designed for England, and that it was high time to make 
some preparation for our own defence, our defender choosing 
rather to destroy all his dominions, viz., the Protestant interest 
in them, than part with a treacherous brother. 


[Secondly, when College was acquitted] according to law by an 


honest jury, how was the county of Oxon searched for such as 
would believe the evidence and what Papist ever had such 
unkind usage at a trial as he had, how did both judges, 
counsel and juries at his trial show their resolution to hang 
him? And how has malice appeared against those Sheriffs 
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that made conscience in returning honest jurors and jurors 
that would not be tools for the Popish design, viz., Bethell, 
eic., Sheriffs and Wilmore, etc., jurors? And how often 
have blind tools cried out, The King could have no justice, 
when jurors would not hang Protestants for nothing? What 
shame is it that Englishmen, professed Protestants, should 
ever be such slaves and tools to serve the Duke, betraying all 
their posterity ? 

Thirdly, he could not but see that Popish and arbitrary design in 
taking away charters and how people by fair promises, with 
which they have been so often cheated, have been lulled into a 
belief that they should have far greater privileges and so have 
given them away. With note that this paper was taken out of 
James Holloway’s chest.

James Holloway to Sir W. Stapleton. It has been my hard 
fortune to hear too much of public affairs and to have too 
much a public spirit for one of my capacity, which has not 
only proved a loss of many hundred pounds to me but brought 
me to my present condition. What has been proved against 
me I know not, but whatever is true of it I will own, when I 
hear it. The two bad years past in these islands, I having 
large effects there, brought me in trouble with my creditors 
before any plot was discovered, which made me abscond. 
When absconded, I heard I was mentioned as concerned in the 
plot and being from home things went the worse on my side. 
I have been guilty of many rash words and actions and all 
through the acquvintance I met, when I thought of nothing 
but the promotion of the interest of the King and kingdom. 
What I endeavoured in that behalf was best known to the 
members of both Houses, especially to the Earl of Clarendon, 
the Lords of the Treasury, and the Commissioners of the 
Customs. As to my flight to these parts, it was not through 
fear or distrust of my prince’s mercy, but a design to look 
after what I had here. Had I more feared being taken, I 
might have continued in France or not come into these parts, 
where I am so well known. When I was taken at St. Hustatia, 
I might have made my escape. I have not had more content, 
since I came into these parts, than since I have been taken, for, 
as I know no sin too great for God to pardon, so I know my 
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prince has pardoned greater crimes than mine. I doubt 
by your order last night to keep me in trons you have some 
fear of my attempting an. escape, which is so far from my 
thoughts that, should an opportunity present, I had rather go 
home and cast myself before my prince for his mercy than do it. 
I am now in a fourfold prison, 1 in the island, 2 in the 
fort, 3 a strict guard, 4 in irons, and I only beg I may be 
cleared of the trons. That I may somewhat deserve favour, 
I wish you would order it so that William Wade, brother to 
Nathaniel Wade mentioned in the proclamation, be secured 
before it is known I am in custody, who with my evidence 
may do service. No man yet taken except myself can say 
any thing against him. When cleared of my fourth prison, 
I would be glad to come into your presence. I desire that 
what I now write or have spoken to you may be kept private 
and that none shall be debarred of coming to me, for none shall 
know what I write or declare to you. As to what I propose 
concerning Mr. Wade, perhaps I might a little assist you. 
The bearer is Mr. Bird, my correspondent at Antego, in 
whose and his partner’s hands I had considerable effects, 
which were all made over to my creditors before I came out 
or any thing was proved against me, but my creditors 
doubting the security of what was in their hands made me 
willing to come out and see how things stood. I hope you 
will send an order by the bearer that I may be discharged of 
my trons.

This is without the knowledge and 
consent of all the substantial inhabitants and is contrary to the 
interest of that poor place, and would be utter ruin to them, 
for, whereas the rents of their houses are now considerable by 
reason of free trade, when this shall be retrenched and none but 
freemen of the city permitted to exercise their professions no 
man will live among them, for those that are freemen will fix in 
more commodious parts of the city. Besides many burdensome 
payments and offices will fall on the inhabitants, if incorporated 
with the city. This township was the greatest sufferer in the 
late war, many of the houses being demolished to make place 
for the works and their gardens and orchards cast up into 
bulwarks, and it would be great pity they should now be utterly 
undone to gratify the city which on all occasions has flown in the 
face of Majesty. To avert this all the landholders and substantial 
inhabitants are petitioners that they may be delivered. These 
are the men in whom the whole rent interest of that township is 
vested and who support the burthens of taxes and levies, which, 
as a neighbour who for many years as the next Justice have been 
conversant in their affairs, I think myself obliged to certify in 
their behalf.

shall be discussed, and that regard may be had for satisfying 
the said Bishop of the few duties and tack duties aforesaid with 
the first of the said creditors, he having already made faith before 
them that the same are justly due, and in like manner that the 
tithes lately disponed to both the said bishops remain unalterably 
with them and their successors.

““A breviate of the evidence against Carstaires, Baillie and 
others.””’ Major Holmes deposes that the late Earl of Argyle’s 
long letter, No. 3, was to have been carried by Carstaires to 
Ferguson and that he showed Carstaires letters he had from the 
said late Earl and that Carstaires often asked him anent Argyle’s 
going to Scotland to carry on the conspiracy and told him that 
several persons of quality had proposed raising at first 30,0001. 
and at last agreed to 10,000/. and that the Duke of Monmouth 
and Lord Russell sent him word by Carstaires of the money to be 
remitted to the Earl for buying arms and that he was ordered to 
write this to the Earl by Carstaires who was to carry the letter 
to Holland and that by Reed in Argyle’s letters Carstaires was 
understood. 

(Then follow extracts from Shepard’s deposition of 27 June, 
1683, printed in State Trials, Vol. IX, col. 372), and from his 
information of 23 Dec., 1683, and from Zachariah Bourne’s 
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information of 10 Dec., 1683, both calendared ante, pp. 163, 142, 
about Carstaires and Baillie and also one from West’s deposition 
about what Ferguson told him printed in State Trials, Vol. IX, 
col. 423). 

It is to be observed that in the keys for deciphering Argyle’s 
letters there are particular ciphers for Baillie, Carstaires, Sir John 
Cochrane, the two Cessnocks and Commissary Monro, as likewise 
ciphers for the Scots gentlemen then in London. It is very 
remarkable that the ciphers for these Scotsmen appear clearly to 
be written in James Stewart’s hand. 

Carstaires was taken under the name of Swan and then called 
himself Moor, and at last confessed his name to be Carstaires 
and that he is acquainted with Ferguson, but says he has not seen 
him since the proclamation anent the conspiracy. Never delivered 
any letters to Ferguson prejudicial to the government. Con- 
fesses he is somewhat acquainted with Rumbold and that he had 
seen him a fortnight before the report of the conspiracy. Being 
asked what he knew of this conspiracy answers that that was no 
place for him to answer in any criminal matter. Has heard the 
report of some design in Scotland, but cannot own his hearing of 
it before the discovery of the plot. 

Baillie, being examined before his Majesty in Council, will 
make no answer to the whole affair and, being confronted with 
Shepard, Shepard deposes that Baillie told him that he advised 
Argyle to accept 10,0001. and that Mr. Charlton had undertaken 
to raise the whole sum, which he said he would get remitted into the 
deponent’s hands, to which Baillie makes no answer. Endorsed,

Roger L’Estrange to Secretary Jenkins. One Watts made an 
affidavit before me concerning a discourse betwixt him and John 
Goodlad concerning Sir Roger Norwich, Goodlad menacing Sir 
Roger with what he would do against him and that he would serve 
the greatest Whig in England to be revenged on him. An 
affidavit was also sent me with this expression, If the times 
turned, Sir Roger should be the first man he would kill. Laying 
these circumstances together, that Goodlad took up this pique 
when the conspiracy was in vigour, that there was to be a turning 
of times and more men killed, that in pursuance of his purpose he 
has applied himself to Mr. Charlton and by him been entertained, 
I could do no less than bring these matters before you. [Jbid. 
No. 91.] 


Sir Thomas Medowes to Secretary Jenkins. On behalf of Capt. 
Jeffrey Ward, a former Bailiff, desiring his Honour’s assistance in 
obtaining an order for him to inspect the guns and stores in the 
fort at the pier. It’s not designed to remove Mr. Pariss, the master 
gunner, he being about 64 and a civil person. [Jbid. No. 92.] 
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Richard Watts to Sir Joseph Williamson. Yesterday the 
Persian Merchant, Capt. Bowes commander, arrived in the Downs 
from East India. She has lost her passage twice and was thought 
to be foundered. Knowing that you have a great concern in that 
company I trouble you with this news. [Ibid. No. 93.] 


Col. William Strother and William Ogle to [the Duke of 
Newcastle]. We went nigh Berwick to consult with Captains 
Wrey and Wallis and some honest men there that might give us 
an account of what his Majesty’s order and your letter commanded 
us to inquire after concerning the abuses of that corporation, 
and they showed us what they had sent your Grace. What more 
we can find out shall be sent you. It’s told us that, when the 
Quo warranto comes down, we should have further abuses dis- 
covered. ‘Till then they seem afraid of the magistrates there. We 
hope to prove that the Mayor called a private guild and then 
ordered that 60]. should be taken out of the town’s purse to pay 
for several of their bailiffs’ and churchwardens’ excommunica- 
tions, which was not then known to the body corporate. [Jbid.

Articles of misgovernment against Berwick by John Harper. 
1. The burgesses have chosen persons as magistrates not qualified 
by the Corporation Act, as particularly the present Mayor and 
four Bailiffs. 2. The burgesses prescribed Nicholas Wressell, 
their lecturer during the late usurpation, to the free school of the 
borough, though he would not as they knew subscribe the declara- 
tion nor take the licence required by the Act of Uniformity. 
They paid him 60/. per annum. He holds conventicles, baptizes 
children (as I am informed), never appears at church nor taught 
the Church catechism though admonished to do both, but lately 
to the great displeasure of the town he is inhibited. 3. In ’82 
the churchwardens of the parish were cited to make their. present- 
ments, but not appearing were excommunicated for their con- 
tumacy and, continuing refractory for six months, a writ de 
excommunicato capiendo against them was delivered to the late 
Mayor, two of the Bailiffs being present. Their warrant on the 
writ was desired, being Sheriffs, to apprehend the churchwardens, 
but the Mayor said he did not understand the nature of it and 
would on the knowledge of it give his answer. About a fortnight 
after a warrant was again desired but all that could be gained 
from him was that he would do as the law required. The same 
only could be extracted from him the third time and, though 
some of the churchwardens were frequently in the Bailiffs’ 
company, they would not do their office. One of the Bailiffs, 
when told of the neglect of his duty, said they must act as the 
town ordered them. 4. Whereas there should be but one register 
book in the parish, they have erected a new one for baptisms, 
because the vicar would not record the names of those of whose 
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baptism he had no assurance, as being either unbaptized or 
baptized by those who usurped the office. When the vicar told 
the clerk he ought not to keep any such book, he answered he 
would so because the town had authorized him. 5. Four schis- 
matical preachers are resident in the town, who keep up the 
people in their disobedience to the laws. 6. The magistrates 
make use of conformity only to keep themselves in their places. 
Their wives never appear in the public place of worship; they 
leave them in the hands of the Dissenters as hostages. Noone 
with any zeal for his Majesty or the Church can ever hope for the 
white staff, any considerable place, traffic or friendship in the 
town. The trade is in the hands of a few rigid Dissenters, the 
other inferior creatures are their dependents. This is the reason 
why the strength and number of the few loyal members of this 
body are so weakened. Endorsed, ‘‘ 1683-4.” [Ibid. No. 95.]

The Earl of Gainsborough to Secretary Jenkins. I understand 
by Capt. FitzJames, who has lately purchased a foot company 
in the garrison of Portsmouth, that his commission will not be 
delivered till you are assured of my consent. I am well pleased 
with the agreement between him and Col. Halsall and think him 
very well qualified to serve him in that command. Ibid. No. 98.] 


Statement by Shadrach Fox that he has been three times 
before Secretary Jenkins, always pretending that he went to 
acquaint him of some mines royal he discovered in the North to 
prevent any suspicion of his real intentions. Soon after his 
second being there John Blunt, now a prisoner in the Fleet, 
son-in-law to Major Humes and a rigid Fanatic, spoke to him to this 
effect. You have been to Whitehall on pretence to discover some 
mines royal, but your business was to discover arms imported, 
which Fox would not own. Then Blunt said, You think you do 
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things very privately, but nothing is done against us at Whitehall 
but we presently know it, and gave him some particular hints of 
the Secretary’s office and bade him look the next time he went 
whether there was not a door in the corner of the room joining 
the office, insinuating as though from thence they had their 
intelligence, for he added that three or four were always writing 
there and said, When a man thinks himself very private in the 
office yet he is heard by others. 23 Jan., but two days after his 
deposition, Mr. Harvey came to the Fleet and with Hetherington 
and Blunt sent to speak with Fox, but he would not go to them 
though they stayed four hours and sent often for him, nor can he 
imagine that Harvey or Hetherington had any business with 
him but about what he had discovered of Hetherington’s delivering 
Harvey sixteen cases of Dutch screwed pistols. He has been fully 
informed of great quantities of arms lodged in another part of 
the kingdom far from Newcastle, but these coming into the hands 
of great men both in the country and parliament and fearing 
they might have speedy advice and thereby an opportunity to 
ruin him he begs pardon for not being particular therein now, 
but will do it to his Royal Highness or any he shall nominate. 
Prefixed is a copy of his deposition of 21 Jan., calendared ante, 
p- 230.

Minutes of the proceedings of the Privy Council. Present, his 
Majesty, his Royal Highness, Lord Keeper, Lord Privy Seal, 
Duke of Ormonde, Earls of Sunderland and Rochester, Lord 
Chief Justice, Mr. Godolphin and Secretary Jenkins. (Giving 
the examinations of Sheriff and Bell to the same effect as their 
informations calendared post, p. 260.) Paper by West read.

Paper by West. Col. Romsey seems to have very much forgot 
himself in his whole evidence at Col. Sydney’s trial except the 
first passage about the meeting at Shephard’s house. He pretends 
he knew nothing of the design carrying on by the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, the Earl of Essex, Lord Russell, Lord Howard, Col. 
Sydney and Mr. Hampden but what he had from me and Mr. 
Goodenough. He first imparted it to us immediately after those 
lords and gentlemen had entered on the design, first at the 
Salutation tavern immediately after Christmas, where were he, 
Goodenough, Rumbold and myself. I never heard of Lord 
Howard or Mr. Hampden being concerned in it from any but 
from Col. Romsey only. Soon afterwards he told me and Mr. 
Wade the same thing and proposed we should draw up a scheme 
of fundamentals to be presented to the council of six for their 
approbation, which was done at Mr. Wade’s chamber, and Col. 
Romsey himself undertook to deliver them to Lord Russell, but 
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he since told me he put them into Ferguson’s hands, who about 
this time returned from Holland, and that the answer was, all 
things should be left to a parliament. This is so remarkable a 
passage that I wonder he can forget it. He went frequently to 
Ferguson to inquire of the progress of the treaty with the Scots 
and twice or oftener I went with him to or met him at Ferguson’s 
lodgings. 

He is not less mistaken in the account of the design of dividing 
the City into twenty parts, which he says was carrying on in 
March, April and May and that the meetings were at my chamber. 
That design was never thought on till after the Scotch treaty 
was broken about the middle of May, nor was there any meeting 
at my chamber about it, for it was first set on foot at the Young 
Devil tavern in Fleet Street and never in my chamber. It is 
true Col. Romsey met Mr. Wade and Mr. Goodenough once or 
twice at my chamber, but accidentally and not by appointment. 

He further says I had discourse with Lord Howard about the 
design carrying on with the Scots. I never had any such discourse 
nor ever told Col. Romsey I had so, for my discourse with Lord 
Howard was of a new project he proposed to me and I told 
Col. Romsey what it was. 

These mistakes have occasioned reflections on me and the 
plot, which I could not help but take notice of at the trial, and I 
will be ready to do any thing to assert the truth. [S.P. Dom., 
Car. II. 436, No. 100.] 


Another paper (apparently by Col. Romsey). Mr. West told 
me he often discoursed Mr. Shephard concerning the money to be 
returned into Holland for the Scots to buy arms, and that Mr. 
Shephard several times told him he had promises of the money 
and expected daily to receive it, and Mr. West believes that Mr. 
Shephard was privy to the whole transaction with the Scots, for it 
was not probable they would trust him with the money and the 
knowledge of the designed use of it, unless he had been acquainted 
with the whole affair.

vouchsafe no answer, to the view of a leading Kidderman in the 
town, not thorough paced with the government as I apprehend, I 
looked on all as a sham. However at our sessions he being told 
that a Quo warranto was coming, told me of it and said if there did 
it should be seen the King had some loyal subjects in Ipswich, 
till when, I replied, you determine to act the part of a Trimmer. 
I hold it very essential to the King’s interest there were some 
inspection into the government of that town, and, if possible, after 
a due modelling of the 12 and 24 the elections to be placed in them 
and the rabble, who are numerous and sufficiently factious, 
wholly excluded. If you discourse this gentleman, who is a 
sound man and has delivered somewhat in order to this affair to 
the Attorney General, I believe he will give you some further 
light and be found a necessary agent. [Ibid. No. 105.] 


John Davis (?) to Secretary Jenkins. In my last I omitted 
to give you an account of the proceedings of Sir John Knight and 
the Town Clerk about our new charter. Capt. Neson (Eston), 
when Mayor, procured a surrender of the governing part of ‘it, 
in which there was no mention of Town Clerk or Steward, those 
offices being no part of the government but immediate servants 
to the city, but Sir John, having obliged himself to the Town Clerk 
to have him nominated in the new charter that so the city might 
have no command over him and that they might govern jointly, 
procured a new instrument of surrender to be sent to the city, 
wherein these two offices were inserted. The city very readily 
complied and ordered that his Majesty be petitioned to regrant 
these two offices in to the hands of the city. Now these two 
persons inform us that the King has denied to regrant these two 
offices, which we have some grounds not to believe but that on the 
contrary he knows nothing of it, having confidence he will not 
deny the city so small a request. The way things are managed 
here at present gives great discontent to all loyal men here, 
to see they must now be governed by these two proud hot-headed 
gentlemen, which will be a cause of dissension among us. Their 
whole dependence is on the Duke of Beaufort and he cannot 
consider the ground he loses daily here in the hearts of the 
loyal people. The only argument for the Town Clerk is that he 
left his practice to serve the city, which was not worth his bread. 
He is arrived to that height of pride that he is above both Mayor 
and Justices and minds nothing but his hunting and his fees, he 
will be absent fourteen days together and never give account of his 
going or coming. If he take that liberty now, what will he do 
when the Mayor and Justices have no power over him? He was 
never looked on as a loyal man. His father was a great rebel 
and he, when Capt. Neson was Mayor, was accused to be the head 
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of the grand club at the Mermaid that gave rules to all the rest 
about the late conspiracy. It is presumed that, if Col. Rumsey 
would speak the truth, he would have been found to have had a 
great command in this city, if that conspiracy had taken effect. 
[Ibid. No. 106.] 


John Playters to the Earl of Arlington. I cannot but give you 
an account of some remarks I have made within a year past. 
The principal is the reassuming confidence of the monthly Non- 
conformists which is especially conceived to be from the slack 
issuing of process out of the Exchequer and because there has 
not been a levy in any of these parts on the statute of 201. a 
month, though several have been convicted at assizes and sessions 
and the Clerk of the Assizes said he had made return of the con- 
victions into the Exchequer and I presume the Clerk of the 
Peace has done the same. Where the stop is is the mysterious 
part, but of late I heard that Tobias Murdock of Beccles on Sunday 
and Monday 4 and 5 Nov. last repaired to the church of Yoxford, 
12 miles from Beccles, and ’tis supposed got there a certificate of 
his conformity. How far such certificate has been allowed I 
have not heard, but against the last Beccles quarter sessions he 
was presented again for a month’s absence from Beccles church, 
where he has been resident since 5 Nov. last. 

Of Scotch pedlars, who formerly travelled with packs at their 
backs, between the middle of Feb. and beginning of May last there 
were near forty in Suffolk and Norfolk, who had horses to carry 
their goods, of which I gave account to the judges the last assizes, 
who directed the Justices ‘to bind them to the sessions and there 
indict them as vagrants, and this Christmas sessions they removed 
the indictment by certiorari into the King’s Bench. [Jbid. 
No. 107.]

Richard Greenwood to Secretary Jenkins. Fourn tells me that 
30 Jan. he heard it discoursed at the Hackney in our street that the 
prentices would make some disturbance on Shrove Tuesday and 
that, if the boys were got handsomely together, there would be 
something to do. On Saturday he was there again and at the 
Bull and heard the same discourse and the master of the Hackney 
bid a pox take them for cowardly dogs, they had borne it long 
enough already, they would bear it till they had nothing left, and 
said he was forced to go to church to save what he had, but would 
own himself a hypocrite. Being there again yesterday and 
hearing them on the same strain, he said the Trained Bands 
were commonly up on that day. It was replied they would meet 
in the Upper Moorfield and there the Trained Bands had nothing 
to do. One relating how the astrologer at Greenwich came by his 
death, several replied, It would have been well if the Duke of 
York had been in his place for, so long as he is in being, they must 
expect nothing good. He observed two men in much better 
habit than any that used to come there, but knew neither of 
them. 

I hope these are but Presbyterian bravadoes, it being such public 
discourse, but, could any expedient be thought of to prevent the 
importation of wrought silks or to discourage the wearing of them 
here, that that people might be kept at work, I think there would 
be less danger from these parts, for I understand their trade is 
not only very bad now but they believe there is little probability 
without his Majesty’s assistance of its being better, which causes 
much discontent among them. I know a great many weavers 
are loyal good men, yet I have observed that all those that 
frequent the clubs are all led by the faction and am afraid they 
herd too much amongst them. I have heard and believe that 
above 200,000 persons depend on the weaving trade and that the 
encouragement of that trade would much advance the woollen 
manufacture. The reason given is that most of the raw silk is 
bought with our woollen cloth. I understand that Parson Reve 
preached in Hare Street last Sunday and that they are now 
setting up their pews that were lately pulled down and fitting of 
locks with as much confidence as if they were sure of a toleration 
or that authority dare not disturb them. [2 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Car.

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Secretary Jenkins to Mr. Graham. I do not know but that in 
the trial coming on to-morrow use may be made of the testimonies 
of Sherwood, alias Sheriff, and Bell of Newcastle, who were 
confronted here with Aaron Smith last Saturday night.

When that trial is 
over I would be glad to know whether they may be dismissed 
home or must be detained longer, for their being here is somewhat 
chargeable.

Secretary Jenkins to Henry Brabant. I am commanded to 
send you the affidavit enclosed.

the sea again, which we have not done for above these three 
weeks. Yesterday there came ten mails from Ireland all together 
and before the end of the week I hope I may hear from Holland 
and I believe sooner from France. As for news Lord Danby 
was yesterday before the judges of the King’s Bench suing to be 
bailed. Nothing was then done in it though the Chief Justice 
was clear in it that it could not be refused him because the two 
youngest judges desired more time to consider of it, so that yet it 
may be done before the end of the term. I am sure ’tis reasonable 
it should. Mr. Hampden is to be tried to-morrow only for 
misdemeanour and not for treason, there being yet but one positive 
witness against him as to the last... .”

Being told that the 
conveyance of letters to Ireland is now open, I hasten to pay 
you a long intermitted duty and congratulate with you the birth of 
your son.

Excellency and the Council to the Lords of the Treasury with 
as favourable a reference as is used here in such cases, after his 
Majesty himself had recommended the affair in a special manner 
to the Lords and directed that the Lord Lieutenant might be 
spoken with about it, but I have no report brought me by Mr. 
Castleton yet about it. 

This night will be due and in arrear seven mails out of France 
and so from Flanders and Holland. By this you may guess in 
what a profound ignorance we are of what passes on the Continent. 
I am in pain for Lord Dartmouth, having not heard from him 
since 19 November. [S.P. Ireland, Car. II. 341, p. 160.] 


Statement by William Battie of Hitcham, Suffolk. I can make 
oath that the conventicles held in Ipswich were in 1675 and 1676 
being informed against, the informer on a fobb action was im- 
prisoned and put into the dungeon and exposed at the grate for a 
spectacle, whereon I procured him bail. That informer with 
others afterwards gave in informations to the Bailiffs, who indeed 
received them and gave out warrants for levying distresses and 
committed the same to the proper officers, who neglecting the 
execution were connived at or at furthest only indicted and the 
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court fees paid and acquitted. In one parish some warrants 
being executed against persons that had only shops there, when 
new warrants were to be executed against the same persons the 
magistrates gave them to the parish where their houses were, 
because they had before given other warrants there, which they 
knew neither had nor could be executed. 

As to the warrants that were executed, the instant the officers 
were executing them the persons called to assist them were arrested 
by warrants from the Bailiffs, when it was demonstrated to the 
Bailiffs that no action lay against them but the very executing of 
their own warrants, which behaviour of the magistrates animated 
the Dissenters and discouraged not only the prosecutors but the 
officers of other parishes, and the rather because they saw that 
those who did execute the warrants could prevail neither with the 
town sergeants nor any inhabitants to assist them and, being there- 
fore forced to send for strangers, those strangers, though utterly 
unknown to the persons on whom the warrants were executed, 
were yet arrested, 4001. actions laid on them, made prisoners 
and held to special bail. Several persons from divers parts of the 
county offered to be bail for them, but no bail would be accepted 
but inhabitants of known estate in the town, which was at last 
procured for them, and the next court made it appear to the 
magistrates, what they could not but know very well before, 
that there was no real ground of action against them, for the 
prosecuters let the suits fall and paid costs. 

The warrants not being executed in other parishes and the 
officers being out of office, I desired the magistrates to proceed 
against them according to the Act of Conventicles and to renew 
warrants to the succeeding officers for levying the fines, which they 
refused to do. In 1677 I complained to the Court of King’s 
Bench of this neglect, where I obtained a rule requiring the 
magistrates to send out their warrants to levy the fines unlevied 
by the contempt of the former officers. I served this rule on the 
magistrates and Town Clerk, which they did not regard, for never 
was any warrant granted on it. 

In 1678 three weeks before July I desired they would hold 
sessions at the appointed time in that month because such 
matters by the Act against Conventicles could be determined 
only in quarter sessions, but no sessions were then held. The 
same year three weeks before Michaelmas I renewed my desires 
for sessions, but it would not be granted. If they had sessions 
that year, they were not held at the time for quarter sessions and, 
whether any thing could be done or not pursuant to that rule at 
such sessions, I am able to swear that nothing was done, and that 
through neglect great sums are still unlevied, whereby all prosecu- 
tion becoming fruitless, the factions have been more and more 
emboldened. 

I had two rules of the Court of King’s Bench. It was pre- 
tended by the magistrates that the first did not give them clear 
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instructions, whereon I moved the Court the following term 
and on the motion Mr. Williams, Mr. Holt and Mr. Ventres 
opposed ; notwithstanding which the rule was confirmed, ex- 
plained and enlarged. This opposition made me believe it was 
the solicitation of the Fanatics themselves, but, when I served 
the rule, I found the Clerk of the Peace had it before me and I 
can make it appear that, whilst I appeared for the King, I was 
opposed by the King’s magistrates. [4 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Car.

He says he was in company with about half a dozen Anabaptists 
in Pearle Street, where they keep a club, where some of them said, 
it would not be long before they had a sword at their breeches, 
which seemed to be the sense of the whole company, which made 
me take the more notice of what I heard Mr. Done, the curate of 
Shoreditch, say last Wednesday, viz., that, when the parliament 
was sitting, Mr. Woodward of Hogsdon desired a friend of his 
to go with him to the Sun behind the Exchange, where were a 
great many citizens. The first thing done was to make a collection 
for Goodenough. Then they agreed on an address to the 
Common Hall and discoursing what they would do, if the parlia- 
ment were dissolved, some were for shutting up their shops, 
others for putting on swords, to which they all agreed, and he 
remembered that for some time Woodward wore a sword and he 
observes he has lately put on his sword again and wishes it has not 
a signification. This Woodward is a man of good parts but an 
atheistical rogue and it’s the opinion of some judicious persons 
that he may know as much of the plot as Goodenough. 

Postscript. Yesterday Mr. Reve preached in Hare Street and 
afterwards by the favour of the clerk, his relation, was admitted 
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to the company of the parson and some more of the chief, where 
all their discourse was concerning the Duke of Monmouth. The 
substance, as far as I could gather, was how miraculously God 
had preserved him hitherto, which sure was for some great work. 
They believed he was the person they must expect deliverance 
from. He was now sent beyond seas, which, they feared, was 
in order to be trepanned out of his life. If so, they must bestir 
themselves or be undone for ever. They were sure there was not 
one Churchman in four but would be for him.

Enclosed is a copy of his examination and 
all his papers have been examined since but nothing material 
found, so I admitted him to bail to appear on ten days’ notice if 
required. Luke Harle, the other person named in the informa- 
tion, was sick, so I sent a friend to him and he declared he had 
bought five pair of pistols from Vyner and no other arms and never 
had any arms from him to dispose of. Ralph Collingwood says 
the same, whose examination is annexed. Hetherington living 
in Gateside out of this county I have done nothing about him, 
but, if you think it advisable to have him examined, I shall take 
care in it. I have taken Anthony Lamb’s account of Vyner, 
which is also enclosed. Fox, that gives the information, lived 
hereabouts some time and was joined with this Vyner in managing 
an iron forge and went by the name of Forrester. He failed and 
went off under ill circumstances. [Jbid. No. 122.] Enclosed, 
The examination of Richard Vyner. Before he came here he 
lived at Warrington and came here about five years ago last 
August and stayed but a short time. About three months after 
he went to Holland from Yarmouth and brought back here 
three pair of holster pistols and a fuzee. He afterwards 
went to Ireland and then from Newcastle to Rotterdam and 
brought back three pair of holster pistols and four swords. He 
was sent back by Forrester, master of an iron forge near 
Newcastle, to seek a potter for iron pots at Liege, where he 
hired one, and brought back more pistols to Newcastle, but 
cannot remember the exact number. He bought altogether about 
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twelve pair and brought them to Anthony Lamb’s house, where 
he lodged. He sold him two pair, three to Luke Harle, two 
to Richard Johns and two to Sam. Forrester. He never gave 
any to any tradesmen to dispose of. He was at the college of 
English Jesuits at Liége and heard there that Lord Shaftesbury 
was committed to the Tower for high treason several days before 
he was according to the newspaper committed, and heard at 
the same time that one of the late Duke of Norfolk’s gentlemen 
had begged leave to go to England to see Lord Shaftesbury 
executed. Has often said he would not sell any of his pistols 
to a Papist, but cannot remember whether he said to a person 
Popishly affected. Sold two pair of pistols and a fuzee at 
Dublin. Wasa servant twelve months to one that went by the 
name of Samuel Forrester but his right name was Shadrach 
Fox. Feb. 9, 1683-4. 

The examination of Ralph Collingwood. Never bought any 
arms whatever of Richard Viner but once saw six pair of pistols 
and two swords in his chamber. Never had any to sell for 
Viner or any other. Feb. 11, 1683-4. [Nearly 2 pages. 
Ibid. No. 122 1.] 

The examination of Anthony Lambe. Richard Viner came 
here about 44 years ago and soon after went into Holland 
and returned, but what he carried with him or brought back 
I know not. I caused him to take the oaths of allegiance and 
supremacy and then he came to lodge at my house and did 
so by times for about two years. He has been with me at 
Divine service and sermon. I desired him to bring me one 
or two pair of good pistols, which he did, and he gave me a 
pair of pocket pistols. One of the two pair I gave to Ralph 
Delaval and the other I have. I know nothing of any 
quantity by him imported and I never heard anything from 
him touching king or state, but he behaved very civilly. 
Twice or thrice I saw one called Forrester with him at my 
house, but know not their business. This was when the talk of 
the Popish plot was in hand. I also desired him to bring for 
me from Holland a good sword blade, which he did, and what 
goods he traded with I know not. He went to Ireland with one 
Browne.

was not duly argued for want of counsel, that the same ought 
to be reversed by appeal to the King and Council, and that the 
statute that says a peer’s house shall not be searched without the 
Lord Lieutenant or Deputy Lieutenant, etc., for arms does not 
affect our case nor exempt any house or place from being searched 
for traitors especially in so hot and close a pursuit as we then were 
in. But I refer this and all other matters to your more mature 
determination. After I had so eminently hazarded my life and 
fortune in accusing and actually apprehending Aaron Smith and 
Simon and Samuel Mayn, by virtue of your warrant and that of 
three Deputy Lieutenants to search for and seize arms, etc., and 
by the assistance of several parties of militia horse assigned by the 
Ear! of Bridgwater, I made a strict search for above twenty days 
and nights together and seized a great quantity of concealed arms, 
etc., at Mr. Wharton’s and Mr. Hampden’s and narrowly missed 
Goodenough and Ayliffe at Enfield and also at Sir Roger Hill’s. 
After Lord Paget and Justice Newman had trepanned me out of 
Whitehall and secured me without warrant or commitment a 
day and night close prisoner and without warrant seized and 
perused some of my private papers, and after I was released by 
you and committed four days to a messenger’s custody and on 
an examination before'a Cabinet council, then and not till then 
Lord Paget and Sir Roger, to stiffle my testimony, pretended I 
had robbed them in searching their houses, whereon I was re- 
committed to the Gatehouse to be prosecuted, but I was confined 
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above five months and neither prosecuted, tried, bailed or dis- 
charged though I thrice tendered 10,000/. bail. At last Lord 
Paget shrank his pretensions to an indictment of trespass only 
and suffered that too to sleep for four sessions, so that at last I 
was forced to impanel a jury at my own charge and give notice 
of trial at Hicks’ Hall, but then to deprive me of the defence I 
had there made ready of witnesses and counsel he removed the 
cause and without notice tried it by surprise at the Old Bailey. 

Sir Roger resolves to prosecute me at the next Aylesbury 
assizes, 3 March. The guards assigned to assist us in our said 
search of Lord Paget’s and Sir Roger’s house are a party of Sir 
Francis Compton’s troop and are our only witnesses. My life 
and reputation lie at stake and can be preserved only by their 
testimony at the trial. Being a young man and rendered defence- 
less through a long imprisonment, I am altogether incapable of 
taking such effectual measures as my case requires. Since I 
have fallen under these unhappy circumstances and through my 
said services have created many inveterate animosities amongst 
the factious party, and Lord Paget and Sir Roger and others 
through their instigation have made great stickling to stiffle 
my evidence and irritate his Majesty and Council and yourself 
against me, I hope you will not prejudge my cause but consider 
there is always a malignant party always ready to stigmatize 
those that are most loyal and indefatigable to serve his Majesty. 
Therefore I pray your favourable assistance that the said party 
of the Guards may be specially ordered to attend and give their 
testimony on my behalf at my trial at Aylesbury and that all my 
said warrants and papers may be forthwith redelivered me or 
secured in some safe hands ready to produce at my trial.

lordship’s consent. With the first company I could not be ad- 
mitted though two of the six were, who told him I was come to 
throw myself at his mercy and would not contend with him 
and to that end was advised not to give bail below, yet there was a 
first Habeas corpus and a second and with it a writ against the 
Sheriffs, one of them in person commanded to bring me into 
court, where I was forced to give bail and to plead, and there must 
be a trial about 13 or 14 March, which must prove my ruin and 
my family’s, if you do not contrive to release me out of these 
troubles. My wife sent a petitionary letter to the Countess, 
which went twice and she durst not look on it, which would 
move a hard heart though I know hers is not such. Wherefore 
I beseech you have pity on a poor distressed subject and for 
the sake of my poor wife .now delivered of two boys, who in 
ridicule were named in a club of my inveterate enemies one 
Scandalum and the other Magnatum. My whole reliance is in 
my king and you, for which reason I deny what is put on me, 
viz., a petition to his Majesty under the common seal, this being 
an assembly day, and I could have what I would in that kind.

I told them all my passages 
as I have here writ and that I had those in town that would make 
it out. I did and do declare that I cannot tell whether you are 
Monsaughlin or not, for I never saw the man though I often 
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heard of him nor ever saw you before the last night. I was safely 
but gently secured till to-day, when I sent for Esquire Long, who 
came with others and made out what I had declared in my 
examination, producing letters from Ireland to the same effect, and 
Sir John Fitzgerald and he became bound for my appearance 
and I was set at liberty. It is very strange I should be taken in 
this populous city, but I believe it is by means of one out of 
Ireland. Perhaps you know Major Harman that lives near 
Carlow. He is here. I saw his man, little Derby, in a room in 
Blue Post tavern, where I was a prisoner, and I was told Major 
Harman was in the next room. I do not know what to think, 
if it did not proceed from that, for he, being informed by some of 
my friends that I came to this city, knew me and discovered 
it.

They 
were all of opinion that Davis (Farrington’s coachman) should 
have a further reprieve, if his Majesty should so please, and that 
I should send to the Mayor of Chichester to examine all the 
comforters and receivers of that felon. And I should examine 
Ward, the distiller, in this town, since it is very probable that it 
will appear from the several testimonies what are the true colours 
of Farrington. 

Amsterdam is still in the same humour and Friesland falls into 
it. The French and the Empire are more likely to come to terms 
of accommodation than the French and Spaniards.

If you would have the men he accuses seized, Sir 
Emanuel Moor lives just in the midst of them all and will appre- 
hend them on your commands. I beg your pleasure what I shall 
do with this informer Wallis.

The information of Alexander Wallis, merchant, of Bar[n]staple 
taken before Lord Shannon, Col. Cotter and James Barry. 
About two months ago he lodged in Galway at the house of 
William Stanley, where he met John Donovan, who came to 
offer his services to Stanley to go to the Islands.—I observing 
Donovan to lie under some great trouble of mind, asked him 
the reason and at last he told me he knew of a plot and was 
troubled he could not go for England to discover it and that, 
if he spoke of it in this kingdom, he should be certainly made 
away with. At length he told me he had been at West 
Carbery to see Daniel O’Sullivan, his kinsman, who lives at 
Ardagh near Castle Haven, who asked him if he continued 
of the Roman religion. Donovan told him he was sent a 
boy into Maryland, where he had lived 14 or 15 years among 
the Protestants and had gone to church with them. Daniel 
said he hoped he had not lost an inward love in his heart for 
the old religion. Donovan told him he had not, on which he 
told him he would trust him with a secret, if he would swear 
secrecy, which he did. Then he told him the Irish clergy and 
gentry were out of their livings and estates and had made their 
addresses to the French King for his assistance, whose answer 
was, his thoughts were on greater matters and he could spare 
them no assistance but he would settle his affairs so as by 
May ’84 to be able to assist them with a greatarmy. The said 
Daniel further told him that he and his complices were 
employing four or five persons to go to England and wait in 
London for an opportunity to kill the King, and that, if he 
would make one, he should have a great reward as soon as it 
was effected. Donovan told him he would. Then said he, 

You need never return to Maryland, for, as soon as the work 
is done, we have arms all ready to destroy the English root 
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and branch. Donovan asked him who were to join with him 
to kill the King? He told him five persons (names given), 
among them Cornelius Donovan, who, Donovan believes, may 
make some discovery, for talking with him about massacring 
all the English, Cornelius told him ’twas pity so many women 
and children should be killed. All these five live in West 
Carbery and John Donovan further said that Jeremy Donovan, 
belonging to the Queen, was to assist them in London and 
that he went to Waterford with his said cousin Daniel, who, 
fearing he might discover this secret, sent to Osborne, a Water- 
ford merchant, to arrest him in an action of 5001., so he was 
kept in prison there six months. Osborne told him, if he 
would return to his cousin, he would give him a guinea and 
lend him a horse, but he, fearing for his life, would not go 
and he believes all these persons are gone for England on 
this design, which they said they would attempt next May.

Those I have pitched on I cannot see wil) be of any prejudice to 
the University and therefore I submit to you that the alteration of 
the number of Aldermen I conceive will be for his Majesty’s 
service, because it will give occasion to introduce a new set of 
honest men and to leave out the present ill men and those in 
future will be at his Majesty’s disposal to displace. When you. 
are satisfied there is nothing therein prejudicial to the University, 
pray return the papers.

Secretary Jenkins to Sir Robert Sawyer. Thanking him for his 
letter of that morning relating to the Oxford charter with an 
account of the privileges desired by the city.—I must give you 
an account of the progress of the first petition of the Oxford men. 
The first article was to desire a pardon for all past forfeitures. 
To this the University except that they having had several 
grants on former forfeitures and seizures of the city franchises, it 
is prayed that the pardon may be limited in point of time, for 
instance since the last Act of Oblivion, that it may have no 
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retrospect on such former forfeitures and grants made thereon 
to the University. This the Lord Keeper thought an over-abun- 
dant caution on the part of the University yet said that some 
word should be inserted in the pardon that should remove all 
causes of jealousy to the University. 

In the first petition they prayed they might have eight Aldermen 
and five assistants instead of four Aldermen by charter and one by 
prescription as also eight assistants. To this the Doctors answered 
that the number of Aldermen being increased a pretence would be 
given to have them put into the commission of the peace and 
consequently let them into an advantage to out-veto the Justices 
that are of the University at quarter and petty sessions. The 
Doctors added that in the title of the corporation no notice is taken 
of Aldermen, the whole being, Mayor, Baliffs and commonalty, 
and, the four Aldermen they had being instituted by Henry III and 
granted not to the city but to the University, it was now prayed 
the number might not be augmented, since there was no necessity 
for it and that it would be made use of to the prejudice of the 
University. 

In the first petition they pray for a haire market for all live 
cattle every Wednesday on Broken Hayes and a horse fair on 
Tuesday and Wednesday in Lent in St. Mary Magdalen parish. 
The Doctors answered that, though Broken Hayes was by its 
situation chiefly offensive to Gloucester Hall and St. John’s and 
Baliol Colleges as lying nearest to it, yet the passage of beasts 
to and from through the chief streets of the city will be a great 
nuisance to the whole University. In former ages such regard 
has been had to the sweetness, quiet and cleanliness of the place 
that by solemn process of law the Butchers’ row (?) formerly kept 
in the High Street has been removed as a nuisance to another 
place in the city and by like process all slaughter-houses removed 
out of the city and not suffered to be kept within the walls, 
and therefore it is conceived this may be as great a nuisance. 
There is the less need of it because there are already such markets 
and fairs very near as at Thame and Abingdon. The place in 
Magdalen parish for the horse fair is the street before the theatre 
and public schools, there being no other place in that parish 
capable of such a fair, and therefore it will be a great annoyance 
to the University and a disturbance to the students in the 
performance of their solemn exercises of Lent. 

Under pretence of this haire market in Broken Hayes and what 
else they may pretend to by a grant of a market therein by King 
James’ charter they would by degrees remove to this place the 
University market now kept within the city, the government 
and perquisites whereof now belong to the University, and deprive 
them of it and cause the creation of a multitude of cottages and 
alehouses and disorderly houses in these outplaces which will 
make it more difficult to keep the young scholars in good order 


. and discipline. His Majesty, having heard their reasons, absolutely 
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rejected this article about the market and fair as also the former 
about the Aldermen. 

Two articles more in the first petition are denied likewise. 
The first was to have the Mayor for the time being made a Justice 
for the county ; the other was to have St. Clement’s parish joined 
to the corporation. This I note, because it is a wonder to me how 
the city come to annex these heads to their new petition since they 
were over-ruled as well as these two last points by his Majesty, who 
declared to the Doctors at their returning to Oxford that nothing 
should be done to the prejudice of the University. The Doctors 
being returned home and having reported that his Majesty had 
rejected all the points they had been instructed to oppose, it is 
not in my power without commission from the Duke of Ormonde, 
our Chancellor, and from the governors of the University to 
consent to anything relating to the augmenting of the number of 
Aldermen or the grant of the market and fair. If the city bring 
these questions before the King again, I must beg his Majesty and 
so will the Duke of Ormonde too that the University ray have 
notice to attend.

My lords are of opinion that in the preface (for you are desired 
to prepare a new proclamation) you should mention the enclosed 
proclamation and that you should in few words represent the 
inconveniencies intended to be redressed and prevented by this 
new one. It will readily occur to you that the mention of his 
Royal Highness is to be omitted in this new proclamation and 
I think there is to be inserted instead Our Lord High Admiral for 
the time being or Our Commissioners for executing the office of 
Lord High Admiral, if that be the right title of the Commissioners. 
You are desired to prepare this new proclamation for the Council 
next Wednesday and to consider whether it should bear date at 
Whitehall on that Council day or at Newmarket the day the King 
signs it. 

I had yesterday begun to write to thank you for your kind 
communication to me of the Oxford business, but I am under 
such a pressure that I have not been able to finish the letter, but, 
the matter in hand requiring haste, I think it my duty to dispatch 
it.

When it was moved 
by myself for an absolute surrender, it was utterly rejected and 
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none stood by me in it but Sir Ralph Jenison and two or three 
commoners, who had this answer given us, that his Majesty did 
not require it and therefore they would comply to what the letter 
desired, and thereupon unanimously resolved to renew the charter, 
whereby they think to preserve that absolute rule they bear now 
and that it will be but little eclipsed by his Majesty’s approbation 
of the Sheriff only, for they dream of little or no other alteration. 
I look on this affair, especially at this juncture, to be of infinite 
concernment and therefore humbly present my thoughts therein, 
which are that, unless his Majesty reserve the approbation likewise 
of the Mayor and at least of every new Alderman (for tis them 
that rule here and not the Sheriff), they will not value the Sheriff’s 
being in his Majesty’s choice but maintain the advantage they 
have got here to the great discouragement of the loyal party, 
who have for several years been basely slighted by this pre- 
dominant faction, who grow every day stronger, for, if the 
Mayor and Aldermen be left still to the same liberty they have 
for some years followed in the choice of Aldermen, the government 
here will stand worse for the King, for they frequently choose 
persons that have never been Sheriffs, as I can give several 
instances. I now take myself bound to lay all open to you, which 
hitherto I have been backward in, which is that lately I am sure 
some persons have been elected of republican principles, others 
downright trimmers and to uphold the faction. I ascertain you 
none but such will be chosen for the future, if left to their will, 
for now’s the time to curb them, for this Davison is a person of 
that ambition and affecting popularity that nothing less than the 
government of the whole town will serve his turn, for, whoever is 
Mayor, he is dictator and every year industriously packs most of 
the electors, Common Council and grand jurors, by which means no 
concernment for the King has been at any time heartily espoused 
and I have had very ill usage among them, having on all such 
motions been wholly slighted.

African Company and have declared such intention in the places 
beyond the seas where they now are: requiring them forthwith 
to issue orders to any of the frigates in the Downs or cruising that

able to compute it, the expiration is not till next St. Thomas’ 
Day, for the former lease commenced as our grant expresses it 
on 21 Dec. in the 27th of Elizabeth and being for 99 years it does 
not, as I reckon it, expire till next December. I am informed 
that the last tenant will not give above 80/. a year and indeed I 
cannot be informed it can be let at above 100l., which will not 
save the College harmless, except the town take off part of the 
charge laid on us by the grant. Sometime this week we intend to 
employ a friend to go and view the thing and get us the best 
account he can of its true value. I think it our interest to get 
possession as soon as we can, especially seeing the tenant himself 
owns the expiration of the lease, but of this and the whole matter 
I crave your opinion and advice. Henry Rogers, the late school- 
master, advises me that the young man whom I advised you the 
town had chosen for schoolmaster is willing to quit his pretences 
and that the town will thereon be willing to admit of one of the 
College’s recommendation, in case he may have any other prefer- 
ment of but about 40]. a year any where in the county.

| Bristol. here that Sir Robert Yeamans, one of our ancientest Aldermen, is 

If so, I fear it will greatly 
weaken his Majesty’s interest here, because I can testify on my 
oath, if required, he has been firm to his loyalty even in the worst 
of times. No man here, since the death of Alderman Oliffe, has 
been more instrumental in suppressing conventicles.

Our tenants have 
offered to have a fair issue put and immediately come to a trial 
at law and to abide by it, but this is not hearkened to, though 
directed by the Council Board on a former complaint against 
us, but a bill of almost sixty sheets is exhibited to create charge 
and vexation and an answer required in a week. All I desire is 
that you would have the Lord Keeper informed of this vexatious 
proceeding and let him know the suit is really levelled against 
the University and to surprise them before they have means to 
defend themselves, and to assure him we desire that the whole 
cause may come to a speedy trial, only we beg that no injunction 
may be obtained in the meantime to stop our workmen here, 
which will prejudge the cause and be ruinous to our tenants, 
whose reputation is a great part of their estate, and undo the poor 
men here who depend on their daily labour. [S.P. Dom., 
Car.

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Sir Roger Norwich to Secretary Jenkins. I must confess myself 
blamable in not sooner thanking you for your letter to Baron 
Street concerning Goodlad, who was convicted of a felony and 
another indictment was found by the Grand Jury for the words 
spoken by him, and I hear his master Charleton is much troubled 
at it. The judges carried themselves so kindly to the loyal 
party that they have much encouraged them. An indictment 
being found by the Grand Jury against Richard Butler, a leading 
man of the faction, for presenting and reading a seditious address 
to Fleetwood and Parkhurst, the two knights of the shire chosen 
for the Oxford parliament, to be secured against a Popish successor 
and other ill things, which was proved by four substantial wit- 
nesses, which I beg may be tried as soon as may be at the King’s 
Bench, being a case of great concern and a precedent, has so 
affrighted that party that they are silent and would now seem 
to become loyal, but I hope his Majesty will not admit them into 
his favour without their showing fruits of their repentance. I have 
acquainted Lord Peterborough with our proceedings at the assizes 
and sent him a copy of the indictment. 

I beg leave to inform you of the condition of this county gaol 
that, if you think fit, you may beg his Majesty’s pleasure therein. 
That may be done at the quarter sessions, which are next Tuesday 
sennight. The enclosed gives an account of the number of the 
prisoners and the causes of their commitment. The prison is 
very full and the smallpox among them and I much fear that, 
if some order is not given to discharge some of them or the gaol 
enlarged, it may not only endanger their lives but cause some 
contagion among others. If the Justices had directions to proceed 
against the Quakers on the Statute of Conventicles it would be 
more effectual than for refusing the oaths. 

I am proposing the best method I can to put the laws in execu- 
tion against rogues and vagabonds, but it’s by some strongly 
argued that Scotchmen or such as go with Scotch cloth are not 
within the statute, who, I conceive, are the most dangerous, 
but your opinion therein will be a full satisfaction to all, and 
also how to regulate the excessive rate of servants’ wages, which 
the judge gave in charge more particularly as his Majesty’s 
command.

compliance and attornment of the miller, tenant of the said 
premises, has lately intruded into it and is now in possession 
of the said weirs and mills and lands thereto belonging ; that 
the lands of Kilmackeoge (Kilmacud) in the half barony of 
Rathdown, co. Dublin, were held in 1641 in fee farm by one Harrold 
from the Dean and Chapter of Christchurch by virtue of a grant 
thereof to Walter Harrold by the said Dean and Chapter dated 
16 July, 1592, and that the said Harrold was attainted on account 
of the rebellion of 1641 and thereon the said lands were seized 
and became forfeited to and vested in his Majesty by the Acts 
of Settlement and Explanation ; that there are several pretensions 
to the said lands by Nicholas Harrold, Sir Maurice Eustace, Col. 
Cary Dillon and the present Bishop of Kildare ; that the preten-

Wells to answer some seditious words and other misdemeanours. 
He was brought there before Sir Job Charlton, the judge on the 
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Crown side. His carriage before him seemed very insolent, but 
not so much for that as for his crime he was required to find 
sureties for his appearance at the next general gaol delivery, which 
began the 22nd instant. But, he not having then sureties and 
pretending he expected sureties from Ireland, it was referred by 
Judge Charlton to some Justices near the gaol to take his recog- 
nizance with good sureties for his appearance. But the colonel 
was so beneficial a prisoner that he prevailed with the gaoler 
himself to be one of the bail and some others, perhaps of the same 
suit, are bail for him also. The abuse deserves to be inquired into. 
The last assizes at Taunton, when I expected a turn over of the 
county gaol to the present Sheriff from my late Sheriff, not only 
Col. Owen but other criminals were set at liberty by the gaoler, 
which has hindered the turning over of the gaol till now. How- 
ever, I was then told the colonel lay sick in Oxfordshire, that he 
could not for that cause be at Taunton and that affidavits were 
come to make it out, and the gaoler told me the recognizance 
is thereon respited, but the truth of it I cannot assert. Andrew 
Loader, an associate for that circuit, can give an account of the 
recognizance you mention. I can, if you please, inquire further 
about these particulars. I never heard that this or any other 
Col. Owen was ever here of late.

Secretary Jenkins to the Attorney General. I rejoice very 
much to hear of your return in perfect health. I am now by 
his Majesty’s command to convey to you the petition of the 
Stationers to have their charter confirmed. You will find the 
petition is referred to you as is usual, but his Majesty depends 
very much on the report you shall make, in regard that it, 
being communicated as very probably it will be to other 
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companies, will very much influence the deliberations about 
surrendering. 

The three or four points following his Majesty has thought fit 
should be sent you as very proper to be well stated and provided 
for in the scheme you shall offer him: First, that the present Clerk 
of the Company be approved of by his Majesty before he be con- 
firmed, in case it be fit to confirm him, and that all succeeding 
Clerks be likewise approved of before they be admitted and 
that the present and succeeding Clerks respectively be always 
amoveable at his Majesty’s pleasure declared in Council. 

Secondly, that all other officers of trust be eligible as formerly 
without needing the King’s approbation but to stand amoveable 
as the Clerks are on the King’s order in Council. 

Thirdly, that the charter be confirmed on condition that the 
present officers surrender their places within —— weeks or months 
to the end that all members and trusts may be equally subject to 
the new regulations. 

Fourthly, that the companies be subject to the Lord Mayor and 
Court of Aldermen as they were in the most regular times. 

If I may add any thing of myself I conceive it will be worth your 
considering whether it be not for his Majesty’s service that a 
fuller power and interest should be given to the Lord Mayor and 
that court in the business of the inferior corporations and 
especially in the restraining of the liberty taken by each company 
to bring what persons or numbers they please on their livery and 
afterwards bringing them to vote as freely as any Alderman 
in all public elections, but of this I have nothing in commission 
to write.

James Harris to the King. Petition praying that, being lately 
discharged from the King’s Bench, he may be further examined 
before the King and the Privy Council. He came up to 
London in 1682 to make an early discovery of the conspiracy 
of William Raddon, an Oliverian attorney, and Thomas 
Parsons, an old Oliverian officer, who told him they were 
maintained by Prideaux, Trenchard and other Dissenters 
in and about Bridgwater, Taunton, Chard, Honiton and 
Tiverton to write every post to the said towns of the readiness 
of the Dissenters in London. At his coming to London 
he discovered they were grand intimates to Capt. Alexander 
alias Love, Capt. Spurrway alias Hill, Capt. Hallaway, 
Rous, Hone, etc. On the Sunday before his Majesty going 
to Newmarket Michaelmas races, he was required to wait 
on him at Whitehall and in presence of Lord Chancellor 
Finch, Esquire Seymour and Secretary Jenkins he gave 
him leave to continue in his correspondence in order to a 
further discovery. He did so and gave to Secretary Jenkins 
such further notice as he could gather, most of which was 
verified by the dying words of Rous, Hone and Lord Russell. 
Finding that the late discoverers have not, that he can hear of, 
made any observation on some of the said conspirators, who 
presuming he had detected their villainies threatened him 
and knowing a creditor of his to whom he owed only 1501. 
instigated him to arrest him and imprisoned him in the 
Marshalsea in February, and thence to the King’s Bench 
on 14 June last, when they knew his discoveries confirmed. 
Being informed that several of the conspirators were lurking 
in and about Southwark he applied to the Marshal of the 
King’s Bench to permit him with a waiter to make discovery 
thereof to his Majesty or the Privy Council but was not 
permitted and that he should not have the least liberty unless 
he would engage to make no such discovery, as he has in his 
now petition to Secretary Jenkins more largely represented.

Secretary Jenkins to the Earl of Yarmouth. I have it in 
command from his Majesty after reading your letter to him in the 
presence of several lords attending on him to desire you to let 
the Bailiffs and the rest of his loyal subjects of Great Yarmouth 
know that he accepts very graciously the resolution in Common 
Council of 21 March. His Majesty, taking notice of the duty and 
affection wherewith the major party of the Common Council 
proceeded in order to a surrender, has commanded me to send 
you two forms or precedents of surrender. That of Norwich 
you are already acquainted with. It is a surrender of the 
whole corporation. That of Bristol is a surrender of the governing 
part only. This last may be an answer to the malicious surmises 
spread abroad, as if the King had a design on the lands or other 
estate of the corporation. He is willing to descend to do all in 
his power in order to cure so senseless a jealousy, but the way to 
lessen the charges will be by a motion to his Majesty, after the 
surrender is made, that the new charter may pass all the offices at 
half fees or such other proportion as his Majesty shall think fit, 
but you may take notice that that reckoning is commonly inflamed 
by the attendants on the surrender and the solicitors of the new 
charter more than by the offices. You will take care that in 
the instrument of surrender none of the commoners enabled by 
the Common Council to make it be named by their names, let it 
be the act of the body corporate by the name by which they plead 
and are impleaded, The order of Common Council is commission 
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sufficient to you and others that are to deliver the surrender.

He is well known to Rumsey and, if the ports be laid and Rumsey 
thoroughly examined before he knows anything of this matter, 
it may produce a great discovery. All the danger is Holloway’s 
being prepared beforehand against any discovery. He may be 
every day expected in London by the first ship and, if the arrival 
of the vessel be watched to keep him from being lessoned before- 
hand, assurance is given from thence that he will tell all he knows, 
which is a great deal. I have written the substance of this 
to Lord Sunderland, but, lest any time should be lost for the 
setting of the ports I give you this timely information.

The Bishop of Oxford to Secretary Jenkins. I might justly 
condole the loss of the public in your quitting your employment, 
but when I consider how necessary it was for your health, I hold 
myself bound to congratulate it to you. 

As to your late intimation concerning Lord Abingdon’s dissatis- 
factions, I am not without hope they may be amicably removed, 
if his agent, Sir George Pudsey, will hearken to reason. He 
lately wrote to me that he had ordered Sir George to speak with 
me, which though he have not done yet, I guess he may now 
at our sessions and, if it be possible to settle things without our 
own and our friends’ further trouble, it shall be done. Our 
printing affair being of great importance, the Vice-Chancellor 
and myself have thought it requisite to desire Dr. Wallis to look 
after it, for the King’s printers spare no cost nor diligence to 
retrieve their monopoly, which, whatever becomes of the 
University rights, I hope they will never gain to the hurt of 
religion and cheat of the nation. It will be made appear that 
never men abused a patent more than they have done. Besides 
their exorbitant gains as printers there was taxed 4s. 6d. in the 
pound for all Bibles that were sold. Being resolved to gain 
beyond measure by all books they printed, they were not solicitous 
to print great numbers, so that, the nation being unsupplied, 
Holland Bibles were encouraged to be brought in, which, when 
they had seized, they afterwards sold and, when they were retailed,

The same to the same. This is a copy of what I resolve, 
opportunity presenting, to deliver into the King’s own hands, but 
keep it to yourself till you hear further from me. Wrote in print 
hand as this and, if I come to any disaster, you may judge it partly 
the occasion and so divulge it that people may know he is not 
ignorant of what has passed. 

As it has always been and is still my unhappiness to endeavour 
your Majesty’s and country’s interest more than my own, when 
I was taken prisoner, knowing myself according to law guilty 
of death, though I designed nothing more than your Majesty’s 
and your kingdom’s welfare in what I was concerned in, I could 
not keep my thoughts from considering how I might further serve 
my King and country. During my imprisonment in Nevis and 
ten weeks’ passage I could think of nothing I might be more 
serviceable in than giving you a true and plain account of what I 
had observed for some years to be the opinion of most of your 
subjects concerning late proceedings, being satisfied that you are 
not sensible of the greatest part of what has been done. How 
it will be taken by you I know not, but I hope not amiss, though 
I suppose bad enough by some about you, should they know it, 
and that I much hazard my life thereby. 

Some think that plot called the Popish plot was a twofold 
plot, one for settling arbitrary government as in France and 
that your Majesty, being over persuaded by bad counsel, was 
assisting therein, the other for settling Popery, when the first was 
obtained, which you might not be privy to, and, in case you 
failed in your assistance in the first or afterwards in consenting 
to the second, to take you off, also that, when the discovery was 
first made, you, not thinking they had any design against your 
person, being somewhat surprised at the positive proof and the 
manner thereof, at first consented to a due prosecution of some 
offenders, but, when your brother and some other great persons 
were found the chief actors therein, you were over persuaded by 
them and others of their friends (though you to two or three 
parliaments declared your belief of a plot, desiring them to search 
to the bottom of it and promising your assistance) that there was 
really no other design than what you knew of, viz., the settling 
of arbitrary government, which made you adhere to them and 
stop the proceedings against them by proroguing and dissolving 
parliaments and also too much encourage late illegal proceedings. 

Some think there was a real plot by the Papists, and that you 
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were altogether ignorant of any thing concerning it, but being 
over persuaded by your brother and others proved concerned (to 
save themselves) that those parliaments who endeavoured to find 
out the bottom of it were many of them fanatics and disaffected 
persons and that their designs were to alter the government, lay 
plots on Papists and those accounting themselves loyal subjects 
and to bring you to the same end as your father, disbelieved 
what you had been before declared your belief to be and so were 
brought to prorogue and dissolve parliaments, which stopped 
proceedings against them, and that all those illegal things since 
acted were carried on by the plotters contrary to your knowledge, 
supposing that, if any had the confidence to acquaint you there- 
with, things would be better managed, being sensible of what you 
are sworn to and having a better opinion of you than to think 
you would knowingly permit such illegal things as have been 
acted since the discovery of the Popish plot, but none have the 
courage to approach you on that account, supposing the Duke and 
his friends keep a constant watch on you and that it is almost 
impossible any can come to you without their first knowing his 
business. 

Some there are whom late proceedings have caused to think 
worse of you, having more exactly observed how things have been 
acted ever since the discovery of the Popish plot and some time 
before and they think it impossible you should be ignorant of it and 
that you resolve for arbitrary government, otherwise you would 
never suffer things to go on in that illegal way as of late, being 
persuaded by those who design Popery as much that it may be 
easily effected, for their safety depends in keeping you in that mind, 
knowing that, if you call a parliament, causing them to be legally 
chosen and suffering them to go on with a prosecution according to 
law, they shall not be able to stand. The things I observe to 
have been most taken notice of by the persons I now mention 
before the discovery of the plot are :—the wars with Dutch and 
Turks and the burning of London, looked on as a design to 
impoverish the nation, thereby making the people fit for arbitrary 
government ; the raising of the two armies, the Blackheath and 
the late one ; the great pensions to many members in the eighteen 
years’ parliament and the dissolving of that parliament, when they 
began to see what the treachery of pensioners and others was come 
to. Since the discovery :—The dissolving of parliaments; the 
proclamations against petitioning for a parliament; the taking 
away commissions from Justices who have prosecuted the Papists 
and giving them to those who would favour them and prosecute 
Protestant Dissenters ; the turning out of judges; the alleged 
laying aside a bill which passed both Houses in favour of Protes- 
tant Dissenters and the great care to save Lord Stafford; the 
keeping in and receiving into favour and preferring many then 
declared enemies to you and the kingdom, against some of whom 
impeachments were preparing and others cast out of the House of 
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Commons for being Abhorrers and betrayers of the liberties of 
the subject ; the trying and executing Fitzharris and College ; 
the slighting of Irish evidence and others, till they could be brought 
to swear a Protestant plot, being quite wearied with waiting and 
little or no maintenance allowed them, who might have starved 
had not the citizens of London taken some care of them, but, as 
soon as they were prevailed to swear a Protestant plot, they were 
all made gentlemen, one a clergyman, till they proved too 
notorious to be taken notice of ; the behaviour of the judges, 
King’s counsel, the Attorney General and others towards those 
persons in some trials where they were evidence against Protes- 
tants was not a little observed; the rigour against jurors and 
others, who performing their duty according to their oaths have 
been ruined and those not heeding what they swear or do against 
a Protestant and to clear a Papist esteemed the most loyal 
subjects ; keeping so many Papists in places of trust ; the illegal 
proceedings in the choice of the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of London 
the two last years, prosecuting many as rioters, when, if there was 
any riot, it was by those calling themselves the loyal party ; 
taking away charters from corporations is looked on as a great 
step towards arbitrary government; the design lately proved 
to murder your Majesty and his Royal Highness coming from 
Newmarket is thought was never intended but a contrivance of the 
Papists and their adherents to make what was really designed by 
many Protestants seem more odious, viz., taking up arms in 
defence of their rights and liberties so much infringed, if possible 
to bring your Majesty off from such evil counsel, in which design, 
though not many were proved guilty, ’tis supposed many thousand 
of your best friends were concerned. Many other are thought 
impossible you should be ignorant of and that you are over- 
persuaded or through fear brought to compliance therewith by 
your brother and his friends, wha are thought by many to have a 
design against your life. 

Some believe there was a plot by the Papists, it being so 
declared in your speeches to several parliaments and prosecuted 
by them as appears by their votes, the printing thereof being a 
great satisfaction to their electors and there was scarce a parish 
but one or more bought them and lent them to their neighbours, 
by which means most knew what was done, but those I now 
mention did not and do not care what is done, who is king, what 
government they live under nor what religion they are of, pro- 
vided they can go on quictly with their trades, ploughs, etc., 
and be free from taxes, nothing going more against the grain 
with them than the Act for chimney money. 

Some pretend to believe as the Court believes, at least will 
act as those who carry the greatest sway at Court will have them. 
At the first discovery of the Popish plot your Majesty and others 
declaring your belief thereof, they were of the same opinion, but, 
when you prorogued and dissolved parliaments, who were so 
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vigorous in prosecuting the plotters, they began to join in casting 
sham plots on Protestants and, when the proclamation was put 
out against petitioning for another parliament, they began to 
promote abhorrences against it, as if it had been the most illegal 
action possible, but, when a parliament declared petitioning the 
right of the subject, punishing some of the abhorrers, many (some 
great persons) had the impudence to deny their appearance therein 
and others were mute, till the last Westminster parliament was 
dissolved. Then they were brisk again, sticking at no illegal 
action to prevent the old members being chosen again, but their 
failing in the choice of that parliament showed their strength, 
yet had they the impudence, as soon as that parliament was 
dissolved, to abuse the members thereof, as if they had been certain 
we should never have another parliament, though you had then 
declared you would call frequent parliaments. Then, as is 
supposed, finding encouragement from some about the Court to 
cheat your Majesty by making you think them the major part of 
your subjects as they had done before by their abhorrences and 
addresses, began to promote more addresses, thanking you for 
dissolving parliaments and offering to maintain the succession in 
the right line, etc., and these most loyal subjects have been the 
promoters of the most illegal actions since done in England. 
Who encourages them, I suppose, is not well known, but encourage- 
ment they find and have the impudence too often to use your 
name, as if you were the author of all. 

I have mentioned five opinions but do not suppose them equal 
in numbers but believe the three first would be found more than 
four parts of the nation, I think I may say of the three kingdoms, 
and I believe of them, who all agree in the main that there was © 
and is now more than ever a design for arbitrary government 
and Popery, many thousands in all the three kingdoms were privy 
to the late discovered design for preventing the same by an insur- 
rection, but that all or most were ignorant of that design for killing 
your Majesty and the Duke. Those of the fourth opinion will be 
led any way by their landlords, interest, or such as they suppose 
to know more than themselves, but will not be brought to arbitrary 
government, being not for parting with money but by Act of 
Parliament. Those of the fifth opinion are not near the fifth, I 
think I may say not the tenth part of the subjects, though they 
make such a noise with addresses, etc., as if none were loyal but 
themselves and as if loyalty consisted of illegal actions. Their 
strength has been tried in the choice of two or three parliaments 
with all illegal helps possible on their side, yet they could not 
prevail for the numbers promised. A great cheat as to their 
strength you would find them, if you should rely on them. 
Perhaps their party may be thought much greater since the 
discovery of the late design, they having made more noise, while 
others have been fearful of speaking or appearing lest they 
should be sworn out of their lives by them, but when I left 
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England their party was known to decrease, having appeared so 
openly for arbitrary power and in expectation of preferments, 
places and benefices, fearing nothing but a true English parliament 
and your hearty concurrence with them, which I wish my blood 
could procure, being satisfied that, though this last intended 
insurrection was discovered, except some stop be put to such open 
illegal proceedings, which caused it, it will end in a terrible 
slaughter, for Englishmen will be English still and may be com- 
pared with a carrier’s horse that will patiently bear the burden 
laid on him, till it makes the saddle pinch. Then he kicks till he is 
eased of the intolerable burden. So will Englishmen ; they have 
borne much and will more if not too hastily and openly laid on 
them, but when they are touched to the quick will ease themselves 
if possible *. 

How things may now go in England, I know not, but, if no 
great alteration in affairs, know your Majesty may soon settle 
things so as to gain the love of all your subjects and your brother 
no way disabled from inheriting the Crown and he may also gain 
the love of England, if he will. That which has ruined me has 
gained me acquaintance with all sorts of people, by which I 
know what will take with all. [3 pages. Ibid. No. 92.]

I find by Sir William’s 
letters giving an account of several things confessed by Holloway 
that it is necessary that William Wade named in the said prints be 
seized and secured in close custody before the news of Holloway’s 
being brought over prisoner be known in Bristol. I have therefore 
sent the bearer, Thomas Atterbury, messenger, with my warrant 
to apprehend him and bring him hither. He will wait on you before 
he set himself to execute the warrant and I must desire your 
best directions and assistance, if necessary, to him in doing his 
duty and that above all things the service he goes on be kept 
close with the utmost secrecy, till the thing be thoroughly effected, 
for it is visible by what Sir William writes from Holloway that this 
service is of special importance.

And therefore let me trouble you with the enclosed paper, 
giving a true account of what passed between Mr. Harbord, 
my nephew and myself at Mr. Harbord’s first coming hither, 
which paper I had showed Mr. Harbord this morning to know 
whether he could take any exceptions to it, but going to Yoxall I 
found he was gone towards London. 

I am certain Mr. Harbord cannot complain, but own I have 
used him with great respect and have commanded the officers of 
the forest to attend him and his agents in their survey and to obey 
his directions, which they have done. 

I have acquainted Mr. Harbord and Mr. Fisher how I was 
informed by knowing persons that the apprizers had over-valued 
the wood and that it was Mr. Orme’s and Mr. Dixon’s interest to 
do so, for Mr. Orme had lately bought of Mr. Howard in his park 
within the forest 2,550/. worth of timber and had yet some years 
to fell and dispose of it, so that, if any of the wood was sold in 
the forest, it might ruin him or at least prejudice him very much, 
and that Dixon had declared he would value the wood in the 
forest at such a rate that no one should buy it, for, if it were 
on sale, it would prejudice his master, Sir Walter Bagot, some 
thousands, for he was contracting to sell his woods, which are 
contiguous to the forest and are of great value. The reason I 
told Mr. Harbord I found him in very bad company at Yoxall 
with Mr. Agards and Mr. Adderley was I had observed Mr.

I never discoursed with Holloway till about 
last Easter twelvemonth, but Wade, Tyley and Row, who had, 
all told me of a design by several at Bristol to make an 
insurrection there, named him for one of the principal men 
and told me he had always some pieces of small ordnance 
and shot in his yard or warehouse for that purpose, which 
under colour of merchandizing he could keep without suspicion. 
Wadeand Row likewise told me Holloway had come to London 
once or twice betwixt Christmas and Lady Day to inquire in 
what forwardness the design in London was. 

About Easter he came to me with a recommendation from Wade 
and was at several meetings at the Castle tavern in Fleet 
Street and the Green Dragon at Snow Hill, where we met to 
receive an account from Ferguson of the treaty with the Scots. 
(About the meeting at the Young Devil tavern and the plan for 
dividing the City as in Holloway’s information printed in 
State Trials, Vols. [IX and X.) He was present at two or three 
meetings afterwards, when Richard Goodenough, who under- 
took the management of these divisions, gave an account of his 
progress in it, and afterwards went to Bristol. He was made 
privy by Wade to the assassination designed, but I never 
saw him till after that was disappointed. I never heard 
whether he was concerned in the first insurrection intended 
in November, but I suppose Romsey can give an account of 
that and a fuller account of most other particulars than I 
can, because he living formerly at Bristol and being designed 
to take the command there Holloway applied to him and 
gave an account of the place and people, which was not proper 
to give me, who knew neither. [Ibid. No. 105 1.]

Now, if your Majesty graciously spares me, it will be a sufficient 
warning to me for ever meddling in such things again, and I 
hope to have the opportunity of serving you and my country in 
the promotion of what brought me to this and cost me many 
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hundred pounds with some years pains to bring it to the per- 
fection I did, viz., the linen manufacture, and I can make it 
appear it will employ near 80,000 poor people and near 40,000 
acres and bring in near 200,0001. per annum. 

Another thing I think I may serve you in is this. When I left 
England I knew there were many, who were in trouble about their 
opinions, would have willingly left England, if they knew where to 
go, that they might have liberty. There is a very fine island in 
the West Indies, good land and well watered, which by such people 
would be soon settled and prove a great advantage, for it would 
soon exceed any island except Barbados and Jamaica. It lies 
so near a bad neighbour, Porto Rico, that, except a considerable 
number go together, it will .be dangerous living there, but, if 
there has been no great alteration since I left England, with 
your leave enough might be prevailed with to go and settle it at 
once, which will not only serve you but clear the nation of some 
hundreds of disaffected people. Endorsed, ‘This was printed 
after his execution with the discourse he had with the Sheriffs at 
his execution.”

James Holloway to Secretary Jenkins. I am heartily sorry 
that ever I should be guilty of such crimes and so much con- 
cerned myself in things so much above me. If I may now find 
mercy, I shall desire to be sworn never to concern myself in any 
State or public affairs again except commanded by his Majesty. 
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I must confess being before such great persons something of fear 
and surprise made me give some ill answers concerning what I 
had wrote. Since I have had such a sight of his Royal Highness 
as I never had before, I have not the same opinion of him as I 
had, for I cannot think him to be as he is represented, and when I 
was so unhappy as to write that paper (it being otherwise taken 
than I intended) I had no other thoughts but he would have a 
sight of it, if I had the opportunity to deliver it to his Majesty, 
and my resolution was it should never be divulged, nor shall it, 
if I find mercy. I hoped it would rather merit than be taken 
amiss, for I designed nothing by it but the good of both King and 
people, heartily wishing that all crimes committed on all sides 
might be buried in oblivion and that things might be so managed 
for the future that there may be no such heats and divisions 
among the people as there have been, which may be soon done, 
if his Majesty and Council are so pleased. I doubt some 
honourable persons who saw the paper take it to be too great 
reflections on them, which was never my thoughts, but I rather 
hoped it would be kindly taken, letting them know what people’s 
thoughts are of them, that they might endeavour to prevent such 
opinions for the future. I heartily wish I may be any way instru- 
mental therein. As I remember, there was something more in 
the paper I intended for his Majesty than in that to Mr. Tucker, to 
the effect as under. I declare none as my own opinion except the 
latter part, but to be, as it really is, the opinions of most people. 
As to the plot, I suppose I have given as large and plain an account 
as could be expected from me and doubt not but, if his Majesty 
sees it, he will be as merciful to me as he has been to any, if none 
prove my back friend on account of the paper, but, if I die, I 
shall esteem that the cause of my death and that I do not die for 
the plot. It is not through much fear of death that I desire to 
live, but that I know my death will much dis-serve his Majesty 
and many about him and that my friends and creditors will be 
great losers, to whom I owe some thousands of pounds, which 
living I hope to pay to a penny.

Case of Francis Bastinck, commander of the Dover packet- 
boats, addressed to Secretary Jenkins. He is tied under cove- 
nants to carry to and from Calais and Boulogne the mails at his 
own charge, for which he keeps two boats, the profits of trans- 
porting goods and passengers belonging to him to defray the 
charge thereof. Mr. Nephew of Dover and Mr. Moleins of Calais 
have set up two boats against him, which go under the name of 
the packet boats and by leaving a tide before the packet boats, 
which are obliged to stay for the mails, bring away all the goods, 
passengers and letters, which the packet boats ought to bring, 
whereby the merchants both in Dover and London have their 
letters a day before the King can have his. Some of the owners 
of these boats are Custom House officers and bring over prohibited 
and uncustomed goods and are not searched so strictly by the 
officers at Dover as the packet boats. Complaint having been 
made to the Lords of the Treasury that prohibited goods came 
over as well in the mails of letters as in the packet boats, they 
made Mr. Froude promise absolutely to forbid it, which he did 
both to the officers in the Post Office, to Bastinck at Dover and to 
Deleque, postmaster at Calais, whereby that way is no more prac- 
tised, but these boats do the same thing and are connived at by 
the officers. These bye boats pay no tonnage at either Dover 
or Calais, for at Dover they are owned by Mr. Nephew and others 
and at Calais by Mr. Moleines and sail with half French and half 
English men. At Dover an Englishman is master and at Calais a 
Frenchman, whereby both Kings are cheated of their tonnage. 
A Frenchman owning these boats at Calais, the Custom House 
officers there not only countenance them but abuse the masters 
of the packet boats and suffer the bye boats to enter goods at 
the Custom House, paying but a third (as French) so much as the 
packet boats. The officers at Calais have taken away the anchors 
of the packet boats, on pretence that a duty is due from them, 
when it is evident they are as free as the King’s yachts, from 
whom they never demand any, nor is it demanded in any other 
French port. If the packet boats meet with these discourage- 
ments, Bastinck must be forced to carry the mails to Boulogne, 
where he shall find much better usage and it will be much for the 
greatex-expedition of the mails and not contrary to his contract. 
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Mr. Moleines has for the advantage of the bye boats altered the 
course of the messengers from Paris to Calais, whereby the packet 
boats are hindered from bringing over goods and passengers as 
formerly. On these considerations leave is desired to carry the 
mails to Boulogne.

The difficulty that made it 
necessary was this, that some of his Majesty’s neighbours, viz., 
the French, Spaniards and Dutch, have by their late treaties 
of trade and commerce stipulated from the King and he the like 
from them that an unfree, that is an enemy’s, ship should make the 
goods on board her unfree, that is lawful prize, and vice versa that 
a free ship should make unfree, that is enemy’s, goods to be free 
when on board it. For instance if the French should be at war 
against the Spaniards or Hollanders or both and should take 
prizes, that is Spanish or Dutch ships, from either or both of them 
and that in these prize ships should be found goods belonging to 
the King’s subjects, such goods should be lawful prize to the 
French, as if they had truly and originally belonged to the 
Spaniards or Hollanders. The direction therefore in the fifth 
article : Provided they have not the goods or merchandizes of any 
of our own subjects on board such prizes, which if they happen to 
have, our meaning is that they be on due proof taken out and 
restored to the said true proprietors, is not to take place in this 
case. 

But there is another sort of allies the King has, for instance the 
Swedes and Hamburgers, who have no such treaty or stipulation 
with the King, so that, if the Swede for instance should enter into 
this war and bring up a prize, French for instance, into one of our 
ports, and then it should be found that there were goods on board 
belonging to our King’s subjects, in that case the direction in the 
proclamation is to take place and such goods were to be taken out 
of the Swede’s prize and restored to the English proprietors, the 
jus commune of nations not allowing that the ship of an enemy 
should make the goods of a friend to become a lawful prize, 
save where princes alter, as they may do, this law by their 
particular treaties. I enclose the articles touching this business 
that are in the last French, Spanish and Holland treaties.

why it was so. 

The case between the Earl of Macclesfield and Sir Thomas 
Granner (Grosvenor) was further spoke to by counsel on both 
sides, the Earl himself being in court, and special bail being much 
insisted on, but, in regard Sir Thomas was a man of substance, 
the Court thought that common bail should serve and the Earl’s 
counsel in conclusion agreed thereto. 

Mr. Papillon and Mr. Dubois, having brought their actions 
against Sir W. Pritchard, arrested him during bis mayoralty and 
that on the very night when the designed rising was to have 
been in the late conspiracy, and not having ever declared against 
him he has brought his action against them for keeping him 
prisoner, being the King’s chief magistrate at that time. They 
were content to arrest not only him, but all the loyal Aldermen 
that came in with design to bail him were likewise arrested. 

His Royal Highness came to town yesterday and this day goe 
for Windsor. 

"Tis reported in this town that the smallpox is so rife at Win- 
chester that his Majesty will hardly go thither this summer. 
He is resolved not only to have a squadron of ships at sea, but 
has given command to all the governors of all the seaports and 
all the officers of the garrisons to repair immediately to their 
commands and not to depart thence without leave. Several 
companies that came from the garrison of Tangier mustered 
yesterday before the Duke of Grafton and several other persons 
of quality. 

’Tis no longer doubted that the Duke of Monmouth is gone for 
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Flanders, whence they write that, notwithstanding the Prince of 
Orange is daily expected there with his corps du garde, yet there 
is more discourse of peace than ever and that even among 
the generals themselves, the Spaniards finding it impossible to 
preserve those Netherlands without accepting the propositions of 
the French King. He by easy journeys with the ladies of quality 
is marching to Valenciennes, having sent to Brussels for passports 
for his falconers to come to him, which was granted. 

This day the Court gave judgment against Sir Samuel Barnar- 
diston, fined him 10,000/., obliging him to find sureties for his good 
behaviour during life, and committed him to the King’s Bench 
till the fine be paid. Alderman Wright was this day bound in 
10,0001. and four others in 5,0001. each that he shall appear next 
Monday and so de die in diem till he be discharged by due course 
of law. Papillon and Dubois gave in bail to Sir W. Pritchard’s 
action. 

Scotch letters of the 12th say that Sir John Cochrane and

the establishing of a peace or a truce for twenty years, he says that, 
if the Governor of the Low Countries will deliver up Luxemburg 
with the villages that depend on it, he will then quit Courtray 
and Dixmuden after demolishing the fortifications and then make 
a peace on the proposals formerly offered by him, for effecting 
which he will give the States till 20 May to prevail with the 
Spaniards to accept them, but, if he shall refuse and the States 
shall continue to send their forces to the assistance of the Spaniard, 
he declares by his said Ambassador that, the first act of hostility 
that shall be committed against his forces by those troops of the 
States, he will seize the ships, goods and all the effects of the 
subjects of the States and treat them as open enemies. This has 
so alarmed them that nothing but a peace is talked of and the 
Prince of Orange, who had sent part of his baggage before, stopped 
the rest and stays to see what will be the issue and answer to the 
memorial the States will return.
